There  is,  moreover,  rc.servc<l  to  the  Government  of  every  cr.untry  of  the  I’ostal  I'nion  the  right  to 
refuse  to  convey  over  its  territory,  or  to  deliver,  ns  well,  articles  liable  to  the  reduced  rate  lu  regard 
to  which  the  law.s,  ordinances,  or  decrees  which  regulate  the  conditions  of  their  publication  or  of 
their  circulation  in  that  country  have  not  been  comidied  with.

“Aipiella  gran  deelaraciini  no  fm'  una  expresidn  casual  de  lo  (pie 
NIonroi'  pensaba  o  sentia  en  tupiel  niomento,  sino  (pie  hizo  (pie  el  sen- 
tiniiento  de  la  liliertad  y  (b*  los  deivelios  liumanos  <pie  liabia  salvado  el 
i(l(*alisnio  amerieano  de  la  desiiioralizaemn  del  mezipiino  (“goisnio. 
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asiiniic.so,  uiia  foriDa  delinitiva,  y  le  ha  dado  a  la  domocracia  amerioana 
811  vei  dadero  piKler  on  el  niuiido  representado  en  la  potencia  viril  de 
lui  <?ran  ejeniplo.  Dicha  declamcidn  respondid  al  instinto  de  conser- 
vaeidri  de  uii  pueblo  intensaniente  praetico.  Fue  el  resultado  de  una 
confenaieia  con  Jeffeksox,  ^Madison,  John  Quixcv  Adamm,  doiix  C\ 
Caliioi  n,  y  William  Wirt,  admirable  combinacidn  de  sabiduria, 
ex])eriencia  y  habilidad  politieas  (jue  no  es  taeil  sujierar.  Ya  no  existen 
las  circunstancias  e.speeiales  (jiie  dieron  lu^ar  a  dicha  decdaracion.  En 
la  actualidad  ninguna  Santa  Alianza  ainenaza  repartir  la  America  del 
Slid,  ni  ninguna  «-olonizacidn  europoa  en  la  costa  occidental  amenaza 
arrojarnos  del  Pacilico.

superioridad.  ().  lo  (pie  Oslo  mismo,  los  ostadistas.  poriodistas,  oscri- 
toros,  viajoros  y  agontt's  do  negocios  do  los  Estados  Cnidos,  cuando 
discuten  d  tratan  con  la  Aim'rica  Espaiiola  tratan  a  los  pueblos,  cos- 
tumbn^s,  institucionos  v  gobiornos  de  sus  Kopublicas  hormanas  con  un 
aire  do  oxcosiva  y  caractoristica  arrogancia  6  su])oi-ioridad.

Asia,  v('r  cuan  pocos  son  los  nortcaniericanos  que  sjiIkmi  algo  iicerca  de 
los  grandcs  heroes,  estadistas,  escritores  y  sabios  (pie  ban  tigurado  de 
una  inancra  proininente  on  el  desenvolviiniento  de  las  naeiones  latino- 
aniericanas  del  presente;  ver  cuan  pocos  son  los  norteanierieanos  (pie 
reconocen  el  hecho  de  quo  los  principales  jiaises  y  capitales  de  la 
Anu'rica  Latina  tienen  griipos  de  eriiditos  eniinentes,  lionibres  de 
ciencia  y  lilosofos,  asi  como  iiniversidades  y  esciielas  profesionales, 
(pie  no  I'stan  inenos  adelantados  (pie  los  griipcs  6  institiiciones  seme- 
jantes  en  los  Estados  Unidos  y  Europa.  En  canibio,  iin  renaeiniiento 
innu'diato  en  la  asoeiaciiai  de  la  clase  mas  alta,  en  el  conocimiento  y  la 
amistad  entre  hw  Estados  Unidos  y  la  America  Latina  cuya  base  no 
sea  meramente  lapoderosa  inllucncia  del  diiiero,  servira  no  si'ilo  para 
iniciar  una  era  de  buena  voluntad  y  mutuo  ajUTcio,  sino  que  de  una 
manera  indirecta  ha  de  redundar  en  beneficio  del  comercio  y  el  tratieo. 

VII.  La  I'alta  de  un  servicio  d(‘  vapores  de  pasajeros  y  correos  de 
jirimera  clase,  como  los  hay  en  el  servicio  de  comunicacion  entre 
Europa  y  la  Ami'rica  Latina,  constituyi'  una  ri'mora  muy  grande  para 
el  desarrollo  de  las  relaciones  intimas  tanto  de  amistad  como  conier- 
ciales  entre  los  Estados  Enidos  y  la  Anuu  ica  del  8ud.  Las  buenas  y 
delinidas  relaciones  (pie  hace  mucho  liempo  .se  han  estaldecido  entre 
loslatino-anierii'anos  y  los  europeos,  han  sido  estiniuladas  y  fortalecidas 
grandemente  j)or  la  excelencia  d(i  las  eompanlas  de  vapores  (jiie  jiropor- 
cionan  a  los  latino-americanos  facil  y  comodo  acceso  a  las  buenas  con- 
dieiones  (jiie  en  Europa  se  encuentran  para  las  transacciones  comer- 
ciales,  la  educaciini  de  la  familia  y  para  gozar  y  viajar  durante  sus 
vacaciones.  Si  el  conierciante,  viajero  o  capitalista  sudamericano 
pudiese  ir  a  Nueva  York  6  a  Nueva  Orleans  con  la  misma  comodidact 
y  prontitud  (pie  puede  ir  a  Paris  (')  a  Londres,  en  seguida  .se  efectuaria 
un  cambio  radical  (jiie  resultaria  favorable  a  los  Estados  Enidos.  Es 
verdad  (pie  hay  biienos  vapores  de  earga  (pie  hacen  la  travesia  entre 
los  puertos  de  la  Aiiu'rica  del  Norte  y  del  Sud,  pero  dichos  vapores  no 
satisfacen  las  necesidades  de  los  pasajeros  y  de  la  correspondeneia, 
como  no  podria  satisfacer  un  servicio  de  ferrocarril  de  carga  las 
necesidades  del  tnilico  de  pasajeros  y  canje  de  correos  entre  Nueva 
York  y  Chicago.  Ningun  conierciante  6  capitalista  latino-americano 
ha  de  ir  a  la  Aiiu'rica  del  Norte  en  un  vapor  de  carga  de  poca  veloci- 
dad  cuyas  comodidades  son  muy  limitadas,  cuando  hay  varios  vapores 
nipidos  con  destino  a  Europa  (pie  ofrecen  justamente  tantas  comodi¬ 
dades  comos  los  grandes  vapores  de  las  compafiias  tranisatlanticas. 
Cumple  agregar  ipie  esta  relacion  no  se  hace  como  nn  argumento  en 
pro  6  en  contra  de  una  marina  incrcante  subvencionada  por  el  (loViierno. 
No  me  propongo  di.scutir  las  ventajas  y  desventajas  de  esa  debatida 
cuestion,  y  solo  hago  constar  un  hecho  y  descrilio  el  estado  actual  de 
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las  cosas.  Los  siidaniork-anos  mas  caractcrizados  creon  quc  el  estado 
actual  do  los  medios  de  coniunicacion  implica  la  perdida  anual  de 
millones  de  pesos  en  el  comercio. 

VIII.  Tieinpo  es  ya  de  ([ue  nos  absten^amos  de  ofender  a  la  parte 
maj’or  y  mas  proi^resista  de  la  AnuM-ica  Latina,  repitiendo  a  diarlo 
(pie  las  revoluciones  prevalecen  en  todos  los  tiempos  y  por  toda  la 
extensiiMi  de  la  America  Latina  y  (pie,  por  consiguiente,  ni  el  comercio 
ni  la  inversiiMi  del  capital  [nicden  considerarse  seguros.  Este  concepto 
de  la  America  Latina,  considerada  en  conjunto,  es  enteramente  erroneo 
y  le  hace  una  gran  injusticia  a  las  mas  progresistas  de  nuestras  repu- 
hlieas  hermanas,  injustieia  ([iie  desde  luego  agravia  a  diclias  Kepublieas. 
En  la  actualidad  el  continente  sudamericano  esta  exento  de  graves 
movimientxis  insurreccionales.  y  apenas  hay  algunas,  si  es  ipie  las  hay, 
indicaeiones  d  sintomas  de  imis  guerras  civiles.  Si  es  verdad  (jue 
el  reeiente  conflicto  en  la  America  Central  fue  im  acontecimiento 
lamentable,  tambieii  es  cierto  qiie  se  concluyi')  muy  pronto  y  sirvm 
para  acentuar  la  ])ermanente  paz  y  prosp('ridad  de  M('xico  y  de  las 
vecinas  Repulilicas  centro-americanas.  En  el  Lrasil,  la  Argentina, 
Cdiile  y  el  Peru,  la  tendencia  de  la  opiniini  publiea  y  la  poderosi  in- 
duencia  de  las  grandes  empresas  comerciah's,  se  maniliestan  contra  los 
movimientos  revolucionarios,  al  paso  (pie  C\)lombia,  el  Eeuador,  Crii- 
giiay,  Bolivia,  Paraguay  y  Venezuela  en  la  actualidad  se  proponen 
mantener  una  paz  pernianente. 

IX,  Los  Estados  transmisisipianos  y  centrales  de  los  Estados  Cnidos 
no  piicden  dejar  de  experimentar  on  el  eereano  porvenir  un  inmensoy 
direeto  acrecentamiento  en  el  eomercio,  sobre  todo  con  la  costa  occi¬ 
dental  de  Slid  Anu'rica.  El  movimiento  de  avance  deC'olombia,  Ecua¬ 
dor,  Peru,  Bolivia  y  Chile,  junto  con  el  de  la  costa  occidental  de 
Mi'xieo  y  la  Anu'rica  Central,  son  de  gran  Irascendencia  para  la  parte 
central  y  occideytal  do  la  Anuu’iea  del  Norte.  Es  necesario  terminar 
el  canal  de  Panama  para  ipie  este  niievo  y  espltuidido  campo  pueda 
explotarse  con  exito  y  por  completo,  pi'ro  en  el  interin  los  fabricantes, 
productores  y  exportadoi’os  do  los  Lstados  bafiados  por  el  Misisipi  y 
transmisisipianos,  tienen  quo  hacor  todos  los  esfuerzos  posibles  para 
obtenor  un  arraigo  en  estos  oei'anos  australes,  y  estar  preparados  para 
la  oportunidad  (pie  en  mayor  eseala  les  ha  de  proporcionar  la  api'rtura 
del  Canal.

Sii 
aetual  desarrollo  si'do  representa  el  principio  de  lo  quo  el  porvenir  ha 
de  revelar,  Sus  voneros  de  riipieza  son  tan  variados  y  vastos,  que  .solo 
necesitan  mejores  medios  de  coniunicacion  rnaritima  y  terrestre  para 
proporcionar  un  ampHsimo  mercado  a  los  produetos  americanos  y  un 
campo  muy  atrayente  para  cl  capital  americano,  Por  tanto,  corre.s- 
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politic  !i  todo  Estudo  tpic  scii  uii  trilmtario  del  (lulfo  dc  Mexico  6  del 
Oceano  Pacilico,  el  e.studiar  deteiiidaniente  taiito  la  America  del  Slid 
coiiio  la  Central,  no  solo  por  las  presentes  oportnnidades,  sino  tainbien 
por  los  futnros  lienetkios  ipie  ban  de  aiiinentarse  en  razon  jjeoinotriea 
al  terininarse  el  canal  de  Panama.

LAS  MINAS  D£  COBRE  DE  COLLAHUASl. 

Las  notas  tpie  se  dan  a  eontinuaeion  han  sido  extractadas  de  una 
ineuioria  escrita  por  Don  Josii:  Muro,  y  publieadaen  el  “  Boletin  de  la 
Soeiedad  de  Mineria,”  de  Santiago  de  Chile,  en  sus  numeros  de  miiyo. 
junio  3'  julio  de  1906: 

La  region  luinera  de  Collahuasi,  como  lo  atestiguan  herramientas 
encontradas  en  sus  labores,  ha  sido  explotada  eon  anterioridad  a  la 
llegadii  de  los  espailoles.  Tambien  hablan  de  ella  publieaeiones  eseri- 
tas  en  el  Siglo  XVIl,  couio  en  el  libro  del  Padre  Barba.  Durante  el 
eoloniaje  era  eonocida  esta  region  bajo  el  nombre  de  “Mineral  de 
Pereira,”  nombre  tpie  ho^"  dia  se  da  a  un  eerro  situado  al  sur  del  de 
Collahuasi.  Sin  embargo,  en  atpiellos  tiempos.  Collahuasi  fue  abando- 
nado,  V  solo  (mi  1896,  graeias  til  gninde  desarrollo  de  la  industria  del 
oobre  en  td  mundo  entero,  volvio  a  llamar  la  atencion. 

En  1899  se  organizd  la  Compafiia  Minera  de  (’ollahuasi,  bajo  la  base 
de  28  pertenencias  v  140  hectareas  de  superficie.  Los  resultiidos 
obtenidos  al  ])rincipio  por  esta  compafiia  no  fueron  satisfactorios  del 
todo;  euando  Tiberio  Pekcolosi  deseubrid  el  fildn  <jue  reciliio  su 
nombre,*  la  compafiia  llegd  a  explotar  hasta  (|uinientas  toneladas  men- 
suales  de  mineral  con  le}'  de  80  a  40  porciento  de  cobre  v  algo  de  oro, 
plata  V  cobalto. 
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Lii  roinpania  llatnada  “Sindu  atu  (.'ollahiiasi "  fuo  orfjanizada  posU'- 
rioriiiente,  3'  sii  diroctorio,  en  cortx)  tienipo  y  con  capital  rclativaniciito 
pequoMo,  lojrrd  poner  de  nianitiesto  en  la  niina  “Poderosa,'’  nna  enornie 
cantidadde  mineral,  <-ontribu3'endo  asi  a  la  ju.sta  fama  que  hov  jjo.^a  «d 
mineral. 

El  clima  de  esta  region  es  bastante  frio;  durante  (d  invierno.  (d 
tt'rmdimdro  baja  hasta  24  grados  centigrado.s,  3'  en  el  verano  apena.s 
snl)(‘  hasta  14  grades  eentigrados.  En  los  mese.s  de  junio,  julio  y 
agosto  la  nieve  que  cae  llega  a  tener  uno  3'  dos  metros  de  espesor. 

El  Sefior  Muuocita  parte  del  informe  hecho  por  Mr.  Samuki.  (tkkkn, 
que  visitd  la  mina  el  afio  de  lt>08; 

“  El  mimu'al  de  cobre  en  casi  todas  las  formas  conoeddas  jK)r  los 
miiK'ralogistas  se  encuentra  en  e.sta  bonanza,  asociado  con  un  poco  de 
limonita  y  cuarzo. 

•‘En  la  superficie  de  todjts  las  vetas  las  formas  prevalecientes  del 
mineral  .son  carbonates  y  .silicates;  en  hondura  se  cainbian  en  oxides 
rojos  3’  negros,  3’  despues  sulfuros  de  cobre.  En  los  tilones  de  la 
Pt'rgolesi  se  encuentran  ocasionalmente  mctalcs  sumamente  ric-os 
f(%)])per  (tlance)  de  72  por  ciento.  La  extension  de  la  veta  actual- 
mente  en  trabajo  es  solo  de  22  metros  de  largo  y  cinco  de  ancho,  y  el 
producto  es  de  .500  toneladas  de  35  por  ciento  al  mes.  Hay  que  num- 
cionar  que  los  minerales  contienen  una  cantidad  apreciable  de  plata, 
ore  y  cobalto.’’ 

Segiin  la  mernoria  publicada  el  2S  de  febn'ro  de  1900,  correspon- 
diente  al  segundo  sernestre  del  ano  1905,  la  exi.stencia  de  minei*al  en  las 
minaserala  siguiente:  51,31 1  toneladas  de  27  j)or<;ientode  metal  colgado ; 
4,110  toneledas  de  22  por  ciento  de  metal  en  cancha,  y  15,990  toneladas 
de  1 2  por  ciento  en  desrnontes.  Estas  cantidades  de  metal  eorresponden 

10,070.07  de  cobre  purocpie,  calculado  at  precio  de  4^75  por  tonelada, 
representan  la  cantidad  de  unos  $0,250,000  oi-o.  Estos  calculos  se 
refieren  solo  al  metal  absolutamente  reconocido,  el  que  esta  a  la  vista, 
tangible.  La  lev  de  plata  v  oro  <jue  tienen  los  metales  de  Collaliuasi 
ocasionan  un  sobrej)recio  de  £2  a  £4  ])or  tonelada  metrica.

Canton  Cabral  y  continuaiu  por  I'l  cainino  de  Penon,  cruzando  loa 
cainpos  de  Mena  y  El  llatico,  de  donde  «e  dirigira  al  arroyo  Bao,  sea 
por  Cabeza  de  Toro,  perforando  la  rnontafia  de  ese  nombre,  seasiguien- 
do  la  orilla  occidental  del  Yaque;  seguira  desde  dicho  arroyo  Bao

La  memoria  del  Sefior  Ter.vn  fue  publicada  en  1"  de 
agosto  de  1900.  babiendose  tornado  de  ella  las  eifras  (pie  se  dan  a  con- 
tin  uacmn: 

Numero  total  de  babitantes,  50,841;  menores  de  18  afios,  19,101; 
d(?  18  a  45  afios,  24,035;  mayores  de  45  afios  7,705;  varones,  22,708; 
mujeres,  28,078,  o  sea  una  proporcion  de  123.35  mujeres  por  cada  100 
bombres;  solteros  (ambos  sexos),  82,039,  de  los  cuales  12,051  .son 
mayores  de  18  afios;  casados  (ambos  sexos),  14,751;  viudos  (ambos 
sexos),  4,051.  Hay  31,800  personas  mayores  de  siete  afios  cpie  .saben 
leer  y  escribir,  y  10,373  personas  analfabetas.  La  (’iudad  cuenta  con

nor^ooios  particulares  los  934  rostantes;  de  estos,  casi  la  mitad,  405, 
son  colonibianos,  y  los  demas  son  conio  sigue:  43  alemaiies,  01  fran- 
(!eses,  0  ingloses,  85  italianos,  y  17  norte-arnoricanos.

EL  FERROCARRIL  DE  GUAYAQUIL  A  QUITO. 

Pd  Sefior  Akchek  Harman,  de  Londres.  presidente  del  P'errocarril 
d(‘  (xuayacpiil  a  Quito,  con  fecha  25  de  octubre  de  1900,  hizo  una  rela- 
ci()n  acerca  del  progreso  de  la  construcciiui  del  precitado  ferrocarril, 
y  de  dicho  informe  se  han  tornado  los  siguientes  parrafos: 

•‘De  toda  la  longitud  del  P'errocarril  de  (ituayaquil  d  Quito,  que 
asciende  a  286  millas,  en  la  actualidad  ya  se  ha  terminado  y  csta  en 
operacion  hasta  Mocha  en  el  Valle  de  Ambato,  190  millas,  inclu3-endo 
toda  la  divisiim  de  la  montaiia  que  atraviesa  la  montafia  del  Chimborazo, 
cnya  elevacion  asciende  a  11,800  pies.  De  las  90  millas  restantes,  es 
decir,  la  division  de  la  meseta,  se  ha  terminado  la  obra  de  terraplenaje 
y  mamposteria  hasta  Quito,  y  los  rieles  se  estiin  colocando  a  razim  de 
4.000  a  5,000  pies  diarios,  habiendo  j'a  comprado  v  en  existencia  de 
rieles,  travesanos,  puentes  v  todo  el  material  necesario  para  completar 
la  linea  hasta  Quito.  Las  condiciones  fiseias  del  ferrocarril  y  su 
etpiipo  son  buenos.  Los  hechos  (|ue  anteceden  han  sido  comprobados 
v  1‘atiticados  durante  los  tres  ultimos  meses  por  representantes  peritos 
de  importantes  casas  bancarias  americanas,  francesas  holandesas  (jue 
han  visitado  el  Pa-uador  para  hacer  investigaciones  acerca  de  las  con¬ 
diciones  ecoTKunicas,  Hnancieras  y  fiseias  del  P^stado  por  haber  proba- 
bilidades  de  (pie  unitiipie  su  deuda.  Por  mas  que  a  la  compania  no  se 
le  lia  comunicado  aim  el  informe  de  dichos  representantes,  contiamos 
en  (pie  sean  cuales  fueren  sus  determinacicnes,  las  aseveraciones  que 
anteceden  senin  por  complete  corroboradas  tan  luego  como  dicho 
informe  se  publique  en  el  proximo  mes  de  noviembre.”

Estos  datos  se  refieren  al  valor  del  comercio 
arriba  meiicioiiado.  La  estadistica  corresponde  al  mes  de  octiibre  de 
lb0(),  comparada  con  la  del  mes  correspondiente  del  ano  anterior,  y 
tambien  comprende  los  datos  i-eferentes  a  los  nueve  meses  que  termi- 
naron  en  septiembre  de  comparados  con  ij^ual  periodo  de  1905. 

Debe  explicarse  (pie  las  estadisticas  de  las  importaciones  y  exportaciones 
de  las  diversas  aduanas  referentes  a  un  mes  cuaUjuiera  no  se  reciben  en 
el  Departamento  de  Comercio  y  'Prabajo  hasta  el  20  del  nu's  siguiente, 
nec(’sitandose  algun  tienqio  para  su  eompilacicm  ^  impresion.  De 
suerte  que  los  datos  estadisticos  correspondientes  al  mes  de  octubre, 
por  ejemplo,  no  se  publican  hasfci  diciembi-e. 

COMERCIO  EXTRANJERO  EN  OCTUBRE  DE  1906. 

En  el  mes  de  octubre  de  1900  las  importaciones  de  mercancias  por 
los  Estados  Unidos  se  valuaron  en  $118,189,178  contra  $107,444,909 
durante  el  mismo  mes  de  1905,  rnostrandose  asi  un  aumento  en  dicho 
mes.  Sin  embargo,  los  diez  meses  del  ano  ordinario  de  1900  muestran 
un  aumento  considerable,  siendo  el  total  correspondiente  a  1900  (en  los 
diez  meses)  $1,060,402,295,  cornparado  con  $979,717,407  en  el  periodo 
correspondiente  de  1905. 

Grande  es  el  aumento  en  el  valor  de  las  exportaciones  que  se  hicieron 
en  el  mes  de  octubre  de  1900,  por  cuanto  el  valor  total  de  las  exporta¬ 
ciones  ascendi(7  a  $187,0.50,033  contra  $154,072,979  en  octubre  de  1905. 
Muestrase  un  aumento  considerable  en  el  valor  de  las  exportaciones  en 
el  periodo  de  diez  meses  que  termino  en  octubre,  puesto  (pie  el  valor 
total  ascendi()a  $1,425,184,757,  cornparado  con  $1,250,924,054  durante 
el  mismo  periodo  de  1905.  El  valor  de  las  importaciones  de  oro 
durante  dicho  mes  ascendi(>  (i  $27,250,852,  y  el  de  las  exportaciones 
ascend ii)  a  $7,070,4S4.  El  valor  total  de  las  importaciones  que  se 
hicieron  en  los  diez  meses  de  referencia  ascendu)  a  $139,020,869,  com- 
parado  con  $41,061,724  en  el  mismo  periodo  del  ano  pasado.  Ilubo 
un  valor  de  exportaciones  que  ascendii)  a  $42,807,440  para  compensar 
este  gran  valor  de  importaciones.

Oejo  de  visitar  el  Paraguay, 
Bolivia  y  Ecuador,  unicamente  poniue  la  distancia  a  que  sus  capitales 
(pu'daban  de  los  puertos  no  .se  lo  permitio,  dado  el  corto  tiempo  que 
tenia  a  su  disposicion.  El  Secretario  llevo  un  mensaje  de  paz  y  amis¬ 
tad  y  un  velnunente  de.seo  de  buena  inteligencia  y  de  mutua  ayuda,  y 
en  todas  partes  fue  recibido  de  acuerdo  con  el  espiritu  de  su  mision. 
'Fanto  los  altos  funcionarios  del  gobierno  como  la  prensa,  los  profesio- 
nales,  los  comerciantes  y  las  grandes  masas  del  pueblo,  en  todas  partes 
se  reunieron  para  corresponder  de  una  manera  muy  expresiva  (i  sus 
manifestaciones  amistosas  y  para  honrar  <*1  pais  y  la  causa  (jiie  el 
representaba. 

“*  hbi  muchas  partes  de  la  America  del  8ud  lia  existido  un  concepto 
erroneo  acerca  de  la  actitud  y  do  los  propositos  de  los  Estados  Unidos 
hacia  las  demas  Repiiblicas  Ainericanas.  Prevalecia  la  creencia  de  (pie 
nuestra  proclarnacion  de  la  Doctrina  de  Monroe  significaba  d  llevaba 
aparejada  cierta  jiretension  de  superioridad  y  del  derecho  de  ejercer 
alguna  clase  de  protectorado  sobre  los  paises  a  cuyo  territorio  dicha 
doctrina  se  reliere.

No  cabe  duda  de  ipie  la 
faltade  jiago  de  deudas  piiblicas  puede  ir  aeom panada  ile  tales  circuns- 
tancias  de  fraude  y  malefieencia  (')  violaciini  de  tratados,  que  justitiipie 
el  empleo  de  la  fuerza  armada.  Este  Gobierno  aplaudiria  ipie  el 
asunto  .se  sometiese  a  una  di.scusion  internaeional  (pie  establezca  una 
distinciim  entre  tales  easos  y  la  simple  falta  de  cumplimiento  de  un 
contrato  eon  un  particular,  y  que  se  dictiuse  una  resolueiini  reeomen- 
dando  el  empleo  de  medios  pacificos  en  los  ciusos  de  e.sta  ultima  indole.

administradores  de  correo  que  esten  debidarnente  autorizado  para  ello, 
puedan  examinar  fjicilmente  su  eontenido.

En  la  convoeatoria  de  lieitadores  que  se  ha  de  soineter  a  la  considera- 
cion  del  Gobierno  de  los  Estados  Unidos  el  dia  12 de  dieietnbre  de  1906, 
para  efeetuar  la  terminaeion  del  canal  de  Panama,  se  have  eonstar  (jue 
el  eontrato  se  ha  de  eelebrar  sobre  la  base  de  un  eosto  ealeulado  razona- 
ble  de  la  vertladera  obra  de  construeeion,  .segun  lo  dett'rinine  una 
eoniision  eompuesta  de  eineo  ingenieros.  Dos  de  estos  ingenieros  han 
de  ser  eseogidos  por  el  contratista  y  tres  por  la  Coniision  del  Canal, 
d  esta  ultima  nombrani  dos  de  ellos,  siendo  el  tereer  miembro  de  la 
Comisidn  Jet'e  de  Ingenieros. 

El  pliego  de  eondiciones  exige  la  eonstruccidn  eompleta  de  un  canal 
de  butjues  a  nivel  de  eselusa  de  85  pies,  que  tenga  una  profundidad 
minima  de  41  pies  y  un  ancho  minimo  de  200  pies  en  el  fondo  de  uno  a 
otro  oeeano. 

Se  recibiran  las  licitaeiones  de  cualquiera  asociacion  de  eontratistas 
y  no  se  recibiran  de  eontratistas  que  no  representan  sociedades  ni  esten 
organizadas  eomo  tales.  Diehas  posturas  debenin  ser  aeompafiadas  de 
un  cheque  certifieado  de  $200, <*00,  6  su  equivalente,  y  cl  licitador  pre- 
ferido  tiene  que  prestar  una  garantia  de  $3,000,000,  debiendo  cerrarse 
el  eontrato  dentro  de  60  dias  a  contar  de  la  fecha  de  su  aceptacion. 
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La  Comision  ha  de  auministrar  uiedios  de  traccion,  es  decir,  el  Fe- 
rrocarril  de  Panama,  asi  como  toda  la  materia  prima  que  se  use  en  la 
obra  y  tambien  el  combustible,  la  electricidad  y  toda  clase  de  fuerza 
motriz.

Habra 
duplicados  de  todas  las  esclusas.

In  the  edition  of  July  last  the  Bulletin  did  itself  the  honor  to 
publish  some  biographical  notes  on  the  most  salient  points  in  the  life 
of  Sefior  VfguEZ,  and  it  is  now  pleased  to  present  the  portrait  of  this 
eminent  Costa  Rican,  and  to  note  the  increasing  progress  and  the 
general  well-being  enjo5^ed  by  Costa  Rica,  as  also  the  intellectual 
advancement  and  the  commendable  moral  condition  of  this  industrious 
and  prudent  people,  among  whom  there  are  more  school-teachei’s  than 
soldiers. 

'Fhe  activity  of  the  present  Costa  Rican  Administration,  presided 
over  b}’  a  citizen  of  such  high  prestige  and  well-proven  patriotism  in 
the  {juiet  conflicts  of  peace  and  civilization,  is  a  sure  pledge  of  happi¬ 
ness  for  Costa  Rica  and  a  contribution  to  the  good  name  of  all  the 
sister  r(‘publics  of  this  hemisphere. 
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TRANS-MISSISSIPPI  COMMERCIAL  CONGRESS. 

The  Truii.s-Mississippi  Coiiiuiereial  Con<^res.s  was  eonvened  at  Kan¬ 
sas  City,  Missouii,  in  November,  The  eonjifress  was  composed 

of  delegates  representing  business  interests,  and  in  particular  those*  of 
tlie  States  west  of  the  Mississippi  River.  One  of  its  leading  purposes 
was  to  discuss  and  to  devise  means  for  the  upbuilding  of  trade  between 
the  Cnited  States  and  the  other  American  re})ublics.  The  Hon. 
Ei.iiiu  Root,  St'cretary  of  State;  the  Hon.  .Ioun  Barrett,  United 
States  Minister  to  Colombia;  Senor  Don  Ignacio  Cali)Er6n,  Minister 
from  Bolivia;  Sefior  Don  Felipe  Pardo,  Minister  from  Peru;  Sefior 
Don  Enrique  Cortes,  Minister  from  Colombia;  Sefior  Don  Alberto 
Yoaciiam,  Charge  d'Atfaires  of  Chile;  Mr.  Sylvino  Gurgel  do 
.\maral.  First  Secretary  of  the  Brazilian  Embassv,  and  other  distin¬ 
guished  gentlemen,  accepted  invitations  to  address  the  congress  on 
Novemlier  20. 

Extracts  from  the  address  of  Mr.  Root: 

“Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  Congress:  A  little  less 
than  three  centuries  of  colonial  and  national  life  hav^e  lirought  the 
people  inhabiting  the  United  States,  by  a  process  of  evolution,  natural 
and  with  the  existing  forces  inevitable,  to  a  point  of  distinct  and  rad¬ 
ical  change  in  their  economic  relations  to  the  rest  of  mankind. 

••  During  the  period  now  past  the  energy  of  our  jieople,  directed  by 
tin*  formative  power  creatc'd  in  our  early  population  by  heredity,  by 
environment,  by  the  struggle  for  existence,  by  individual  independ¬ 
ence.  and  by  free  institutions,  has  been  devoted  to  the  internal  devel¬ 
opment  of  our  own  country.  riie  surplus  wealth  produced  by  our 
lal)ors  has  l)een  applied  immediately  to  reproduction  in  our  own  land. 
We  have  been  cutting  down  forests  and  breaking  virgin  soil  and 
fencing  prairies,  and  op(*ning  mines  of  coal  and  iron  and  copper  and 
silvt'r  and  g'old,  and  Imilding  roads  and  canals  and  railroads  and  tele¬ 
graph  lines  and  cars  and  locomotives  and  mills  and  furnaces  and 
schoolhouses  and  colleges  and  libraries  and  hospitals  and  asylums  and 
public  buildings  and  storehouses  and  shops  and  homes.  We  have 
been  drawing  on  tin*  resources  of  the  woi  ld  in  capital  and  in  lal)or  to 
aid  us  in  our  work.  We  have  gathered  strength  from  every  rich  and 
pow<*rful  nation  and  expi'nded  it  u])on  these  home  undertakings;  into 
them  we  hav('  jioured  hundreds  of  millions  of  money  attracted  from 
the  investors  of  Europe.  We  have,  been  always  a  debtor  nation,  bor¬ 
rowing  from  the  rest  of  the  world,  drawing  all  possible  energy  toward 
us  and  concentrating  it  with  our  own  energy  upon  our  own  enter¬ 
prises.  The  engrossing  pursuit  of  our  own  opportunities  has  excluded 
from  our  consideration  and  interest  the  enterjirises  and  the  possibilities 
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of  the  outside  world.  Inventiou,  discovery,  the  progress  of  science, 
capacity  for  organization,  the  enormous  increase  in  the  productive 
|)ower  of  mankind,  have  accelerated  our  progress  and  have  brought 
us  to  a  result  of  development  in  every  branch  of  internal  industrial 
activitv  marvelous  and  unprecedented  in  the  history  of  the  world. 

“Since  the  tirst  election  of  President  Mclviidey  the  peojde  of  the 
United  States  have  for  the  tirst  time  accumulated  a  surplus  of  capital 
bi'yond  the  requirements  of  internal  development.  I'hat  surplus  is 
increasing  with  extraordinary  rapidity.  We  have  paid  our  debts  to 
Europe'  and  have  become  a  creditor  instead  of  a  deditor  nation;  we 
have  faced  about;  we  have  left  the  ranks  of  the  l)orrowing  nations 
and  have  entered  the  ranks  of  the  investing  nations.  Our  surplus 
energy  is  beginning  to  look  beyond  our  own  borders,  throughout  the 
world,  to  find  opportunity  for  the  profitable  use  of  our  surplus  capital, 
foreign  markets  for  our  manufactures,  foreign  mines  to  be  dev'elopt'd, 
foreign  bridges  and  railroads  and  public  works  to  be  built,  foreign 
rivers  to  be  tuimed  into  electric  power  and  light.  As  in  their  several 
ways  England  and  France  and  Germany  have  stood,  so  we  in  our  oivn 
way  are  beginning  to  stand  and  must  continue  to  stand  toward  the 
industrial  enterprise  of  the  world. 

“That  we  are  not  beginning  our  new  role  feebly  is  indicated  by 
of  exports  in  the  year  190.5  as  agtiinst  ^1,117,513,071 
of  imports,  and  by  $1,743,864,500  exports  in  the  3’ear  1906  as  against 
$1,226,563,843  of  imports.  Our  first  steps  in  the  new’  field  indeed  are 
somewhat  clumsy  and  unskilled.  In  our  own  vast  country  with  oceans 
on  either  side  we  have  had  too  little  contact  with  foreign  peoples 
ri'adily  to  understand  their  customs  or  learn  their  languages;  yet  no 
one  can  doubt  that  w’e  shall  learn  and  shall  understand  and  shall  do 
oui’  business  abroad,  as  we  have  done  it  at  home,  with  force  and 
efliciency. 

“Coincident  with  this  change  in  the  United  States  the  progress  of 
])olitical  d('velopment  has  been  carrying  the  neighboring  continent  of 
South  America  out  of  the  stage  of  militarism  into  the  stage  of  indus¬ 
trialism.  Throughout  the  greater  part  of  that  vast  continent  revolu¬ 
tions  have  ceased  to  be  looked  upon  with  favor  or  submitti'd  to  with 
inditl'erence;  the  revolutionaiy  general  and  the  dictator  are  no  longer 
the  objects  of  admiration  and  imitation;  civic  virtues  command  the 
highest  respi'ct;  the  j)eople  point  with  satisfaction  and  ju'ide  to  the 
stabiliU’  of  their  Governments,  to  the  safety  of  property  and  the  cer- 
taintv  of  justice;  nearly  everywhere  the  people  are  eager  for  foreign 
capital  to  develop  their  natural  resources  and  for  foreign  immigration 
to  occupy  their  vacant  land.  Immediately  before  us,  at  exactly’  the 
right  time,  just  as  we  are  ready  for  it,  great  opportunities  for  peaceful 
commercial  and  industrial  expansion  to  the  south  are  presented. 
Other  investing  nations  are  already  in  the  field — England,  France, 
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(Teiniiuiy.  Italy.  S})ain;  hut  the  Held  is  so  vast,  th<*  new  demands  are 
so  jrreat,  the  projji'ess  so  raj)id,  that  what  other  nations  have  done  up 
to  this  time  is  l)Ut  a  slij^lit  advanee  in  the  race  for  the  grand  total. 
'Pile  opportunities  are  so  large  that  figures  fail  to  convey  them.  The 
area  of  this  lu'wly  awakeiu'd  continent  is  7,502.848  sipiare  mih's,  more 
tlian  two  and  one-half  times  as  large  as  the  Tinted  States  without 
.\laska  and  more  than  double  the  United  States  including  Alaska. 
large  part  of  thisan'a  lies  within  the  Temperate  Zone,  with  an  ecpialth' 
and  invigorating  climate,  free  from  extremes  of  either  heat  or  cold. 
Farther  north  in  the  Tropics  are  enormous  expanses  of  high  table-lands 
stretching  from  the  Atlantic  to  the  foothills  of  the  .\udes,  and  lifted 
far  al>ove  the  tropical  heats;  the  fertile  vallet'S  of  the  western  Cordil¬ 
leras  are  cooled  In*  perpetual  snows  even  under  the  eijuator;  vast 
forests  grow  untouched  from  a  soil  of  incredible  richness.  The  plains 
of  Argentina,  the  great  uplands  of  Brazil,  the  mountain  valleys  of 
Chile,  Peru,  Fquador,  Bolivia,  and  (k)lombla  are  suited  to  the  habita¬ 
tion  of  any  race  however  far  to  the  north  its  origin  may  have  been; 
hundreds  of  millions  of  men  can  find  healthful  homes  and  abundant 
sustenance  in  this  great  territory. 

‘"The  population  in  IftbU  was  oidy  42,4dl,381,  less  than  d  to  the 
square  mile.  The  density  of  population  was  less  than  one-eighth  of 
that  in  the  State  of  Missouri,  less  than  one-sixtieth  of  that  in  the  State 
of  Massachusetts,  less  than  one-seventieth  of  that  in  England,  less 
than  1  per  cent  of  that  in  Belgium. 

“With  this  sparse  population  the  production  of  wealth  is  already 
enormous.  The  latest  trade  statistics  show  exports  from  South 
America  to  foreign  countries  of  $745,530,000,  and  imports  of  §4!t0,- 
H58,6f»0.  Of  the  five  hundred  millions  of  goods  that  South  America 
buys  we  sell  them  but  $03,240,525,  or  12.f)  percent.  Of  the  .sewn 
hundred  and  forty-five  millions  that  South  America  .sells  we  Imy 
$152,092,000.  or  20.4  per  cent,  nearly  two  and  a  half  times  as  much  as 
w(*  sell. 

“Their  production  is  increasing  V>y  leaps  and  bounds.  In  el(*ven 
years  the  e.xportsof  Chile  have  increa.sed  45  per  cent,  from  $54,0,3o.000 
in  1894  to  $78,840,000  in  1JM)5.  In  eight  years  the  exports  of  Peru 
have  increased  lOO  per  cent,  from  $13,899,0o0  in  I8lf7  to  $28,758,000 
in  1905.  In  ten  years  the  exports  of  Brazil  have  jnci'ea.s(>d  0(»  per  cent, 
from  $134,002,000  in  1894  to  $223,l0l,(>00  in  1905.  In  t('n  years  the 
exports  of  Argentina  have  incn'a.sed  108  ])er  cent,  from  $115,808,000 
in  1895  to  $31  l,544.(>tK)  in  19(»5. 

“This  is  only  the  Ix'ginning;  the  coffee  and  rubber  of  Brazil,  the 
wheat  and  beef  and  hides  of  .\rgentina  and  Uruguay,  the  copper  and 
nitrates  of  Chile,  the  copper  and  tin  of  Bolivia,  the  .silver  and  gold 
and  cotton  and  sugar  of  Peru,  are  but  samples  of  what  the  soil  and 
mines  of  that  wonderful  lamtinent  are  capabh*  of  yielding.  Ninety- 
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p('r  cent  of  the  territory  of  South  Ainericii  is  occupied  by  ten 
independent  Republics  living  under  constitutions  substantiullv  copied 
oi  adapted  from  our  own.  Tnder  the  new  conditions  of  tratupiillity 
and  security  which  prevail  in  most  of  them  their  eager  invitation  to 
immigrants  from  the  Old  World  will  not  long  pass  unheedtal.  The 
pn'ssure  of  population  abroad  will  inevital)ly  turn  its  streams  of  life 
and  labor  toward  those  fertile  fields  and  vallet’s;  the  streams  have 
already  begun  to  flow;  more  than  200, ()()()  immignints  entered  the 
Argentine  Republic  last  year;  they  are  coming  this  year  at  the  rate 
of  over  800. GOO. 

Many  thousands  of  Germans  have  already  settled  in  southern  Rra- 
zil.  They  are  most  welcome  in  Brazil;  they  are  good  and  useful  citizens 
ther«“,  as  the}’  are  here.  1  hope  that  many  more  will  come  to  Brazil 
and  every  other  South  American  country  and  add  their  vigorous  indus¬ 
try  and  good  citizenship  to  the  upbuilding  of  their  adopted  home. 

“  With  the  increase  of  population  in  such  a  Held,  under  free  institu¬ 
tions,  with  the  fruits  of  labor  and  the  rewards  of  enterprise  secure, 
the  production  of  wealth  and  the  increase  of  purchasing  power  will 
afford  a  market  for  the  commerce  of  the  world  worthy  to  rank  evmi 
with  the  markets  of  the  Orient  as  tin*  prize  of  business  enterprise. 
The  material  resources  of  South  America  are  in  some  important 
respects  complementary  to  our  own;  that  continent  is  weakest  whei’e 
North  America  is  strongest  as  a  field  for  manufactures;  it  has  com- 
paiatively  little  coal  and  iron.  In  many  res{)e(ds  the  people  of  the 
two  continents  are  complementary  to  each  other;  the  South  American  is 
polite,  refined,  cultivated,  fond  of  literature  and  of  expression  and  of 
the  graces  and  charms  of  life,  while  the  North  American  is  strenuous, 
intense,  and  utilitarian.  Where  we  accumulate  they  sp<'nd.  While 
we  have  less  of  the  cheerful  philosophy  which  finds  sources  of  happi¬ 
ness  in  the  existing  conditions  of  life,  they  have  le.ss  of  the  inventive 
faculty  which  strives  continually  to  increase  the  productive  power  of 
man  and  lower  the  cost  of  manufacture.  The  chief  merits  of  the 
peoples  of  the  two  continents  are  different;  their  chief  defects  are 
different.  Mutual  intercourse  and  knowledgi*  can  not  fail  tt)  greatly 
benefit  both;  each  can  learn  from  the  other;  each  can  teach  much  to 
the  other,  and  each  can  contribute  greatly  to  the  development  and 
prosperity  of  the  other.  .\  large  part  of  their  products  find  no  domes¬ 
tic  competition  here;  a  large  part  of  our  products  will  find  no  domestic 
competition  there.  The  typical  conditions  exist  for  that  kind  of  trade 
which  is  profitable,  honorable,  and  beneficial  to  both  parties. 

“The  relations  between  the  United  Shites  and  South  America  have 
been  chiefly  [)olitical  rather  than  commercial  or  i)ersonal.  In  the  early 
days  of  the  South  American  struggle  for  independence,  the  elo(|uence 
of  Henry  Clay  awakened  in  the  American  ])eople  a  generous  sympathy 
for  the  patriots  of  the  South  as  for  brethren  struggling  in  the  common 
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causo  of  liberty.  The  clear-eyed,  judicious  diplomacy  of  Richaud 
Rush,  the  American  Minister  at  the  Court  of  St.  James,  elfected  a 
complete  understondinjj  with  Great  Britain  for  concurrent  action  in 
opposition  to  the  designs  of  the  Holy  Alliance,  already  contemplating 
the  ])artition  of  the  Southern  Continent  among  the  great  powers  of 
C'ontinental  Europt*.  The  famous  declaration  of  Monroe  ariayed  the 
organiz('d  and  rapidly  increasing  power  of  the  Ignited  Shites  as  an 
obstacle  to  European  interference  and  made  it  forever  plain  that  the 
cost  of  Europiain  aggression  would  be  greater  than  any  advantage 
which  could  be  won  even  by  successful  aggression. 

“That  great  declaration  was  not  the  chance  expression  of  the  opinion 
or  the  feeling  of  the  moment;  it  crystallized  the  sentiment  for  human 
lil)i‘rty  and  human  rights  which  has  saved  American  idealism  from  the 
demoi’alization  of  narrow  selfishness,  and  has  given  to  American  democ¬ 
racy  its  true  world  power  in  the  virile  potency  of  a  gi’cat  example.  It 
responded  to  the  instinct  of  self-preservation  in  an  intensely  practical 
people.  It  was  the  result  of  conference  with  ,1efferson  and  Madi¬ 
son  and  John  (^ltncv  Adams  and  John  C.  Calhoun  and  William 
WiuT — a  combination  of  political  wdsdom,  experience,  and  skill  not 
easily  siirpassial.  The  particular  circumstances  which  led  to  the  decla¬ 
ration  no  longer  exist;  no  iToly  Alliance  now  threatens  to  partition 
South  America;  no  European  colonization  of  the  west  coast  threatens 
to  exclude  us  from  the  Pacific.  But  fhose  conditions  were  merely  the 
oircasion  for  the  declaration  of  a  principle  of  action.  Other  occa>ions 
for  the  application  of  the  principle  have  arisen  since;  it  needs  no  pro- 
j)hetic  vision  to  see  that  other  occasions  for  its  application  may  ari'.e 
hen'after.  The  principle  declared  by  Monroe  is  as  wise  an  expression 
of  sound  political  judgment  to-da}’.  as  truthful  a  representation  of  the 
sentiments  and  instincts  of  the  American  people  to-day,  as  living  in  its 
force  as  an  effective  rule  of  conduct  whenever  occasion  shall  aiise,  as 
it  was  on  the  2d  of  December,  1.^23. 

Thes(^  gn'at  political  services  to  South  American  independence, 
however,  did  not  and  could  not  in  the  nature  of  things  cr<‘ate  any 
relation  between  the  people  of  South  America  and  the  people  of  the 
rniti'd  States  excejit  a  relation  of  political  sympath}'. 

•“  rwcutv-five  years  ago  Mr.  Blaine,  sanguine,  resourceful,  and 
gifted  with  that  imagination  which  enlarges  the  historian’s  under¬ 
standing  of  th(?  past  into  the  statesman's  comprehension  of  the  future, 
undertook  to  inaugurate  a  mnv  ei’aof  American  relations  which  should 
supplement  political  sympathy  by  personal  accjuaintance,  by  the  inter¬ 
course  of  expanding  trade,  and  by  mutual  helpfulness.  As  Secretary 
of  .State  under  President  Arthur,  he  invited  the  American  nations  to  a 
conference  to  be  held  on  the  24th  of  November,  IS82,  for  the  purpose 
of  considering  and  discussing  the  subj(M-t  of  preventing  war  between 
the  nations  of  America.  That  invitation,  abandoned  by  Mr.  Freling- 
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HCVSKN,  was  renewed  under  Mr.  Clevkland,  and  on  the  2d  of  Oeto- 
her,  1S89,  Mr.  Blaine,  ayain  Secretary  of  State  under  President 
IIakkison,  had  the  .sinj^ular  <>ood  fortune  to  exeeute  his  former 
design  and  to  open  the  sessions  of  the  lirst  American  conference 
at  Washington. 

"In  an  address  of  wisdom  and  lofty  spirit,  wliich  should  ever  give 
honor  to  his  memory,  he  described  the  assembly  as  ‘an  honorable, 
peaceful  conference  of  seventeen  indejiendent  American  powers,  in 
which  all  shall  meet  together  on  terms  of  absolute  ecpiality;  a  con¬ 
ference  in  which  there  can  be  no  attempt  to  coerce  a  single  delegate 
against  his  own  conception  of  the  interests  of  his  nation;  a  conference 
which  will  p(‘rmit  no  secret  understanding  on  any  subject,  but  will 
frankly  publish  to  the  world  all  its  conclusions;  a  conference  which 
will  tolerate  no  spirit  of  conquest,  but  will  aim  to  cultivate  an  Ameri- 
i-an  sympathy  as  broad  as  both  continents;  a  conference  which  will' 
form  no  selfish  alliance  against  the  older  nations  from  which  we  are 
proud  to  claim  inheritance — a  conference,  in  tine,  which  will  seek 
nothing,  propose  nothing,  endure  nothing  that  is  not,  in  the  general 
sense  of  all  the  delegates,  timely,  wise,  and  peaceful.’ 

"The  policy  which  Blaine  inaugurated  has  been  continued;  the 
(Congress  of  the  United  States  has  approved  it;  subsequent  Presidents 
have  followed  it.  The  first  conference  at  Washington  has  been  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  a  second  conference  in  Mexico,  and  now  by  a  third  con^ 
ference  in  Rio  de.laneiro;  and  it  is  to  be  followed  in  years  to  come  by 
further  successive  assemblies,  in  which  the  representatives  of  all 
American  States  shall  acquire  better  knowledge  and  more  perfect 
nnd(‘rstanding,  and  lie  drawn  together  by  fhe  recognition  of  common 
interests  and  the  kindly  consideration  and  discussion  of  measures  for 
mutual  benefit.”

'I'he  following  are  extracts  from  the  address  delivered  by  Hon.  John 
Bai'rett.  Ibiited  States  Minister  to  Colombia: 

It  gives  me  great  pleasure  again  to  comply  with  the  reipiest  of  the 
'I'rans-Mississippi  Commercial  Congress  to  address  it  upon  matters  of 
foreign  trade.  Last  year  my  theme  was  that  of  our  commercial 
opportunities  on  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  in  the  Far  East.  I'o-day  the 
discussion  will  concern  tin*  extension  of  our  trade  and  the  promotion 
of  friendly  relations  with  oui'  sister  Republics  of  the  south.  Especially 
is  it  gratifying  to  come  hm-e  with  such  distinguished  diplomats  and 
representative  men  of  South  America  as  Minister  Calderon, of  Bolivia, 
who  is  one  of  the  foremost  men  of  his  country  and  who  has  been 
largely  instrumental  in  negotiating  the  recent  loan  in  New  York  of 
!!'r»0,(H)0,(K»G  to  construct  a  new  railway  .system  in  his  land;  as  Minister 
Pardo,  of  Pc'ru,  who  is  a  brother  of  the  Presi<ientof  that  Republic  and 
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himself  one  of  its  lejulin^f  state>men;  as  Minister  Cortes,  of  Colombia, 
who  was  formerly  Minister  of  Foreifjn  Affairs  of  that  eountry  and  is 
oiu^  of  its  prineipal  business  men;  as  Mr.  Amaral,  Charjje  d’AHaires 
of  the  Hrazilian  Embassy,  who  is  foremost  amonjf  the  younger  diplo¬ 
mats  of  that  great  South  Ameriean  nation;  and  as  Mr.  Voacmam, 
(Miarge  d’.Vffaires  of  the  Chilean  Legation,  who  has  lieen  many  years 
in  the  diplomatic  .service  of  that  progressive  Republic. 

In  view  of  their  pre.senee  here,  which  makes  this  Congress  an  inter¬ 
national  event,  1  shall  shorten  my  speech  as  originally  planned,  in 
order  that  they  may  have  more  time  to  tell  you  about  the  resources, 
conditions,  and  possibilities  of  their  several  Republics.  Their  coming 
here,  together  with  our  distinguished  Secretary  of  State,  Mr.  Root, 
maiks  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  our  relationship  with  Latin 
America.  This  is  an  honor  to  this  Congress  which  will  alw’ays  stand 
out  prominently  in  its  history. 

Certain  facts  de.serving  our  close  attention  stand  out  prominently  in 
the  pre.sent  relations  of  the  United  States  with  the  Latin-American 
Republics. 

I.  'I'be  most  important  event  in  the  history  of  our  relations  with 
South  .\nierica  since  the  declaration  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine  has  been 
the  visit  of  Secretary  Root  to  that  part  of  the  world.  The  far-reach¬ 
ing  .significance,  especially  from  the  the  South  American  standpoint, 
of  this  unprecedented  diplomatic  journey  is  not  sufficiently  appreciated 
in  tlu^  United  States.  For  this  reason  there  is  danger  that  many  of 
the  good  eflects  which  ought  to  follow  Mr.  Root's  mission  may  be  lost. 
The  United  States  has  not  shown,  through  public  intmest,  that  appre¬ 
ciation  of  the  magnificent  and  enthusiastic  reception  everywhere 
accorded  him  by  the  South  American  people  which  they  naturally 
expected.  Modesty  and  the  delicacy  of  his  high  position  have  pre¬ 
vented  the  Secretary  of  State  from  him.self  de.scribing  the  details  of 
his  welcome;  but  those  who  were  with  him  or  who  closidy  followed  his 
journey  know  that  nothing  of  the  kind,  either  in  the  history  of  tin* 
Unit(‘d  Stat(*s  or  of  South  America,  has  eipialed  it  both  in  sincerity 
and  extent.  Instead  of  almost  forgetting,  in  the  pressure  of  self- 
centered  interests  and  othei  (piestions,  the  extraordinary  cordiality 
and  greatne.ss  of  Mr.  Root’s  welcome  and  the  implied  compliment  to 
the  United  State>  and  President  Roosevelt,  we  should  immediately 
reciprocate  liy  tfie  widespread  inauguration  and  development  of  what 
might  be  termed  a  '  Latin-.Vmerican  movement”  in  the  United  States. 

II.  The  commercial  and  economic  development  and  social  conditions 
of  our  sister  republics  invite  our  prompt  and  particular  attention.  'I'o 
.sa\  that  it  may  liC!  "  now  or  never  ’  with  North  .\nierican  prestige  and 
trade  in  (  ’(“iitial  and  South  America  is  not  a  statement  of  an  alarmist 
or  pe.ssiniist.  There  never  was  a  time  wtien  European  nations  and 
business  interests  put  forth  such  eflorts  as  they  are  now'  legitimately 
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exerting  to  increase  their  own  prestige  and  trade  in  Latin  America. 
There  is,  moreover,  no  denying  the  fact  that  a  considerable  projxtr- 
tion  of  Latin  America  to-day  is  strongly  inclined  to  be  more  S3’mpa- 
thetic,  in  both  friendship  and  commerce,  with  Europe  than  with  the 
United  States,  because  of  plain  reasons  of  treatment,  racial  prejudice, 
language  unity,  historical  associations,  and  closer  .systems  of  commu¬ 
nication.  German}',  France,  England,  Italy,  Austria,  and  Spain  are 
leaving  no  stone  unturned  to  strengthen  their  commercial  hold  in 
Latin  America,  but  there  can  be  no  criticism  of  them  by  the  United 
States.  There  is  abundant  room  in  Latin  America  for  both  European 
and  American  tradal  oxi)ansion.  These  European  countries,  instead 
of  following,  are  setting  an  extraordinary  example  to  the  United 
States.  If  the  pco|)le  of  North  America  deliberately  fail  to  take 
advantage  of  their  opportunities,  Europeans  can  not  be  l)Iamed  for 
pushing  theirs  all  the  more  earnestly,  nor  South  Americans  criticised 
because  they  are  more  sympathetic  toward  Europe  and  Europeans. 

III.  Study  of  the  exports  and  imports  of  the  United  Stsites  to  and 
from  all  parts  of  the  world  give  us  ajmost  startling  proof  that  we  are 
neglecting  grossly  the  Latin- American  opportunity.  Only  9  per  cent 
of  our  huge  total  of  exports  went  to  Latin  America  in  1905,  although 
the  latter’s  imports  were,  valued  at  over  $1,000,000,000.  Only  20  per 
cent  of  our  immense  total  of  imports  found  their  origin  in  Latin 
America,  although  that  part  of  the  world’s  foreign  shipments  last  year 
were  valued  at  $720,000,000.  The  balance  of  trade,  furthermore, 
against  us  with  Latin  America  last  year  amounted  approximately  to 
$120,000,000.  Considering  the  variety  of  our  manufactures  and 
products  and  our  conditions  of  demand  and  supply,  there  is  no  valid 
reason  why  we  should  not  now  sell  to  Latin  America  as  much  as  we 
purchase  from  it.  The  total  (*xports  and  imports  of  Latin  America 
now  amount  annually  to  nearly  $2,(X)0,000,000.  These  tigures  alone 
prove  the  value  of  tlie  field.  They  apply  to  all  Latin  America,  and 
hence  difier  from  the  figures  given  in  the  speecli  of  the  Secretary  of 
State. 

IV.  Perhaps  the  unfavorable  infiuence  to  North  American  trade 
and  influence  in  Latin  America  most  difficult  to  change  is  the  radical 
diflerencc  in  lineage  and  language.  This  point  is  too  seldom  appre- 
ciat(‘d  and  di.scus.sed  in  considering  the  main  question.  The  power 
that  rests  in  similarity  of  race  and  tongue  is  mighty.  Kinship  in 
these  respects  brings  men  closer  together  in  trade  as  well  as  in  spirit. 
It  makes  them  sympathetic  — “simpatico,”  as  the  Latins  say,  and  this 
counts  much  in  all  Latin  countries.  The  average  North  American, 
instead  of  carefully  setting  about  to  counterbalance  these  adverse 
conditions  and  to  adapt  him.self  thereto,  undertakes  an  independent 
line  of  action  and  fails  of  his  purpose.  So  small  is  the  percentage 
of  North  Americans  visiting  l.<atin  America,  on  business  or  pleasure. 
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who  speak  Spanish,  Portuguese,  or  French  that  it  is  a  wonder  they 
make  any  progress  at  all  in  their  plans.  Ninety-live  per  cent  of  the 
Europeans  who  go  to  Central  and  South  America  understand  one  of 
these  tongues. 

V.  Another  lamentable  adverse  factor  corollary  to  that  of  language 
and  lineage  is  what  may  be  frankly  termed  our  “holier  than  thou” 
attitude.  In  other  words,  the  statesmen,  newspapers,  writers,  trav¬ 
elers,  and  business  agents  of  the  United  States,  when  discussing  or 
dealing  with  Latin  America,  have  too  much  and  too  characteristically 
" pittronized"  the  peoples,  customs,  institutions,  and  gov'ernments  of 
their  sister  American  nations. 

VI.  We  must  approach  Latin  America  on  the  intellectual  as  well  as 
the  material  side.  It  annoys  and  cuts  the  Latin  Americans  to  the 
quick  to  see  how  few  North  Americans  realize  that  Latin  American 
histoiy  is  replete  with  incident  and  event,  names  and  results,  which 
compare  creditably  with  those  of  the  United  States,  Europe,  and 
Asia;  to  see  how’  few  North  Americans  know  anything  concerning 
the  great  heroes,  statesmen,  writers,  and  scholars  who  have  tigured 
prominently  in  evolving  the  Latin  American  nations  of  today;  to  see 
how  few  North  Americans  recognize  the  fact  that  the  principal 
countries  and  capitals  of  Latin  America  have  groups  of  eminent 
scholars,  scientists,  and  philosophers,  as  well  as  universities  and  pro¬ 
fessional  schools,  w’hich  are  no  less  advanced  than  similar  groups  and 
institutions  in  the  United  States  and  Europe.  A  change,  an  immediate 
renaissance  in  higher  class  association,  acquaintance,  and  friendship, 
not  merely  based  on  the  almighty  dollar,  between  the  United  States 
and  Latin  America,  will  not  only  start  an  era  of  good  will  and  mutual 
appreciation,  but  indirectly  prove  of  v’ast  advantage  to  commerce  and 
trade. 

VII.  The  lack  of  first-class  pas.senger  and  mail  steamship  .service, 
such  as  characterizes  the  systems  of  communication  between  Europe 
and  Latin  America,  is  a  serious  handicap  to  the  development  of  inti¬ 
mate  relations  both  of  friendship  and  comim'rce  between  the  United 
States  and  South  America.  The  long  established  and  well  defined  clo.se 
association  of  Latin  Americans  w’ith  Europeans  has  l)een  immeasurably 
encouraged  and  strengthened  by  the  excellence  of  steamship  facilities 
w  hich  are  giv’en  the  Latins  for  ready  and  comfortaltle  acce.ss  to  the 
.satisfactory  conditions  found  in  Europe  for  business  transactions,  for 
education  of  families,  and  for  the  enjoyment  of  leisure  and  travel. 
If  the  average  merchant,  traveler,  and  man  of  wealth  in  South  .Vmerica 
could  reach  New  York  and  New  Orleans  with  the  .same  comfort  and 
speed  that  he  can  proceed  to  Paris  and  London,  there  would  be  at  once 
a  radical  change  in  the  situation  favorable  to  the  United  States.  It  is 
true  that  there  are  excellent  freight  .steamship  facilities  Ix'tween  North 
and  South  American  ports,  but  they  do  not  meet  the  ])a.s.s(Miger  and 
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niiiil  requirements  any  more  than  would  a  purely  railway  freight  service 
suit  the  passenger  tratlic  and  mail  exchange  between  New  York  and 
Chicago.  No  Latin  American  merchant  or  capihilist  is  going  to  North 
America  on  a  slow  semicargo  boat  with  limited  accommodations  when 
there  are  numerous  fast  steamers  bound  for  Europe  with  as  tine 
arrangements  as  the  trans- Atlantic  liners.  This  statement  is  not 
introduced  as  an  argument  for  or  against  a  government-aided  mer¬ 
chant  marine.  1  am  not  discussing  the  pros  and  cons  of  that  mooted 
issue.  I  am  simply  stating  a  fact  and  describing  a  condition.  That 
present  arrangements  mean  the  loss  of  millions  of  dollars  of  trade 
annually  is  the  direct  testimony  of  representative  South  .-Vmericans 
themselves. 

VIII.  We  must  stop  offending  the  greater  and  more  progressive 
portion  of  Latin  America  by  continually  harping  on  the  idea  that 
revolutions  are  always  prevailing  throughout  Latin  America  and  that, 
therefore,  commerce  and  investments  are  insecure.  This  conception 
of  Latin  America  as  a  whole  is  entirely  erroneous  and  docs  our  more 
progressiv'e  sister  republics  a  great  injustice  which  they  keenly  resent. 
The  continent  of  South  America  to-day  is  free  of  serious  insurrection¬ 
ary  mov'ements,  with  few,  if  any,  indications  of  more  civil  wars.  If 
the  recent  conflict  in  Central  America  was  unfortunate,  it  soon  came 
to  an  end  and  served  to  emphasize  the  firm  peace  and  prosperity  of 
Mexico  and  neighboring  Central  American  republics.  In  Brazil,  Ar¬ 
gentina,  Chili,  and  Peru  the  tendency  of  public  opinion  and  the  power¬ 
ful  influence  of  large  business  interests  is  against  revolutionary  move¬ 
ments,  while  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Uruguay,  Bolivia,  Paraguay,  and 
Venezuela  are  now  intent  on  maintaining  permanent  peace. 

IX.  The  Trans- Mississippi  and  Central  States  of  the  United  States 
can  not  fail  to  experience  an  immense  and  direct  growth  of  trade, 
especially  with  the  west  coast  of  South  America,  in  the  near  future. 
The  onward  mov'ementof  Colombia,  Ecuador,  Peru,  Bolivia,  and  Chile, 
togi'ther  with  the  west  coast  of  Mexico  and  Central  America,  means 
much  for  the  Central  and  Ear  West  of  North  America.  The  Panama 
Canal  must  be  completed  for  a  successful  and  full  exploitation  of  this 
splendid  new  field,  but  in  the  meantime  every  effort  should  be  exerted 
bv  the  manufacturers,  producers,  and  exporters  of  the  Mississippi  and 
Trans-Mississippi  States  to  gain  a  foothold  in  these  soutlu'rn  waters 
and  l)e  prepared  for  the  wider  opportunity  following  the  opening  of 
the  ('anal.  It  is  impossible,  without  appearing  to  be  guilty  of  exag¬ 
geration  and  unwarranted  enthusiasm,  to  picture  the  commercial, 
industrial,  and  mining  possibilities  of  the  Pacific  shores  of  South  and 
Central  America.  Their  present  development  is  only  the  beginning 
of  what  the  future  will  unfold.  'I'heir  riches  arc  .so  varied  and  va.st 
that  they  only  need  better  .sy.stems  of  communication  by  water  and  rail 
to  provide  a  vast  jnarket  for  American  products  and  an  inviting  field 
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for  American  investment.  It  therefore  hehoove.s  every  State  tribu¬ 
tary  to  tlie  Ciulf  of  Mexico  or  to  the  Pacific  Ocean  to  stud}’  carefully 
South  and  Central  America,  not  only  for  present  opportunities,  but 
for  future  benelits  which  will  increase  in  e^eometrical  ratio  upon  the 
completion  of  the  Panama  Canal. 

X.  Other  vital  considerations  involving  the  extension  of  our  prestige 
and  trade  in  Latin  America  are:  (a)  the  enlargement  of  the  work  and 
sphere  of  usefulness  of  the  International  Bureau  of  American  Repub¬ 
lics  in  Washington;  (b)  the  sending  of  business  repre.sentatives  or  trav¬ 
eling  salesman  to  Latin  America  who  speak  either  Spanish  or  French 
and  arealwa3’s  gentlemen;  (c)  the  manufacture  in  the  United  States  or 
adaptation  of  articles  to  suit  the  local  Latin- American  demand;  (d)  the 
opening  of  banks,  or  branches  thereof,  in  the  principal  cities  of  South 
America,  backed  by  North  American  capital;  (e)  the  giving  of  credit  to 
reliai)le  purchasers,  as  is  done  by  European  shippers,  instead  of  always 
exacting  payment  in  advance  or  on  shipment;  (f)  the  use  of  greater 
care  in  packing  goods  for  the  long  distance  traveled,  for  the  severe 
changes  in  climate,  and  for  the  size  of  parcels  required  in  different 
markets;  (g)  the  investment  of  North  American  capital  in  the  coiustruc- 
tion  of  railways,  electric  lines  and  plants,  in  the  resources,  mines,  and 
industries  of  the  more  peaceful  and  pi’ogressive  countries  in  South 
America;  (h)  the  inducing  of  young  Latin  Americans  to  come  to  our 
technical  and  professional  schools  instead  of  going  only  to  those  of 
Europe;  (i)  the  popularizing  in  our  schools  and  colleges  of  the  study 
of  Latin-American  languages,  history,  institutions,  etc.;  and  (j)  the 
early  building  by  North  American  capital  of  the  so-called  Pan-Ameri¬ 
can  Railway  connections,  .so  that  North,  Central,  and  South  America 
may  be  literally  united  with  ties  of  steel. 

The  Mini.ster  from  Bolivia,  Sefior  Don  Ignacio  Calderon,  said: 

“1  thank  you  for  the  honor  you  have  done  me  in  calling  me  to 
address  so  distinguished  and  notable  a  reunion,  where  I  see  repre¬ 
sented  the  chiefs  of  industry,  of  commerce,  of  banking,  of  the  forum, 
and  of  education. 

“My  position  is  doubly  embarrassing  in  that,  obliged  to  speak  in 
English,  it  will  not  be  easy  for  me  to  convey  my  ideas  with  the  clear¬ 
ness  I  would  desire,  and  in  that  you  have  just  heard  the  magnificent 
address  of  the  great  statesman  at  the.  head  of  the  State  Department  of 
the  United  States.  My  words  will  appear  in  comparison  very  halting, 
and  it  will  be  as  if  one  presented  you  a  bit  of  copper  when  you  have 
just  received  a  tiara  of  diamonds. 

“The  sagacity  and  foresight  of  the  statesman  consists  in  timely  and 
opportunely  appreciating  the  onward  progress  of  a  country,  so  as  to 
point  out  tin*  road  by  which  it  may  arrive  at  the  realization  of  its 
ideals. 
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••Mr.  Koor  lias  once  a<iain  shown  that  wist'  perspicacity  of  which 
ht  has  give'll  so  many  proofs,  choosing  the  present  moment  to  initiate 
the  transcendental  movement  of  liringing  together  all  the  Kepnhlics  of 
the  American  continent. 

•‘In  truth,  the  vigorous  and  persistent  energy  with  which  you  have 
worked  to  elevate  this  great  nation  to  the  first  rank  among  the  civil- 
iz(*d  peoples  appears  to  have  been  completeh'  successful. 

“To-day  railways  cross  from  one  exti'eme  to  the  other  of  this 
immense  territory;  colossal  industries  representing  undreamed-of 
sums;  crops  the  value  of  which  in  one  year  exceeds  the  product  for  cen¬ 
turies  of  the  gold  and  silver  mines  of  tlu'  world;  the  resulting  accumu¬ 
lation  of  capital  to  the  point  where  the  United  States  possesses  one- third 
of  the  total  banking  capital  of  the  world;  the  necessity  of  finding  a 
market  for  the  excess  product  of  your  factories;  profitable  employ¬ 
ment  for  the  capital  which  has  accumulated  with  such  marvelous 
afmndance;  the  same  enterprising  and  dashing  s]iirit  of  the  American, 
which  does  not  permit  rest — all  these  irresistible  impulses,  ever  moving 
and  pushing  onward,  indicate  that  the  moment  has  arrived  in  which  it 
is  necessary  that  you  seek  abroad  intercourse  and  n'latious  with 
friendly  peoples  with  whom  to  establish  an  interchang<'  of  products 
which  ma\'  profit  all,  and  give  an  outlet  for  the  fruit  of  your  industries. 

“On  the  other  hand,  we  in  South  Amei  ica  havo  entered  on  a  period 
of  peace  and  labor.  Our  people  seek  tlu'  help  of  foreign  capital,  they 
demand  the  products  of  your  factories,  and  look  to  the  stimulating 
impulse  of  immigration  to  do  what  you  havt*  done.  They  Mould  over¬ 
come  those  obstacles  of  high  and  inaccessible  mountains  by  M-hich 
nature  has  made  Communication  and  commerce  diflicult. 

‘•The  men  who  laid  the  foundations  of  this  Nation  were  the  pilgrims 
of  right  and  of  liberty,  Mhocame  to  the  New  World  bearingwith  thi'in 
high  ideals  of  justice  and  of  tolerance.  From  this  .s('cd  has  grown 
this  nation  where  to-day  are  amalgamated  all  the  European  races. 
The  oppressed  find  an  asylum.  Democracy  rises  triumphant,  neither 
recognizing  nor  accepting  other  majesty  than  that  of  the  citizen — free, 
ctpial.  absolute  master  of  himself  and  of  his  destiny. 

‘•On  the  other  hand,  we  descend  from  the  bold  hunters  for  gold  and 
silver  who  came  to  America  bringing  M'ith  their  greed  for  gold  intol¬ 
erant  fanaticism  and  the  despotic  habits  of  an  absolute  monarchy. 

“The  Spanish  colonies  maintained  themselves  under  a  rule  of  force 
ajid  oppression.  Our  forefathers  lacked  all  the  elements  of  education 
that  form  the  customs  of  a  free  people.  When,  after  a  bloody 
struggle  of  tifteeii  years,  during  which  there  M’as  no  hamlet  nor  tick! 
not  deluged  with  the  generous  blood  of  our  progenitors.  Me  gained 
our  independence  mo  lacked  absolutely  the  traditions  and  the  habits 
M'hich  here  in  the  North  prepared  the  people  for  the  ordinaiw  admin¬ 
istration  of  the  laws.

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“We  eeiKjuere'l  our  iudepeudeiue  to  iiill  into  (lu*  po\v»‘r  of  nii!i- 
tiirisin,  which  believed  it-^elf  to  l)e  llu*  ludr  of  the  old  rej^iiue. 

‘•()ur  people  had  tlien  to  li<4;ht  ii;;aiiist  this  new  form  of  oppression, 
and  thus  arose  the  s('i’ies  of  i-evo!utioiis  that  in  past  times  brought  so 
much  (lisen'dit  to  our  Kepublies.  It  was  not  a  spirit  of  insubordina¬ 
tion,  nor  the  ch'sire  to  poss«'ss  the  ]>ub!ic  revemu's  nor  to  oeeuin’ 
oHicial  ))Ositions,  which  kept  up  for  so  lonj^-  tlie  revolutionary  spirit. 
It  was  the  sincere  ami  linn  aspiration  of  our  citizens  to  lav  the  founda¬ 
tions  of  a  true  })opular  <>overnment  by  the  pt'ople  and  bir  the  peopl('. 

‘■To-day.  nearly  all  the  Ib'publics  of  that  which  is  really  South 
America  have  enteicd  on  a  period  of  pi'ace  and  of  labor.  Ka<‘h  one  of 
them  is  exertinjr  itself  to  develoj>  its  n'sources  and  to  ])ress  forward 
and  projjress  on  its  road.  When  we  construct  railroads,  Imild  school- 
houses,  found  institutions  of  charity,  and  increase  oiii-  inteniatiorial 
trad('  and  our  industiies  it  is  neither  commented  on  nor  observed.  I>ut 
when  a  drunken  soldier  diseharjji's  his  rille  or  emits  a  sub\  ersi\  e  yell, 
lol  on  the  instant  the  cable  communicates  to  the  whole  world  Revolu¬ 
tion  in  South  .Vmeriea!  4'he  ])iess  mak<“s  meiuy  in  painting  our 
countries  under  tiie  most  ridiculous  phases.  On  the  stau(‘  a  hundred 
{generals  march  out  in  command  of  a  sinole  private,  and  this  is  called 
a  South  .Vmerican  Army. 

■'Such  are  the  sources  of  information  upon  which  many  peo])le  bast* 
their  opi?iions  about  our  ])eople. 

■‘To-day  you  hav»‘,  cfentlem(M\,  here  the  inefutable  testimony  of 
one  of  youi‘  most  prominent  citiz('ns,  who  has  just  visib'd  some  of  the 
capitals  of  South  America,  and  he  has  statc'd  to  you  how  oreat  and 
noteworthy  is  the  procuress  which  charactei’izes  the  mai'ch  of  our 
peo))les.  Everyone  of  them  fullills  hotu)ral)ly  its  enj^aj^ements.  'I'ln' 
bonds  of  the  ('hilean  and  Brazilian  di^bt  are  (pjoted  on  the  European 
exchanges  at  above  par.  Argentine,  that  for  a  whih*.  susj)ended 
payment,  some  time  ago  resumed,  assuming  \<)lunlari!y  ev<*rylliing 
owing,  and  it  is  to-day  one  of  tin*  most  prosperous  countri<*s  of 
Ameri<-a.  R(‘ru  canc»d('d  its  debts,  t ransb'rring  all  its  railroads  to  its 
creditors.  .My  country  has  no  foreign  debt;  on  the  contrary,  has  on 
deposit  many  millions,  widt  h  are  being  <‘X])endcd  in  tin*  const l  uct ion 
of  railroads  destined  to  realize  tin*  immense  wt-alth  of  its  mines  ainl 
its  fonvsts. 

■■We  need  cajjital  and  hands  to  Indf)  us  complete  the  work  in  which 
we  are  engagt'd.  Inttu  iiational  commen  t'  is  not  simply  a  changt*  <d‘ 
products.  'I'ogether  with  these  products.  I  may  say.  is  carried  tin* 
spirit  of  the  ])eoph'  who  product*  them. 

‘■()n  th(!  high  plane,  of  reason  which  inspii  tvs  and  atumates  the  man  h 
of  the,  nations  we  have  a  ct)mmon  programme  which  litdts  us.  All 
America  has  )Ht(*n  consecratetl  by  tlu!  will  of  its  sons  to  tint  empire  of 
prtpular  sovereignt}’,  to  tht*  domituon  of  democi’acy,  and  is  called  to 
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1)0  tlio  siUTod  homo  of  man,  ahsoliito  master  of  himself  and  of  his  des¬ 
tiny.  The  .Monroe  doetrine  is  hut  the  eonseeration  of  this  wish  to 
make  eolonization  or  conquest  impossible  in  tin*  New  IVorld. 

“'PIk'  ITiited  States  has  broken  with  all  the  traditions -of  the  past, 
and  in  nothitii*-  it  shows  better  this  ennoblino-  spiiat  of  human  nature 
than  in  tin*  hiy^h  place  that  here  the  better  half  of  oui‘  species  oecu[)ies. 
4'he  .Vmerican  woman,  emancipated  from  the  depressive  tutelai^e  to 
which  she  was  condemned  l)y  tlie  traditions  and  the  social  and  political 
ori>auizations  of  the  countries  of  tin*  Old  M’oi  ld,  makes  felt  her  bcni'- 
lieial  iniluence  in  all  spheres  of  social  activity  and  in  all  charitable  and 
educational  enterprisi's.  whei’e  the  sublime  instinct  of  inaternal  abne¬ 
gation  is  prodncin<>’  marv(dous  results  in  favor  of  the  cultivation  of 
tlie  most  ijenorous  and  elevated  sentiments  which  honor  our  species. 

‘■AVhen  the  <rreat  work  of  the  Panam.a  Clanal  is  linished  our  coun¬ 
tries  should  be  indt'ed  l)onnd  by  a  mutual  and  lespectful  nadprocal 
knowledge  and  development  of  their  commercial  relations,  so  tliat 
when  th('  wab'rs  of  the  Paciiic  and  of  the  Atlantic  are  united  in  an 
etiM  iial  embrace,  may  be  ecpially  solid  and  permanent  tlu'  harmony  and 
union  of  our  peoples,  t'nlij*hteiu'd  by  tlie  et(‘rnal,  the  sul)!ime  lij.,'ht  of 
law  and  justice  and  the  irresistil)!**  power  of  triumphant  democracy.

The  Minister  from  Peru.  Senor  Don  I'ki.iti'.  Paudo,  said; 
•■(iKNTLKmkn:  1  accept  with  pleasure  the  honor  you  do  me  by 
recpu'stin^  me  to  express  my  vi)'w>  on  Peru.  It  is  a  <;reat  satisfaction 
to  me  to  speak  altont  my  country  before  so  distinguished  an  audience, 
but  1  pray  you  to  excuse  m<*  for  attempting’  to  do  so  in  a  lan^uaye 
which  unfortunately  1  do  not  yet  know  as  well  as  I  shoidd  like  to. 

“'riie  origin  of  Piun.  tlu'  j^reat  empire  of  the  Incas,  its  diM’overy 
and  con<|u<'st  by  Pi/.auho  is  well  known  in  tlie  ITiited  State.s.  .Vu 
.Vmerican,  Pkescott,  has  recordeil  in  jiaii'cs  which  have  bt'come 
immoital  that  interestinjif  history.  Mis  book,  entitled  ‘The  t'oiKpiest 
of  Pi'ru,'  is  one  of  tin'  liist  liooks  1  read  in  my  childhood.  In  Poston 
a  short  time  ajjo  I  ih'sired  to  pay  my  respects  and  admiration  totin' 
memory  of  Pukscott  by  visit imf  the  housi'.  No.  .■),■)  Peacon  street, 
where  he  wrote  his  famous  history.  For  three'  humlied  yc'ars  Peru 
was  a  colony  of  Spain  and  was  a  viceroyalty  ‘joverin'd  l»y  a  viceroy. 
'I'ln'  country  produced  a  j^reat  eleal  of  silver  anil  .Rold,  which  was  sent 
to  Spain,  but  there  were  very  few  industries,  bi'canse  the  native  popu¬ 
lation  was  compelled  to  work  in  the  mines,  and.  on  the  other  hand, 
few  colonists  came  from  Spain,  becau>e  the  journeys  were  very  lonu', 
lastinji’  .six  months,  via  ('ape  Horn. 

“'Phi'  indepi'inlence  of  Peru  was  proclaimed  in  IS'il.and  for  .several 
years  my  country  was  subject  to  ri'volutions,  led  by  licnerals  who  had 
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fouj^ht  in  tlu*  war  of  indopondeucc.  In  s])itc  of  those  drawhaoks  the 
country  was  slowly  proj^rcssinjr  toward  a  stable  <rovorninent,  and 
IsT'J  bad  already  aesjuired  a  condition  of  peace  and  industry;  but  in 
ISTI*  it  l>ecame  involved  in  a  forei^ii  war.  the  result  of  wbicb  was 
unfav<n’al)le  to  ns  and  caused  a  j^rt'at  drtiwbaek  to  our  proffiess. 
Fortunately,  a  ifreat  r(*action  lias  taken  place'  in  our  country,  wbicb 
lias  prolited  l:y  past  disasters,  because  nations,  like  individuals, 
aetjuire  new  powers  and  corri'ct  tbeir  own  detects  when  they  realize 
the  coMseepienees  of  tbeir  errors.  For  some  years  the  country  has 
devoted  itself  to  work,  and  is  projiressirif^.  Five  Fresidents  have*  peace¬ 
fully  and  legally  succeeded  each  other  in  otlice,  and  all  of  them  have 
w  orked  jiatriotically  and  earnestly  for  the  advancement  of  the  coimtiy. 
The  present  Chief  Fxecutive  of  the!  Keimblic  is  just  as  enthusiastic 
and  as  much  in  earnest  for  tlu'  projjfress  of  Fern  as  was  bis  father, 
Fresident  Fakdo,  tbirtv-foiir  years  aj^o,  in  1S72.  I  will  not  now  enter 
into  many  dc'tails  about  Fern,  as  I  do  not  wish  to  tax  your  patience, 
but  1  will,  bowc'ver,  j^ive  you  some  data  taken  from  tin'  last  messajro 
of  Fresident  Fakdo  to  the  Feruvian  ('oneress.

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Avildorncssos  into  cdvilized  and  liapiiv  commiinitios,  all  alonpf  both  tlio 
Atlantic  and  I’acilic  oceans  in  close  proximity  to  the  two  ends  of  (he 
interoceanie  canal,  wiadtli  hidden  in  the  bosom  of  the  eaith  in  the 
form  of  minerals  of  all  kinds,  woods  of  unmeasured  extent,  navi>iahlc 
rivers,  climates  of  varied  characters,  and  oidy  expect  your  enerjiT  and 
3’our  excess  of  capital  to  ivpav  and  vield  inexhaustihh'  protit. 

Let  a  portion  of  the  great  intercontinental  railway  be  built  in 
Colombia  and  it  will  foiiu  a  link  between  the  northern  and  southern 
parts  of  the  whole  line,  which  will  open  untold  possibilities. 

I  raise  my  glass  to  salute  the  no  distant  time  when  the  capital 
which  becomes  accumulated  by  millions  in  your  banking  houses  and 
railwav  enterprises,  goes  forth  like  a  fertilizing  stream  to  the  virgin 
lands  of  Colombia  as  well  as  the  rest  of  South  America." 

Senor  Don  Alberto  Yoacmam,  Charge  d'Atl'airt's  of  Chih*,  spoke  as 
follows: 

"I  thank  \'ou,  gentlemen,  for  the  honor  vou  have  done  me  in  ask¬ 
ing  me  to  speak  about  (diile,  the  country  of  m\’  birth.  I  must  confess 
that  although  the  subject  is  one  of  great  attraction  I  feel  somewhat 
uneiiual  to  the  task,  both  because  I  am  to  speak  in  a  language  which 
is  not  my  own  and  because  it  is  very  dillicult  to  add  anything  of  inter¬ 
est  about  anv  of  the  South  American  countries  after  what  we  have 
just  heard  from  the  honorable,  the  Secri'tarv  of  State. 

‘‘It  is  a  ])leasure  for  us  to  listen  to  the  wise  counsel  of  Mr.  Koor, 
while  we  feel  proud  of  the  friendship  he  has  shown  us  not  oidy  din  ing 
his  trip  to  South  America,  but  also  in  his  remarkable  speeches. 

“  I  think,  undi'r  the  circumstances,  that  to  give  a  brief  description 
of  Chile  is  the  only  thing  I  can  do  in  response  to  your  kind  invitation. 

‘■()ur  Republic,  situated  on  the  west  coast  of  South  America,  reaches 
from  about  the  eighteenth  degree,  southern  latitude,  to  the  south  of 
Cape  Horn,  on  the  lirtv-sixth  degree. 

‘’This  long  stretch  of  coast  land  ditfers  as  much  as  liso  miles  in 
breadth  and  is  about  miles  long.  Ilv  reason  of  its  shape  Chile 

is  very  aceessilih',  its  numerous  products  Iteing  easily  transferred. 
They  are  thus  readily  put  on  the  markets  of  the  world. 

’’Looked  at  from  the  agricultural  and  economical  aspect,  as  well  as 
from  the  point  of  view  of  the  distribution  of  its  natui’al  tu’oducts, 
Chile  may  be  divided  into  three  great  zones. 

‘’4'he  northern  zone,  as  far  as  the  thirtieth  degree,  shows  for  the 
most  })art  the  characteristics  of  desert.  It  is  here  that  the  largest 
amount  of  the  mineral  treasures  of  the  country  are  to  be  found.  It 
contains  large  (piantities  of  saltpeter  and  borax,  as  well  as  numerous 
copper  and  silver  mines. 

’’The  central  zone,  as  far  as  the  thirtj’-eighth  degree,  is  the  best 
cultivated  and  watered.  This  is  the  agricultural  zone,  where  the 
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M  ilio,  olive,  wheat,  and  corn  thrive  to  a  splendid  deo-ree.  its  <  liinate 
heinjr  considered  one  of  the  most  a,i;reeahh'  of  the  world. 

•'The  southern  zone,  as  far  as  the  Strait  of  Magellan,  is  mainly 
remarkahle  f»)r  its  woods,  (lood  coal  (wists  in  many  i)lae<'s  and  <;'old 
dust  has  been  found  in  sonn*  of  tln^  riv(‘rs.  but  the  ehi(‘f  lielu's  of  the 
zone  are  the  woods,  the  cattle  breeding,  and  the  products  of  the  sea. 

■‘Tlie  population  of  Chih'  can  b(‘  (‘stimated  at  about  5,000,0(1(1  iu  an 
area  of  m'arly  isoo.ooo  xiuare  kilometer.'..  If  we  take  into  considera¬ 
tion  that  Ihdgium,  with  an  area  of  21t.40(t  stpiare  kilometers,  has  a 
population  of  ov<‘r  S.(J(J(t.OOO,  and  France,  was  an  area  of  ethJ.OOO  xinare 
kilometers,  has  a  population  of  about  oS.ooo.ooO.  we  rt'idize  how 
spar.si'ly  po])ulate(l  Chile  is.  Twenty  million  inort'  ])('o])le  can  ei'r- 
liiinly  find  a  livelihood  on  the  mainland  and  on  the  large  islands  of  the 
seaslmre  by  means  of  agrieulture,  cattle  breeding,  industry,  and  by  a 
b(‘tter  exploitation  of  tin*  miiuvs  and  forots.

"  I'he  executive  power  lies  in  tin*  hands  of  a  Fresident  and  a  Minis¬ 
try.  'rin;  Fre>id(‘nt  is  (‘hadetl  for  live  years  and  can  not  b(>  immedi¬ 
ately  reelected. 

■*  rh;‘  legislative'  power  rests  with  the  Congress  elected  directly  by 
the  p('ople.  riiey  receive  no  kind  of  reiimin'ration  for  their  activity, 
may  till  no  puldic  olliee,  and  be  bound  by  no  manner  of  contract  to  the 
(lovc'rnment,  but  they  can  :dways  be  rc cleete  1. 

“  I'he  judicial  powt'r  is  ab.solutc'l^  and  independently  exercised  l>y 
olliciiils  who  are  apj)ointcd  by  tin*  President  of  the  Repiddie  according 
to  definite!  rides  and  can  nc^t  be  ri'inoved  fieun  olliee  exee|)l  l»y  a  h'gal 
d  ‘ciNion. 

■■  in  r(‘gar<l  to  political  laws  wi'  can  .>ay  that  there  are  no  privileged 
classes  in  (  hile.  all  bi'ing  etpial  in  the  I'ves  of  tin*  law.  'I'iiere  is  only 
OIK*  jiiriMliel ion  with  the  exception  of  the  military  oni!  for  purely 
military  erimi's.  'I'he  freedom  and  safety  of  person  and  juoperty  are 
guaranteed.  Pre>>  freedom  also  exists  not  only  on  pajier,  but  in 
reality. 

“On  the  whole  we  may  say  that  Chile  with  it-i Constit iition  and  laws, 
I'espeeted  by  all.  has  a  steady  and  well-organized  (Jovernment,  which 
is  only  preoeeiipied  with  the  progress  of  the  country  and  its  public 
iiistriu-tion.  with  the  improvement  id'  th(!army  and  navy,  and  with  the 
develojmient  of  its  present  and  future  industries.  It  produces  nearly 
all  raw  materials,  fi'oni  nitrate,  coal,  <;oppei'.  and  all  kinds  of  ores,  to 
wood,  tish,  wool,  cattle,  fruits,  and  grain,  and  has  an  exc-elleiit  climate. 
However,  due  to  the  hick  of  capital  and  laborers,  it  has  not  yetarrived 
at  that  high  diigree  of  development  which  we  have  tin*  right  to  expi'id. 
of  it  in  the  near  fiituie.  'I'lie  immigration,  especially  of  (lermans, 
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Avliich  has  of  lato  stoadily  iiicioasi'd,  lias  roiuovod  the  latter  eau.so  for 
troiihU',  and  no  doidit  capital  will  follow  in  the  wak<'  of  the  advanein**’ 
I'ultivatitin. 

As  I  have  alnaidy  said,  oni‘  main  desire  i  •;  U>  la*  known  as  a  pros¬ 
perous,  rich,  and  peaceful  country,  and  wt*  are  proud  to  he  called  hy 
all  tin*  world  •  the  Vanki'cs  of  South  Anu'rica,’  and  as  such  we  wish  to 
extend  our  hand  to  our  hrothers  of  the  North  and  to  open  wide  for 
ihi'ni  the  doors  (d‘  our  trade,  wishing  to  exchangt*  the  jirodm  ts  of  our 
natural  wealth  for  those  of  your  industrii's.  and  to  si'C  our  conunorci* 
carrii'd  hy  American  Sliipping  and  over  American  l■ail>,  and  our  agri¬ 
culture  devi'loped  under  American  agricultural  imiilcim'iits. 

••  In  thanking  you  for  your  kind  attention,  allow  me  to  (*x|)ress  my 
pi'rsonal  admiration  for  your  hi'autiful  country,  wishing  that  she  may 
ever  prosper."

••The  eminent  statesman  who  with  such  mast(*rful  capacity  presides 
over  tin*  rehitionsof  the  Cnited  State'  with  the  world  1  nn*an  tin* 
Secretiiry,  Ki.im:  Boot — saitl  in  his  memorahh*  speei  h,  delivered 
h(*re,  that  the  Monroe  Poclrinc*  is  as  living  to  day  as  it  w:is  roluist 
when  l’r(*sid(*nt  Monkok.  made  to  the  wt)rld  his  famous  declaration  of 
JslM.  It  W!is  iinh*(*d  v(*ry  gratifying  for  me  as  the  r(*presentalive 
of  the  ,\mhas.'ador  of  Brazil,  iiinl  at  tin*  same  time  as  the  messen 
ger  of  the  genuine  s(*ntiments  (d‘  the  people  of  my  «*ountiy,  in  its 
majority,  to  ln*ar  from  tin*  S(*cn*tary  of  State  of  the  rnit(*d  States 
such  important  dt*clarations,  which,  I  f«*»*l  sure,  will  l»e  largely  dis- 
cuss(*d  all  ov(*r  tin*  civiliz(*tl  world.  1  ft*«*l  myself  in  a  position  to  state 
among  this  respectal>le  assembly  that  this  fundamental  principle  of 
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tlu‘  iiitcriiiuioiial  policy  of  the  Fiiitod  States  constitutes  also  one  of 
the  vital  principle^of  the  inteiaiational  policy  of  Brazil.  But  1  cle.sire 
to  inak(*  it  clear  that  this  principh^  does  not  in  the  slij^htest  degree 
signify  sentina'iits  or  feelings  of  uid’ri(‘ndliness  toward  the  European 
countries  with  which  Brazil  ttlu'  same  could  be  said  of  tin*  United  States) 
entertains  aiul  wishes  to  entertain  always  the  closest  relations,  and  to 
which  wt'  Brazilians  asa  young  nation  of  tliis  continent  de\a)te  intense 
feelings  of  gratitude,  because  we  owe  to  those  Euroi)ean  countries  tlie 
degree  of  civilization  w(*  have  already  attained.  We  shall  never  for¬ 
get  that  the  lilood  that  Hows  in  our  veins  is  a*l)lood  purilied  l)y  cen¬ 
turies  of  European  civilization.  \\'e  shall  never  foi'gad  that  to 
Eurojaain  inunigration,  to  Euroiuain  energies,  to  European  labor,  and 
to  European  cai)ital  we  owe  the  internal  and  int(“rnational  standing' 
wliich  we  present  nowadays  to  tin*  world. 

•'  But  tlie  Monroe  Doctriin*  is  not  an  aggressivi*  principle  of  inter¬ 
national  policy:  the  Monroe  Doctrine  is,  on  the  contrary,  an  ailirma- 
tion  of  pi'aceful  policy-  a  \)olicv  based  upon  the  lespect  and  conli- 
denc(“  that  all  tlie  woild  ought  to  have,  and  really  has,  toward  the 
younger  gein'rations  that  are  liuilding  uj)  new  countries  full  of 
vitality,  disposed  to  struggle  for  the  common  In'in'lit  of  mankind.  It 
is  very  grateful  to  nn*  to  reniind  any  portion  of  the  American  public 
that  Brazil  has  been  the  lirst  country  on  earth  to  recognize  foi  nially 
tin*  ^lonrot*  Doctiine.  This  recognition  was  made  in  the  year  l>s24,  a 
few  months  after  the  declaration  of  President  Monroe.  It  was  made 
by  the  first  Emperor  of  Brazil  and,  since  the  first  days  of  our  indepen¬ 
dent  life  as  a  nation,  uii  to  the  pres(*nt  tinu*,  the  policy  of  the  sevi'ral 
govi'rnments  which  succc'eded  in  the  administration  of  Brazil,  lioth 
during  tin*  time  of  tin*  Empire  and  afterwards  during  the  republican 
form  of  govi'rnment,  adopted  some  si'venteen  years  ago  by  the  Bra¬ 
zilian  pi'ople-  -this  poli(  y.  1  repeat,  has  been  invariably  devoti'd  to  pro¬ 
mote.  to  increase,  and  to  c(>ment  the  fri(‘*idship  between  Brazil  and  the 
United  .'^tat(*s  for  the  common  well  being  of  both  countries  and  for  the 
benefit,  too.  of  mankind.  At  the  same  time  wi*  Brazilians  shall  never 
foiget  that  fin*  United  States  has  l»cen  the  first  [lower  of  the  world  to 
recognize  our  iiuh'})endcnce.  It  being  so.  as  tin*  facts  demonstrate 
vi'i  v  clearly,  then*  is  no  etlort  at  all  to  be  madi*  for  any  good  or  bet¬ 
ter  understanding  lietween  us.  We  think  that  our  friendshi[)  is  a 
natural  fa<  t  1  mean  to  say.  a  fact  created  by  nature.  The  understand¬ 
ing  1  referred  to  has  [iri'vailed  in  the  [last,  and  surely  it  will  [irevail 
foK'ver,  becausi*  sincerity  of  pur[)oses,  sentiment  of  justice,  and  what 
we  may  call  fair  [ilay  and  square  di'aling  wdl  (*xist  among  enlightened 
])eo[)h‘  that  [iroduce  men  of  so  gi'eat  ca[)abilities  and  of  so  [lure  ideals 
as  we  see  nowadavs  in  this  country,  in  my  country,  and  in  the  other 
countries  of  our  America. 

‘'•Your  Secri'tary  of  State  made  some  very  intc'resfing  remarks 
about  the  (ierman  colonization  in  Brazil.  I  am  very  glad  to  say  that 
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liis  roinarU.s  are  absolutely  in  aecordance  'with  the  views  we  hold 
<renerally  in  Brazil.  The\’  represent  the  genuine  sentiment  of  the 
large  majority  of  the  learned  })eople  of  Brazil.  The  unsoundness  is 
proved  now  by  facts  of  some  repoids  circulated  now  and  then  al.'out 
the  .so-called  (Jerman  pt'ril  in  Brazil.  There  is  no  such  peril.  Brazil 
never  feared  and  does  not  fear  any  current  of  foreign  immigration. 
Foreign  peoph*  going  there  know,  or  at  least  must  know,  that  we 
hav(‘  our  laws  and  that  the.se  laws  must  be  respected  in  the  .same  way 
as  the  rights  of  tin*  foreigners  are  respceted,  nay,  have  to  be  protected 
by  our  laws.  I’lie  (Jerman  colony  in  the  southern  part  of  Brazil  is 
composed  of  law-abiding  people,  it  being  only  to  be  n'gretted  that  this 
colony  is  for  the  present  so  small  in  number  in  conn)arison  with  the  large 
Brazilian  po])ulation.  It  is  to  be  hoi)ed  that  the  Germans,  as  well  as 
any  other  law-abiding  and  progressive  people,  will  come  to  Brazil  to 
build  there  theii’  new  homes  in  a  land  of  freedom,  of  order,  and  of  ]U’og- 
re.ss.  The  Geianans  of  lirazil  have  contrilnited  largely  to  the  general 
prosperity  that  W(^  are  now  i-njoying  there.  AVe  wish  that  thousands, 
liuiulreds  of  thousands,  and  millions  of  these  g;ood  (iermans  tlow  to 
Brazil  to  l)ecomt'  there  the  Brazilian  citizcms  of  the  future. 

‘•I  seize  now  the  oj)portunity  to  thatdv  most  haj)pily  the  distin¬ 
guished  diplomat  who,  with  such  recognized  ability,  represents  the 
I'nited  .Stat('s  in  the  Rei)ublic  of  Colombia,  the  lion.  .loiix  B.vi{Ui:tt, 
for  the  llattering  words  and  tlu'  glowing  statements  he  has  just  made 
referring  to  Brazil.  Minister  Baukett  is  indeed  a  great  friend  of  all 
South  American  people,  and  no  doubt  his  friendship  is  the  lesult  of 
the  intimate  knowledge  In*  has  of  our  feelings  toward  the  Fnited 
States  and  of  his  certainty  that  we  are  nations  struggling  for  the  bet- 
teiment  of  self-government. 

1  thank  you,  gentlemen,  for  the  attention  you  have  Ixam  kind 
enough  to  ]»ay  to  my  renmrks,  and  I  thank  most  corditilly  the  execu¬ 
tive  committee  t)f  the  trans-Missi.ssippi  Comim'reial  Congress,  and,  as 
a  whole,  the  people  of  Kansas  City  for  the  never-to-be-forgotti-n  bos- 
pitality  extendi'd  to  me  as  the  represcmtative  of  my  Ambassador  and 
of  my  country."’

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prises  devoted  to  the  exjdoitatioii  of  this  forest  prodiiet  aix*  estah- 
lished,  amoiio-  the  most  important  heinj*’:  La  IA)restal  del  Chaeo,  El 
(Quebracho  de  Puerto  Maria,  El  Taniiio  de  Puerto  Max,  La  Palometa 
(^uebraeho  y  Cia..  and  Quebrachalcs  Fnsionados.  'I'hese  holding’s  have 
been  e(piipp('d  with  laih’oads  for  the  handlin'^  of  the  woods  whose 
total  transport  in  the  eourse  of  a  year,  from  one  establishment, 
amounts  to  '23, 0.53, “J!*.")  kiloj^rams.  'I'he  shi])ments  in  reference  com¬ 
prised  Is.ofS.oTo  kilouframs  of  (juebracho  lo^s,  *2.(>St».3().5  kilo¬ 
grams  of  ([uebracho  firewood,  GO,0bc  kilograms  of  ties.

RAILWAY  REPORTS. 

The  reports  made  in  London  November  12,  19(»0,  to  the  sharehold¬ 
ers  of  tin'  Arjfentine  (treat  AVestern  Railway  and  the  Buenos  Airc's 
and  Pacific  liailway  show  a  most  ‘'ratifying  condition  in  both  tin'se 
companies. 

The  main  line  of  the  I’acitic  Railway  extends  from  Buenos  Ayres 
westward  to  Villa  Mi'rcedes,  where  the  (Jrc'at  Western  carries  the  rail¬ 
way  system  on  to  Mendoza,  at  the  foot  of  the  Andes.  From  Mendoza 
the  new  Trans-Andine  Railway  will,  when  completed,  comn'ct  with  the 
Chilean  system,  thus  completinc- the  trans*'ontinental  route.  The  first 
section  of  the  Trans-Andine  road  on  the  Chilean  side,  from  Los  Andes 
to. I lineal,  was  opened  to  traflie  in  February,  lt>9(J.  The  .second  .sec¬ 
tion.  fiom  .luncal  to  Portillo,  will  lie  ojiened,  it  is  expecti'd,  l»y  April 
or  May,  lh((7.  From  Portillo  the  western  end  of  the  summit  tunnel 
is  only  4  mil.es  away.  Cn  the  Argentine  side  the  rail  head  is  up  to  the 
summit  tunnel.  This  tunnel  is  3.03()  mi'ters  in  length  and  is  being 
pierced  from  l»oth  sides. 

At  the  present  time  about  8(K»  nu'ters  of  this  work  has  bi'eii  done 
and  the  remaining  2,230  meti'i’s  will  reipiire  from  eighteen  months  to 
two  3’ears  to  complete.  On  the  com])letion  of  the  duncal  to  Portillo 
.section  next  year,  there  will  remain  only  afiout  three  hours' mule-liack 
travel  from  liuenos  Ayri's  to  Santiago. 

The  Trans-Andine  Company  is  controlled  by  the  Ai'gentine  Oreat 
Western,  and  the  chairman  of  the  latti'r  company,  who  is  also  chair¬ 
man  of  the  Buenos  Ayres  and  Pacific  Railway,  announct'd  at  tlie  meet¬ 
ing  that  conferences  had  been  going  on  with  the  view  of  an  arrange¬ 
ment  for  the  closer  working  of  the  two  companii's. 

'I'he  gro.ss  receijits  of  the  (Jri'at  Western  increa.si'd  for  the  year 
from  to  S3, 705, (MX);  the  expenses  from  SL‘.)50,00U  to 
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iuid  thi*  profits  from  Sl.l40,(K»()  to  ^20<>,000 

was  spent  on  renewals  for  tlie  yi'ar.  and  a  <!  p(>r  cent  divklencl  on  tlie 
stock  di'elared. 

riio  Paeifie  road  sliows  an  increase  in  receipts  for  the  year  of 
i:^l. 770,000  and  of  profits  ^O.'io.ooo  A  7  per  c(Mit  devidend  is  declared 
and  ^400.000  canned  over  to  the  l■(*'.el■v(^  which  now  amounts  to  nearly 

s:-’..>!00,000. 

'I’he  tfross  receipts  for  the  year  were  over  upon  1,098 

miles  of  track  opimed.  The  receipts  were  thoi'efore  over  $7,000  a 
mile.  In  l!*ol  the  road  operated  071  miles  and  its  receipts  were  $4,250 
a  mile. 

SILK  CULTURE  IN  THE  REPUBLIC. 

In  a  repoi  t  on  the  subject  of  silk  culture  in  the  Aroentine  Republic, 
" Ih/x  Ilinulch  J/M.yno/A”  states  that  durint^  the  last  few  years  there 
has  been  a  marked  development  in  the  care  of  silkworms  throuj^hout 
the  country.  In  the  Province  of  Santa  Fe  there  are  no  le.ss  than 
5,000.000  mulberry  trees  of  recent  planting.  These,  added  to  about 
200,000  2  to  5  year  old  trees  previously  in  e.xistence,  will  make  it  pos- 
sil)le  for  the  Province  to  produce,  in  the  near  future,  about  100,000 
kilograms  of  cocoons  annually.  Ktpially  good  reports  are  published 
with  regard  to  the  Province  of  C'ordoba.  In  the  region  of  Caroya  alone 
there  are  more  than  50,000  trees  under  cultivation.  The  eggs  and  the 
plants  were  obtained  by  the  Societhtd  Serirola  Aiujeiiilmt.  Results 
so  far  have  been  very  satisfactory,  although  it  will  be  two  or  three 
years  before  an  exact  estimate  can  be  arrived  at.  In  the  Province  of 
rucuman  there  are  about  :)(t0,0oo  mulb(>rrv  trees  of  80  to  40  vears’ 
growth,  with  an  assured  output  of  about  2,500,000  kilograms  of 
cocoons.  Other  sections  interestc'd  in  the  industry  comprise  the 
Provinces  of  Salta,  Jujuy,  and  Siintiago  del  Estero.  44ie  busiiu'ss  is 
practically  in  the  hands  of  immigrants  from  Italy.

Sefnu’  Don  Ioxackj  Chvi.DKKON,  minister  to  the  Pnibsl  States  from 
liolivia,  has  furnished  the  Monthly  Hullktin  with  the  following 
economic  description  of  Polivia,  prepared  by  Sefior-  Don  Luls  S. 
(’uKseo,  «  hief  <)f  division  m  the  Department  of  (’olonization  and  Agri¬ 
culture,  La  Paz: 

BOLIVIA. 

CONSTri  LTION  AND  (JOV  KRN M KNT. 

The  Constitution  of  the  Republic  of  Bolivia  bears  date  of  October  28, 
1880. 

According  to  its  provisions,  the  executive  power  is  vested  in  a  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Republic  selected  by  the  direct  vote  of  the  peo])le  for  a 
period  of  four  years,  and  not  eligible  for  reelection  on  the  expiration 
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of  his  pn'sulenthil  t<‘rm.  Th(‘  legislative  power  is  vested  in  a  Federal 
C(»ii<ifress  eonsisliiij^  of  two  houses,  the  Senate  and  the  House  of  Rep¬ 
resentatives.  The  rijfht  of  sullViioe  is  enjoyed  by  all  eitizens  who  can 
read  and  write.  Ther('  are  1(»  senators,  2  from  eaeh  Department, 
elected  for  a  pci'iod  of  six  years,  and  (Jh  repi’esentatives  or  deputies 
elected  for  four  years.  Senators  as  well  as  representatives  are  chosen 
l»y  the  tlireet  vote  of  the  peo[)le.  The  Senate  is  lamewed  every  two 
years  by  thirds,  and  the  House  of  Rej)resentatives  every  two  years  by 
halves.  Senators  and  representatives  reeeive  a  salary  from  the  Fed- 
ei’al  tri'asury  of  .-)()(»  hoUcianox  ($242.0(1)  a  month  during  the  sessions 
of  th('  Congress,  which  sits  for  a  period  of  sixty  working  days,  which 
pcu’iod  may  be  extended  to  ninety  days.  There  may  be  special  sessions 
of  Congress  to  consider  special  and  designated  subjects.  In  addition 
to  the  President,  there  are  two  vice-pn'sidents  of  the  Republic  and  a 
cabinet  divided  into  the  following  six  departments:  Foreign  Relations 
and  Worship),  Interior  and  Fomento,  dustice  and  Public  Instruction, 
Finance  and  Industry,  War.  and  Colonization  and  Agriiailture. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  is  Senor  Ismael  Montes,  elected 
August  14,  P.to4.  for  the  term  lta*4  to  Itios. 

The  political,  administrative,  military,  and  economic  authority  of 
each  Department  is  vestial  in  a  prefect.  The  Republic  is  divided  into 
IS  Departments,  iio  Provinces,  44T  cantons,  and  248  vice-cantons, 
governed  respectively  by  prefects,  snltprefects,  corregidores,  and 
alcaldes.  The  prefects  and  subprefects  are  appointed  by  the  President 
of  th('  Republic,  the  corregidoivs  and  alcaldes  by  tin*  subprefects  in 
their  r(‘s))ective  Provinces.  In  the  ciipital  of  each  Province  theie  is  a 
municipal  council  composed  of  12  members,  in  the  Province  then;  is 
a  muiiicrpal  boanl  composed  of  5  menil)ers.  and  in  tin*  cantons,  cantonal 
agents.  The  colonial  Territt)ries,  one  of  which  is  situated  in  the 
noilheast  of  the  Republic,  and  the  other  in  the  (Jian  Chaco,  ari'  under 
a  special  government  administered  by  national  delegates.

fnstriu‘ttoi). — Pul)lic  instructii)ti  is  divided  into  priiniirv.  secoiidiirv, 
and  hij^lii'r  or  professional. 

Priinarv  instruction  is  fret*  and  ohlijjatorv,  and  is  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  municipalities.  At  the  present  time  there  are  in  the  Kepuhlic 
TIC  schools  of  primary  instruction,  including  municipal,  Federal,  paro¬ 
chial  and  privatt*  schools,  with  t(“acht‘rs  and  dSj.TCO  pupils.  In 

some  places  there  are  rural  schools  for  the  instruction  of  the  nativt's. 

The  State  and  tin*  municipalities  spend  in  the  maintenance  of  pri¬ 
mary  instruction  the  sum  of  r)r)(t,000  holiviniox  (5:iC(5,T50)  annually. 
St'condary  instruction  is  j^iven  in  S  (Jovernment  collej^es,  4  seminaries, 
1  relij^ious  colleyei  and  5  lyceums  under  private  manaj^ement.  All 
these  institutions  have  1‘20  teachers  and  2,530  pupils,  llij^her  or  j)ro- 
fessional  instruction  includes  law,  medicine,  and  theolo*^}'.  Instruc¬ 
tion  in  surveying'  and  commercial  ati'airs  is  also  oiven.  There  are  It> 
higher  institutions  of  h'arning,  with  05  professors  and  OSO  scholai’s. 
The  facultv  of  theology,  incorporated  in  the  .s\'stem  of  the  college 
seminaries,  is  under  the  control  of  the  respective  dioceses. 

In  the  n)anagementof  the  institutions  referred  to  a  division  is  made 
into  as  many  universit}'  districts  as  there  are  universities.  At  the 
head  of  each  one  of  the.<e  districts  there  is  a  president,  formally  called 
a  chancellor,  who  is  chief  of  the  district  in  so  far  as  concerns  matters 
relating  to  .secondary  and  higher  instruction  and  to  private  instruction 
given  in  private  schools.  In  Sucre  and  La  Paz  there  are  colleges  of 
arts  and  industries  conducted  hy  priests  of  the  Salesian  order.  In 
.some  of  the  capitals  there  are  commercial  .schools,  and  La  Paz  is  the 
seat  of  a  military  college. 

In  all  the  capitals  of  the  Departments  there  are  libraries,  either 
Federal,  departmental,  municipal,  or  l»elongingto  different  in.stitutions 
and  associations.  In  La  Paz  there  are  two  mu.seums,  the  national  and 
the  departmental.  In  Oruro  and  Potosi  there  are  museums  of  mining. 

Jmtice. — The  judicial  power  is  vested  in  the  supreme  court  of  justice, 
comiKwed  of  seven  magi.strates,  which  sits  in  the  capital  of  the  Repub¬ 
lic;  superior  courts  of  the  district,  composed  of  five  judges,  one  for 
each  Department,  except  in  the  Department  of  Beni,  where  there  is 
but  one  superior  judge;  and  in  the  courts  of  Partido,  instructing  judges, 
and  parochial  alcaldes.  The  Department  is  governed  by  an  attorney- 
general,  district  attorneys,  partido  attornej’s,  and  ti.scal  agents.  The 
administration  of  justice  is  free. 

ITXAXCE. 

The  general  revenues  of  the  Republic  are  divided  into  national,  depart¬ 
mental,  and  municipal. 

The  national  revenues  consist  of  the  receipts  from  custom-houses, 
export  duties,  tax  on  spirits,  tax  on  mining  companies  and  enterprises, 
consular  invoices,  mortgagt's,  patents,  mining  titles,  stamjx'd  pajKW 
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aiul  stamps,  c*oiiia<*o,  (fovormia'tit  teh'j^raphs,  sale  of  piiblie  lands,  ])<)st- 
oliice  boxes  and  stamps,  pensions  and  university  degrees,  etc.

The  resources  of  the  nation  have  recently  been  eonsideraltly  increased 
by  the  payment  of  the  lirazilian  and  Chilean  indemnities,  lioth  of 
which  aggregate,  approximately'  28,700,000  holitnaitos — §1:5,010,500. 
This  sum  wdl  be  used  exclusively  in  the  construction  of  railroads. 

Bolivia  is  the  onlv  countrv  in  South  America  that  has  no  foreijifn 
debt. 

The  internal  debt,  classitied  and  acknowledged,  up  to  1005,  amounted 
to  6,243,270  hofivutnofi,  including  1,008,500  hollvianoK^  the  value  of 
the  bonds  of  the  State. 

The  departmental  revenues  for  1006  are  estimated  at  2,n03,5O3.6»2 
hoHvlanoK^  and  the  expenses  in  the  same  sum. 

The,  departmental  revenues  consist  principally  of  the  territorial  tax 
on  the  natives,  land  tax,  tax  on  imports  and  exports  of  cattle,  tax  on 
tobacco,  tax  on  inheritances  and  wills,  titles,  special  title  paper,  tax 
on  hides  and  skins,  etc. 

The  departmental  expenses  occurred  in  their  grtaiter  part  in  the 
administrative  department  and  the  Departments  of  Justice,  Public 
Works,  Public  Instruction,  Police,  and  Worship. 

The  municipal  revenues  aggregated  in  one  year  2,800,000 /w/i'bvVon'w. 


ARMY. 

All  Bolivians  arc  obliged  to  bear  arms  in  the  defense  of  their  coun¬ 
try,  and  personal  military  .service  is  obligatory,  in  case  of  necessity, 
from  20  to  50  years  of  age. 
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The  anm'  is  in  six  f^ioiips,  in  the  f<)llowin<>’  form:

'Pitkin^  of  this  nuinlier  only  the  forces  uvailahle  in  case  of  nuihiliza- 
tion  -  that  is  to  say.  calculating  the  imm  from  IS  to  40 — the  total 
I'caches  1TT.S34  men  rt'ady  to  hear  arms,  of  wh.ich  numher  oO.OOO  men 
could  maneuver  tm  the  field  t)f  battle,  should  it  l>e  necessaiy  to  do  so. 

The  effective  force  of  the  line  is  fixed  for  lOUfi  at  2.430  men. 

I'KODUOTIOX  AND  INDUSTUV. 

The  national  industry,  general!}'  speaking,  is  as  yet  but  little  devel¬ 
oped  owing  to  the  lack  of  labor  and  capital,  for  which  reason  Ifolivia 
occupies  an  unimportant  place  in  industry  and  manufacture. 

'Pile  isolated  situation  of  the  Kepublic  in  the  heart  of  the  Continent, 
separated  on  the  west  from  the  Pacific  ports  l>v  the  Andes  Pange  and 
the  Atacama  Desert,  and  on  the  east  l>y  boundle.ss  forests,  without  it 
having  been  possible  up  to  the  i)resent  time  to  open  to  navigation  any 
of  her  numerous  rivers,  nor  construct  a  good  road  giving  easy 
access  to  the  sea,  all  have  deprived  the  Pepulilic  of  that  industrial  prog- 
r(‘ss  which  civilization  brings  to  all  the  civilized  peoples  of  the  world. 

Without  roads  or  easy  means  of  transportation,  with  the  exception 
of  the  railroads  from  Antofagasta  to  Oi  uro  (924  kilometers)  and  from 
(iua(|ui  to  La  Paz  (‘.Hi  kilometers),  and  with  only  mule  trains,  the  trails 
or  roads  over  which  they  pass  being  generally  made  by  the  action  of 
the  hoofs  of  the  mules,  with  poor  cart  or  wagon  roads,  it  is  a  notable 
fact  that  Bolivia  has  Ix'en  able  to  supply  herself  with  articles  of  prime 
necessity  for  the  purpose  of  encouraging  her  mining  industry  and  of 
supplying  her  most  urgent  wants. 

It  is  not.  therefore,  surprising  that  an  inland  country,  such  as 
Bolivia  is,  without  a  seacoast,  should  remain  backward  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the  industries  noted  in  the  neighboring  nations,  which  receive 
along  their  extensive  coasts  the  impulse  of  European  civilization 
because  of  the  facilities  of  navigation. 

The  lai’gest  item  which  Bolivia  sends  to  the  great  markets  of  the 
world  is  her  abundant  and  rich  ores,  with  which  she  has  been  bounti¬ 
fully  blessed  by  nature.

(h'oren  of  devidopniont,  oven  to  the  extent  of  l)ein<f  considered  tlie 
national  industry. 

The  mountains  of  Bolivia  contain  great  veins  of  the  most  valuable 
ores  known  to  the  mineral  kingdom,  and  united  in  many  combinations. 
The  exploitation  of  this  mineral  wealth  is  carried  on  on  a  large  scale, 
not.  however,  to  the  ('xtent  to  which  it  is  su.sceptible,  owing  to  the  lack 
of  labor  and  capital,  and,  above  all,  to  the  lack  of  railway  lines.  In 
s])ite  of  this  Bolivia  can  well  be  proud  of  an  industry  placed  on  a  level 
s\  ith  the  most  modern  Industrial  methods,  and  of  having  for  the  exploi¬ 
tation  of  her  natural  wealth  the  best  miners  in  South  America. 

The  distril)ution  of  the  mineral  zones  in  Bolivia  is  a  fact  that  attracts 
the  attention  of  g('ologists.  A  well  informed  naturalist,  studying  the 
tableland  of  Bolivia,  said:  It  is  a  table  of  silver  supported  by  legs  of 
gold.*’ 

'Pile  most  important  tin  mines  are  situated  in  the  Departments  of 
Oruro,  Potosi,  and  La  Paz;  the  silver  mines  in  Potosi  and  Oruro,  and 
the  gold  mines  in  La  Paz,  Potosi.  and  Santa  C’ruz.  The  most  valuable 
copper  ores  are  in  the  Province  of  Pacajes  (Corocoro).  in  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  La  Paz.  There  arc  also  mines  containing  bismuth,  wolf¬ 
ram,  antimony,  iron,  lead.  zinc,  cobalt,  etc.,  in  dili'erent  jiarts  of  the 
liepublic. 

After  mining,  the  most  important  industry  is  agriiultun',  in  the 
development  of  which  consists  the  future  of  the  Republic. 

Bolivia  has  an  aira  calculated  at  145,SO;),3r)t>  hectares.  Subtracting 
per  cent,  supposed  to  be  covered  by  forests,  rivers,  lakes,  cities, 
towns,  and  mountain  ranges,  etc.,  leaves  more  than  90,(»Ob,0(K)  hectares 
available  for  agriculture  and  stock  raising  industries,  which  could 
occupy  in  their  exploitation  from  2.5.ooo.O(M)  to  oO.UOO.ooo  of  iidiab- 
itants. 

'Phe  area  suitable  for  cultivation  may  be  estimated  at  4, <»()(),(»()(> 
hectai'es,  about  half  of  which  is  now  cultivated,  inasmuch  as  in  every 
agricultural  property  a  ])art  of  the  land  is  left  for  the  pasturage  of 
domestic  animals  and  for  future  cultivation. 

It  will  be  .seen  at  once  that  only  a  small  i)art  of  the  available  area  is 
in  cultivation,  leaving  great  extents  of  uncultivated  lands  awaiting  the 
fertilizing  hands  of  man  to  produce  the  I'lch  and  abundant  fruits  of  so 
privileged  a  soil. 

The  present  agricultural  production  of  the  Republic  is  dithcult  to 
estimate,  since  there  are  no  stati.stics  which  indicate  it  <‘ven  approxi¬ 
mately.  All  agricultural  products  produced  are  for  local  consumption, 
with  the  exception  of  india  rubber,  which  is  shipped  to  Europe,  and 
smalt  (piantities  of  coca,  coffee,  (|uinine,  etc.,  that  are  consumed  in  Chile 
and  the  Argentine  Republic. 
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I'ho  richest  rej^ioiis  in  iiuliii  rul)her  are  the  colonial  Tei  ritories  and 
the  I)(‘partments  of  l>eni  and  Santa  (’riiz  and  parts  of  the  Depart¬ 
ments  of  La  I‘az  and  Cochahamha.  Coca  and  coffee  are  produced  in 
the  hot  re<^ions  of  La  Paz  and  Cochaltamha.  Ihuii  and  Santa  Cruz 
also  product!  coffee  and  many  otln'r  valuahli^  v(*^vt:ihle  products. 

Mamifacturinjf  industries  in  Bolivia  are  still  in  theii'  infancy. 

COMMERC'K. 

Imports  and  exports  are  made  throuoli  the  ports  of  .Mollcndo,  Arica, 
and  Antofaj^asta  on  the  Pacific  Ocean;  ihroujih  Suarez  on  the  Para- 
jruay  Kivei’;  throu{.t;h  Montes  on  the  Itenez  River;  throuj^h  Villa  Bella 
on  the  Madera  Itiver;  throutjh  Bahia  in  upi)ei’  Acn*;  through  the 
custom-house  of  Ahuna  and  the  intei’ior  cusfoni-houses  of  La  Paz, 
Oruro,  Cyuni,  Tarija,  Pupiza,  and  Peh'chucho. 

Without  any  law  providino-  therefor,  free-trade  is  in  force  in 
Bolivia,  and  the  .system  of  protection  adoptetl  l)y  many  of  the  nations 
of  the  world  does  not  exist  in  that  Rt'pnhlic.  'Phis  heinj^  the  case, 
foreign  merchandise,  either  European  or  American,  linds  an  easy  and 
.suitable  outh't  in  the  markets  of  the  Republic.

In  analyzing  the  merchandise  h}- countries  the  Depai  tment  used  the 
shipping  lists  and  consular  invoices  issued  hy  the  respective  eonsuls 
ai'.d  consular  agents  of  Bolivia  in  foreign  countries. 

The  values  of  imported  articles  subject  to  duties  and  those  wliich' 
enter  free  are  determined  hy  the  customs  taritf  now  in  force. 

The  classitication  of  the  exports  was  made  from  th('  declarations  of 
the  shippers,  taking  as  a  l)asis  the  current  market  price  at  the  time  of 
making  the  shipping  lists. 

In  order  to  better  understand  the  approximate  value  in  cash  of  the 
expoi'ts  and  im[M)rts,  it  should  he  borne  in  mind  that  the  values  given 
in  the  foregoing  tables  are  only  the  ojfivldl  values,  according  to  the  cus¬ 
toms  appraisements,  and  are  not  the  redl  or  codnnercinl  values  in  tlu* 
markets  where  the  products  are  used,  in  which  places  it  is  well  known 
that  the  given  values  are  substantially  increased,  and  this  increase 
may  he  estimated,  according  to  approximate  valuations,  at  aho\it  50 
per  cent.

At  the  present  time 
a  railroad  is  heinjf  construeted  which  will  connect  Arica  with  La  Paz. 

■1.  Via  a  Pei’iivian  poll  on  the  Pacific,  and  ooS  miles  from

from  Europe  (Lis})on)  to  Pan'i  is  marine  miles,  the  journey  Ihmii*^ 

made  in  days. 

a.  Via  tli(‘  Paroiiaaij  Rlmr.  From  Montevideo  or  Buenos  Ayres 
th('  Fiver  Plate,  the  Parana  and  the  Parajruay  rivers  are  traversed  in 
turn  until  the  Bolivian  port  of  Suaw'z  is  iv'ached.

I'he  uauce  of  the  railwav  from  Antofagasta  to  Oruro  is  75  centime¬ 
ters.  a  iiaujife  that  has  oiveu  rise  to  uo  ditliculties  in  the  oi)eration  of 
the  line. 

The  Oovernments  of  Bolivia  and  Chile  have  aj^reed.  in  the  treatv  of 
October  2b,  I'.KJd,  to  construct  a  railwav  from  port  Arica  to  upper  La 
l*az,  an  approximate  distance  of  208  miles.  The  construction  of  this 
litie  via  Lluta,  with  bramdies  to  the  sulphur  mines  of  Tacora  and  the 
mineral  district  of  C'orocoro,  has  already  bej^un.  The  road  will  have 
a  lenj^th  of  about  1>'()  miles  in  Bolivian  territory  tmd  tlu'  ^auge  will 
be  1  meter. 

On  the  4th  of  last  duly  the  construction  of  a  railway  was  commenced 
from  Oruro,  the  terminal  point  of  the  Antofagasta  line,  to  the  .station 
of  Viacha  on  the  line  of  the  (iiiacihi  to  La  Paz  railway.  This  line  will 
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have  an  approximate  length  of  l:i!t  miles  and,  owing  to  the  (aise  of 
constrnetion,  will  bo  completed  in  a  short  time. 

At  the  same  time  a  l)raneh  line  will  be  built  to  Desaguaden)  to  unite 
with  the  railway  line  from  Ariea  to  La  I’az. 

'I’he  (Tovernment  of  Bolivia  has  also  contracted  for  the  construction 
of  the  following  railways  which  will  unite  to  form  the  central  system 
of  the  railways  mentioned:

Communication  with  the  northeastern  part  of  the  Jb'public  is  made 
through  the  navigable  rivi'rs  that  How  into  the  Amazon.  It  is  planned 
not  only  to  (“onstruct  a  railroad  to  connect  the  centers  of  population 
and  of  production  with  the  banks  of  these  navigable  rivers,  but  also 
to  overcome  tin'  difliculties  encountered  in  the  navigation  of  these 
great  waterway's.  In  order  to  solve  the  first  of  those  iiroblems  the 
(lovornment  of  Bolivia  has  already  contracted  for  the  construction  of 
a  railway  from  La  Paz  to  Puerto  Pando  on  the  Beni  River,  the  length 
of  which  will  be  approximately  ISO  miles.  For  the  purpose  of  .solving 
the  si'cond  problem  and  giving  greater  development  to  the  commerce 
between  Bolivia  and  Brazil,  the  (rovernment  of  the  latter  country 
agreed,  in  the  treaty  of  November,  l!>03,  to  construct  a  railway  from 
Madera  to  ^lamore.  overcoming  thereby  all  the  natural  obstacles  to 
navigation. 

I'he  eastern  region  of  Bolivia  can  be  reached  through  Port  Suarez 
in  Bolivian  territory,  Caceres  Lake,  and  the  Pai'aguay  River,  which  is 
na\  igal)le  to  its  mouth.  To  render  easy  the  communication  of  Port 
Suarez  with  the  interior  centers  of  population  the  Government  of 
Bolivia  has  contracted  with  the  syndicate  known  as  “Fomento  del 
Oriente  Boliviano’’  for  the  contsruction  of  a  railway  from  Port  Suarez 
to  Santa  Cruz,  a  distance  of  about  497  miles.  The  construction  of  this 
line  is  about  to  be  commenced. 

The  'rrans-Continental  Railway,  the  construction  of  which  origi¬ 
nated  in  Brazil  and  the  px'oject  of  w'hich  has  already  been  favorably 
reported  upon  by  the  Senate  of  that  country,  will  run  from  Santa  Cruz 
in  the  State  of  Bahia  to  the  Bolivian  frontier,  1(5^  .south  latitude,  con¬ 
necting  with  the  Bolivian  system,  thereby'  assuring  rapid  transporta¬ 
tion  between  the  great  oceans  acro.ss  the  Continent. 

Lastly,  the  southwest  region  of  Bolivia  will  have  to  be  connected 
w'ith  the  River  Plate  by  the  prolongation  which  is  now'  being  made  of 
the  Northern  Central  Argentine  Railway'  to  Tupiza,  at  which  point  a 
junction  w  ill  be  made  w'ith  the  eastern  sy’stem  of  the  Bolivian  railway's 
already’  described. 
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Within  the  jHMiod  of  livo  yoiirs  tlio  oxploitiition  of  the  oiistoin  sys¬ 
tem  of  luilwnys  will  liiivo  Im'oii  otlVrted,  and  in  live  years  inoiv  all  this 
vast  system  of  railways.  to<;ether  with  the  navitfation  of  tin*  rivers 
that  How  into  the  Atlantic  Ocean,  will  have  iM'coine  comjileted. 

Includino’  the  hianche.s  noM'  open  to  traflic,  as,  for  example,  the 
hraneh  from  ryuni  to  Pnlacayoand  other  hranches of  less  importance, 
tin*  Kepnhlic  of  Bolivia  has  in  toiistiiiction  and  exploitation  a  railway 
system  of  a  h*noih  of  -J.oOO  miles.

Bolivia  belongs  to  the  LTiiversal  Postal  Pnion,  and  thereft)re  the 
mail  dispatched  to  foreign  countries  is  protected  l>y  the  nations  form¬ 
ing  that  union. 

'rin*  domestic  postal  service  of  the  Uepublie  is  dis})atched  through 
ISO  ])ost-otlices  employing  iifS  oliicials  and  clerks.  The  principal 
ollice,  as  well  as  the  Department  of  Posts,  is  in  the  city  of  La  Paz. 
In  Iho.)  there  were  received  from  abroad  '.)r)'2,l»l0  pieces  of  mail  matter, 
and  during  the  .same  period  270,21  d  pieces  Mere  forwarded  to  foreign 
countries.  The  Department  of  Posts  produced  in  1005  revenues  aggre¬ 
gating  157.851.04  holli'umox. 


TELKGRAI'IIS. 

Bolivia  does  not  yet  belong  to  the  Universal  Telegraph  Union,  and 
her  dealings  with  countries  belonging  thereto  are  wholly  from  the 
view  point  of  reciprocal  interest.  Nevertheless,  she  has  made  treaties 
and  agreements  with  dilfcrent  nations  of  America  and  with  public  and 
private  corporations  for  the  purpose*  of  facilitating  and  bettering  the 
telegraph  service.

SURTAX  ON  COFFEE  EXPORTED  FROM  SAO  PAULO. 

A  decree  recmitly  ])romuli;ated  hy  the  ( lovermiient  of  the  Stati'  of 
Sao  Pauh)  provides  that  the  surtax  of  d  francs  per  haj^  ox})orted  hy 
any  of  the  three  States  that  si<»ned  th»'  convention  in  connnection  with 
the  valorization  of  Brazilian  <-oU'ee  on  Fehruary  2i>.  and  puh- 

lished  in  the  IU  i.lktix  for  the  month  of  Sej)teml»er.  shall  he  t-ollected 
on  all  such  exports  from  Sao  Paulo  from  the  1st  of  Decemlier,  IhOR. 
The  other  two  States  included  in  the  arranjjeimMit  -iiaimdy.  those  of 
Rio  do  daneiio  and  Minas  (leraes  -  have  not  yet  lixed  a  date  for  the 
collection  of  said  surtax.  Arrani>enients  are  said  to  ha\  e  been  made 
with  well-known  firms  in  New  York,  London,  Havre,  anil  llamhurj^ 
for  the  purchase  and  shipment  of  coHee  and  the  holdimr  of  such  ship¬ 
ments  on  hehalf  of  the  (lovernment  of  the  State  of  Sao  l*aulo. 

CONDITIONS  AND  OPPORTUNITIES. 

The  followin*;'  extracts  from  the  report  of  the  Pnited  States  consul- 
j^eneral  at  Rio  de  Janeiro,  ]\Ir.  (tkojuje  E.  Andeusox,  dated  October 
IT.  l!H*t;,  are  published: 

••The  su^ar  production  of  Brazil  is  considerable,  and  any  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  j^eneral  su<jar  market  of  the  world  will  re.sult  in  an  imme¬ 
diate  increase  in  the  exports  of  Brazilian  sujrars.  Were  busine.ss 
conditions  in  Brazil  more  favorable,  .so  that  manufactiirini^  enterprises 
in  the  country  could  bi*  cari  ii'd  upon  a  basis  similar  to  that  had  in 
other  suj^ar-producino'  countries,  the  production  of  Brazilian  suj^ar 
would  b(‘  very  larj^ix  The  amount  of  country  suitable  for  producing 
sugar  cane  is  very  largi'  and  could  be  indelinitely  increased.  At 
present  Pernambuco  is  the  center  of  the  sugar  industry  of  the  country. 
The  exports  of  sugar  last  year  were  about  500,000,  which  sum  repre- 
.sents  an  increase  of  over  3oo  per  cent  over  those  of  the  year  before. 

•‘There  is  also  a  considerable  production  of  tobacco  and  cocoa  in 
Brazil,  the  exports  of  the  former  last  year  amounting  to  about 
$4,00<»,000  and  of  the  latter  $5,000,000.  The  former,  however,  repre¬ 
sents  more  or  less  of  a  local  movement  of  a  local  crop.  The  exports 
of  the  latter  represent  what  may  become  a  great  trade  under  improved 
conditions, 

‘•There  is  no  doubt  l)ut  that  Brazil  will  do  much  toward  feeding 
the  meat  eaters  of  Europe  in  a  very  short  time,  if  there  is  an  end  to 
present  depressing  conditions  in  the  country.  The  grazing  lands  of 
Rio  (irande  do  Sul  and  other  .southern  States  of  the  country  oti'er 
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illiinitahle  woaltli,  and  tho  iinproveniont  of  some  of  the  harlKO-s  aloiijjf 
the  coast  of  that  portion  of  the  Kepiii>lic  will  enable  steamships  to 
enter  rivers,  carrying  them  to  the  veiw  farm  sites  upon  which  millions 
of  cattle  can  and  probably  will  be  raised.  At  present  the  live-stock 
production  of  Brazil  is  laroe  and  is  constantly  increasinj^.  Last  vear 
tlnnv  was  exporti'd  somethine'  like  7o,ouo,(to0  pounds  of  hides,  valued 
at  al*out  but  this  was  a  decrease  from  the  year  before  of 

about  percent.  In  the  line  of  pork,  few  countries  in  the  world 
oiler  the  opportunities  now  olfered  by  Brazil  under  the  improved 
conditions  which  are  bound  to  come  without  much  further  delav. 
Hoos  orow  wonderfully  well,  are  healthy,  and  fatten  easily;  corn  can 
be  I’aised  easily  and  comparatively  cheaply,  and  the  opportunities  for 
the  establishment  of  meat-packine  concerns  are  exceptional.  In  both 
Ciittle  and  ho”s,  etlorts  have  been  made  from  time  to  time  to  introduce 
thorouy-hbred  stock  from  the  Lnited  States  and  other  countries  with 
varyine  success,  'rhere  have  been  successful  importations  of  Ameri¬ 
can  swine,  notaldy  Berkshires,  but  so  far  the  importations  of  Ameri¬ 
can  cattle  have  bi'en  unsuccessful  because  of  the  fact  that  •'•razino 
conditions  in  Brazil  dill'er  oreatly  from  such  conditions  on  American 
farms.  There  has  been  practically  nothinjif  done  with  sheep.  There 
are  some  oood  horses  in  Brazil,  but  they  have  generally  been  of 
lecent  importation  and  their  use  is  not  general.  Draft  animals 
consist  of  nudes  and  oxen.  The  former  are  of  a  small,  tame,  and 
comi)aratively  tractable  stock,  and  the  latter  Imve  been  successfulh’ 
crossed  with  the  sacred  oxen  of  India,  producing  some  of  the  linest 
iK'asts  I  have  seen  anywhere. 

*•  (Jeneral  agricultural  conditions  are  impioving  rapidly,  and,  indee<l, 
oiler  the  most  promising  feature  of  Brazil's  industrial,  tinancial,  and 
social  conditions.  Immigration  to  Brazil  has  fallen  oil  to  almost  noth¬ 
ing  during  the  jKist  ten  years  and  the  country  needs  labor  yery  badly. 
The  federal  government  and  especially  the  governments  of  several 
of  the  States  are  ollering  many  inducements  to  immigrants,  and  in 
.some  eases  wdl  furnish  colonies  with  grants  of  land.  The  develop- 
inent  of  new  agricultural  enterpi  ises,  like  that  of  the  new  Brazilian 
linen  plant,  will  generally  be  given  practical  aid  in  the  way  of  a  grant 
of  land.

“■  L’lnjuestionably,  considerable  can  be  done  in  Brazil  in  the  way  of 
luinlrering  if  the  enterprise  is  in  capalde  and  experienced  hand.s. 
Biazil  has  the  largest  and  in  .some  respects  the  linest  forests  in  the 
world.  Its  entire  area  pi'actically  is  coyered  with  wonderful  yegeta- 
tion.  The  nunilrer  of  fine  lumber  woods  suitable  for  many,  if  not  all 
purposes,  is  lai’ge  and  the  supply  is  almost  without  limit.  Lnfortu- 
nab'ly,  howeyer,  the  trees  furnishing  such  materials  are  not  found  in 
large  bodies  or  gioyes  as  is  commonly  the  case.

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liiMzil  is  so  supplied  with  water  traiispurtatioii  that  it  is  probable  its 
railroad  system  for  many  years  to  eome  will  merely  represent  more 
or  less  successful  efforts  to  eouiiect  its  water  systems.  The  entire 
lenjifth  of  the  country  is  represented  by  a  coast  line,  which  is  majfniti- 
cently  fac<‘d  to  command  the  best  routes  of  the  world's  commerce.  In 
the  north  of  the  Republic  the  j^reat  Amazon  offers  transportation  to 
within  comparativ(dy  short  distance  of  the  Racitic.  One  of  the  most 
notable  features  t)f  the  Amazon  valley,  however,  is  the  manner  in 
which  its  tributaries  comiiij*-  from  the  south  offer  transportation  almost 
parallel  with  the  seacoast  for  many  hundreds  of  miles.  From  the  south 
and  southeast  are  the  Faraj^uay  and  Parana,  which  offer  similar  facili¬ 
ties  for  the  southern  portion  of  the  ereat  interior  plateau,  the  divide 
l»etweeu  the  rivers  runuiu”’  north,  and  those  running  south  beint^  so 
narrow  and  so  low  that  in  flood  times  there  is  canoe  service  and  even 
larger  sized  boat  service  both  ways.  The  result  of  these  yreat  north 
and  south  valleys,  separated  by  '•reat  mountain  ranj^es,  is  that  Brazil's 
railroads  can  run  conveniently  and  economically  but  a  shoit  distance 
east  and  west,  and  its  river  service  prevents  their  ('xtensive  develop¬ 
ment  north  and  south.  Yet,  with  proper  cooperation,  the  two  will 
afford  the  country  a  complete  transportation  system.  The  river  sys¬ 
tems  arc  marred  l»y  a  numl)er  of  *>i(‘at  rapids  and  waterfalls,  but  such 
difliculties  are  easily  obviated  hy  a  link  of  railway  now  and  then,  and 
at  the  same  time  they  offer  opportunities  for  the  development  of  water 
])ower — Brazil's  only  power  asset  in  manufactures  and  transportation.

"The  niilroads  of  Brazil  so  far  constructed  have  been  desioned,  per¬ 
haps  unwittingly,  as  a  snpplenientarv  system  to  its  water  courses. 
There  are,  substantially,  lu.Sfft  miles  of  railroad  in  operation  in 
Brazil,  of  which  about  three-seventeenths  aie  owuied  h}-  the  Federal 
.CJovernment,  eiyht-seventeenths  by  corpoi'ations  havinj*’  concessions 
from  the  Federal  (lovernment,  and  the  rest  f»y  interests  having  con¬ 
cessions  from  State  governments.  Most  of  these  roads,  by  the  terms 
of  their  concessions,  will  rev«*rt  to  the  Government,  and  on  most  of 
them  the  (Jovernment  guarantees  a  cerbiin  rate  of  interest  on  the 
capital  invested.  Railroad  lines  are  being  extended  constantly  upon 
similar  concessions.  Most  of  the  railroads  are  paving  fair  interest 
returns,  some  of  them  being  above  the  ordinary  for  such  investments. 
Freight  rates  are  excessive,  1.5  per  cent  of  such  a  commodit}'  as  coffee 
in  large  (piantities  going  for  the  freight  rates  from  plantation  to 
export  warehouse  on  the  seacoast  in  many  instances. 

‘“Coast  shipping  is  in  the  control  of  Brazilian  lines,  and  there  is  very 
fair  service  both  between  the  coast  ports  sind  between  them  and  the 
river  ports.  The  chief  shipping  interest  of  Bi’Bzil  is  the  Lloyd  Bi'a- 
zileiro,  the  line  which  has  established  a  monthly  ser\  ice  betw'oen  Rio 
de  flaneiro  and  New  York.  It  has  a  large  fleet  of  steamers,  it  is 
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hi'iivily  .suJ)si(lized  hy  the  (ioveniiuont,  iiiicl,  aside  from  its  excessively 
lii<,di  freijflit  rates  for  local  service,  it  would  otfer  what  is  in  some 
respects  a  model  service.  Hut  freight  rates  of  all  kinds  in  Hrazil  are 
excessive.  'I'liey  are  an  insurmountable  dilliculty  in  the  development 
of  many  enterprises  which  mioht  thiive  here  under  more  favorable 

rates.

••  'I'he  most  notable  item  in  the  atiove  list  is  that  of  cotton,  which  shows 
an  increase  of  8t>.27!>,o!*i  pounds,  indicating  not  only  that  Brazilian 
cotton  is  to  be  considered  a  part  of  the  general  stock  of  cotton  in  the 
world,  subject  to  general  demand,  but  that  also  Brazil's  possibilities  in 
the  line  of  cotton  exports  merits  serious  cotisideration.'" 

ARGENTINE  FLOUR  IN  THE  REPUBLIC. 

In  a  ])ublished  interview,  Senor  Carlos  Lix  Klktt,  consid-general 
of  the  Argentine  Uepublic  in  Bi^azil,  gives  his  opinion  on  the  decline  of 
flour  imports  into  the  country,  stating  that  it  is  to  a  great  degree  due 
to  the  comjx'tition  created  by  Brazilian  mills  which  grind  Argentine 
wheat. 

Receipts  from  the  United  States  have  declined  from  5b,8lJ8,lt)3  kilo¬ 
grams  ill  1901  to  ‘20, <*(*0,484  kilograms  in  1905,  while  Argentine  Hour 
advanced  from  77,402,870  kilograms  in  1!*01  to  1(*8, 577.803  kilograms 
in  1!*(*5.  During  the  period  in  reference  imports  of  Argentine  wheat 
rose  from  114.550,94()  kilograms  to  214, 2Sl, 5*03  kilograms. 

During  the  first  six  months  of  1903,  receipts  of  United  States  Hour 
at  Rio  de  Janeiro  were  onh’  776,163  kilograms,  while  Argentine  and 
Uruguayan  wheat  was  received  to  the  extent  of  54,(*S4,940  kilograms. 

United  States  Hour  is  shipped  in  bari’els  of  88  kilograms  each,  for 
which  a  pri«’e  of  1,800  rein  is  paid,  while  Argentine  Hour  in  sacks  com¬ 
mands  the  smaller  market  price  of  700  reis. 
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PACKING-HOUSE  INDUSTRY. 

A  ropoi't  made  by  the  United  (States  Uonsul-tieneral  at  Ivio  de 
Janeiro  state.s  that  there  have  been  some  attempts  to  establish  meat- 
paekinj^  establishments  in  the  Kepiiblie.  and  in  the  State  of  Uio 
(irande  do  Sul  there  are  a  number  of  small  plants  doin<f  all  the  busi¬ 
ness  ])ossil>le  eonsiderino’  their  eciuipment.  but  their  methods  are  not 
up  to  date,  mueh  waste  bein<j  evident.  A  meat-pack in*>'  eoneern 
estaldished  in  the  Stiite  of  Minas  (leraes  some  tinu'  aj^o  has  ceased  to 
operate  on  account  of  the  hiiih  taxes. 

At  i)resent  almost  all  the  preservecl  meats  sold  on  the  IJrazilian 
market  are  imj)orted.  The  American  meat  trade  here,  however,  shows 
a  steady  decline  for  .several  years.  The  duty  on  fresh  beef,  nliit^itn, 
or  pork  is  '2  cents  per  pound,  on  <>ame  to  cents,  on  dried  meats  3.V 
cents,  and  in  brine  ♦»  cents.  On  hams,  sausaj>e,  tongues,  soups,  meat 
jellies,  ajiil  other  such  goods,  the  duty  varies  from  22  cents  to  24  cents 
per  pound.  On  certain  tine  Italian,  Spanish,  and  Portuguese  sausages 
the  duty  is  40  cents  j)er  pound,  and  upon  meat  extract  Si.  I,")  por  pound. 
In  spite  of  these  high  duties  there  has  been  considerable  movement  of 
meat  products  to  Brazil,  demonstrating  the  strong  demand  for  them 
among  both  the  native  and  foreign  population. 

In  the  ports  north  of  Kio  and  including  the  capital  cities  there  has 
been  so  strong  a  demand  for  meat  that  the  local  fresh  sup])ly  has  not 
been  sullicient,  and  in  1;h>4  there  were  imported  51,4()<i  tons  of  jerked 
beef,  valued  at  ^0,27"), (!3T.  The  imports  of  bacon  were  1,31b, 485 
pounds,  worth  8l(>3,(>20.  The  United  States,  during  the  last  year  for 
which  ligures  are  to  be  had,  supplied  twelve-thirteenlhs  of  this  trade. 
The  imports  of  ham  in  Ibbd  were  dbb,(ilS  i)ouuds,  valued  at  SlbT,  121, 
an  increase  of  about  !♦  ])er  cent  over  the  year  before.  (Ireat  Britain 
has  about  four-fifths  of  this  trade,  but  is  losing  a  little  in  proportion 
to  other  countries.  There  is  no  (piestion  but  there  has  been  a  very 
considerable  shipment  of  American  hams  into  Brazil  under  British 
marks.  'I'he  imports  of  preserved  meats  and  extracts  were  737,33(5 
pounds,  valued  at  8171,578,  of  which  the  United  States  furnished  only 
one-.'  ixth;  Portugal  supplied  three-tifths.  Of  lard,  the  American  ship¬ 
ments  into  Brazil,  which  four  years  ago  exceeded  8l,0(»0,00b,  in  19(»4 
amounted  to  but  830(5,132.  Food  products  coming  into  Brazil  must 
pass  otiicial  analysis  and  careful  inspection;  each  lot  of  every  ship¬ 
ment  is  subject  to  analysis,  for  which  the  (Jovernment  makes  a  charge 
of  20  mili'eia  (at  the  present  rate  of  exchange  e<|ualing  8(5J55  gold). 

There  is  little  encouragement  for  trade  in  American  meats  and  meat 
products  in  Brazil,  the  figures  for  which  are  i)ublishod  on  page  4s7  of 
the  August  Bulletin,  covering  the  fiscal  years  1905  and  1!»0(5.  There 
is,  however,  abundant  encouragement  for  the  establishment  of  meat¬ 
packing  industries  in  this  country  under  American  auspices  and  with 
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Amei’icivn  iiiucliinerv  \vliilo  tlio  Bruziliuti  people  are  di‘nian(lin<^  better 
meat  |)rcKliiets  from  native  sources.  The  country  has  unlimited  oraz- 
injf  lands,  the  climate  is  favorable  to  stock  raisinj^,  and  corn  «;ro\vs 
readil}'. 

In  the  Brazilian  cities  animals  are  generally  slaughtered  in  municipal 
cstatdishments,  those  in  llio  de  Janeiro  being  leased  to  two  contractors, 
and  about  400  Ijeeves  are  slaughtered  dail}'.  At  present  an  Illinois 
company  is  cruleavoring  to  secure  a  concession  from  the  municipal 
government  for  the  erection  of  modern  abattoirs,  in  which  all  meat 
for  the  city  would  ])e  prepared.  It  has  been  found  diflicult  to  make 
laril  in  this  country,  and  as  a  result  the  fat  is  taken  from  the  hog  in  a 
great  roll  and  preserved  by  salting.  This  fat  is  reiuh'red  as  needed 
b}’  the  natives,  and  is  one  of  the  standard  articles  of  commerce. 

IMPROVEMENT  WORKS  AT  THE  PORT  OF  MASSIAMBXJ. 

Mr.  Elmku  L.vwuenck  CouTiiEr.i,  has  entered  into  a  contract  with 
the  Brazilian  (lovernment  for  the  lease  of  the  Dona  Thereza  Chris¬ 
tina  Railway  and  the  construction  of  the  improvement  works  at  the 
port  of  Massiambu,  State  of  Santa  Catharina.  The  railway  lease 
terminates  December  81,  llMth,  and  includes  the  present  line  and  all 
extensions  made  to  the  same.  By  the  terms  of  the  lease  the  conces¬ 
sionaire  is  to  build  a  branch  line  running  between  the  main  line  and 
the  port  of  Massiambu,  and  to  extend  the  main  line  as  far  as  Araran- 
guii.  The  branch  line  between  the  port  of  Massiambu  and  the  main 
line  must  be  begun  within  six  months  from  the  approval  of  the  survey 
and  estimates  and  be  concluded  within  two  years  from  the  .s:ime  date. 
The  concessionaire  also  binds  himself  to  build  a  wooden  wharf  at  the 
port  of  Massiambii  of  sufficient  size  to  accommodate  the  navigation 
at  that  port  and  to  maintain  along  the  wharf  a  minimum  depth  of  9 
met(‘rs  at  low  tide.  This  will  be  substituted  bv  a  masonry  wharf  as 
soon  as  the  movement  of  the  port  shall  warrant  it.  The  dues  for  the 
dock  services  are  to  be  the  same  as  those  established  for  the  port  of 
Santos.  The  concessionaire  must  submit  the  plans  and  estimates  for 
the  port  works  within  eight  months  from  the  date  of  the  signing  of  the 
contract,  and  the  works  must  be  begun  within  six  months  after  the 
same  have  been  approved. 

CONCESSION  FOR  THE  EXPLOITATION  OF  RUBBER. 

The  De  Mello  Brazilian  Rubber  Company,  Limited,”  is  the  title 
of  a  new  companv  recentl}'  formed  in  England  for  the  purpose  of 
exploitingthc  rubber  industry  in  Brazil  and  to  carry  on  trade  operations 
in  rubber,  tea,  coffee,  tobacco,  cotton,  cacao,  rice,  and  other  products. 
The  company  has  a  capital  of  X495,000,  the  par  value  of  each  share 
being  £1.

Numbers  of  ancient  coi)per  tools  found  in  the  worUinj^s  prove  that 
the  district  of  Collahuasi  was  known  before  the  advent  of  the  Span¬ 
iards.  It  is  also  spoken  of  by  early  «-ol()uial  writers,  in  particular 
Father  Barba,  who  wrote  at  the  bcoinninjf  of  the  seventeenth  century. 
At  this  time  it  was  known  as  the  minino’  district  of  Pereira,  a  name 
now  ffiven  to  :i  distinct  farther  south.  C’ollahuasi,  however,  was  aban¬ 
doned  in  early  times,  and  it  was  only  in  ISlMi,  with  the  <*-reat  growth  of 
the  copper  industry  all  over  the  world,  that  attention  was  aji'uin  drawn 
to  this  section. 

In  ISlv.i  a  company  under  the  name  of  Comparda  Mim'ra  de  C’olla- 
huasi  was  formed,  with  ownership  of  claims  of  140  hectares  in  area. 
The  results  at  first  eibtained  by  this  company  were  not  very  satisfac¬ 
tory,  and  it  was  only  after  the  discovery  made  by  Tiberius  Perjiolosi 
of  the  vein  afterwards  called  after  him,  the  Percfolosi  vein,  that  con¬ 
ditions  chanj^ed. 

Ore  carrying  as  mucli  as  40  per  ceiit  pure  copper  was  found  almost 
at  the  surface,  and  in  a  short  time  the  company  was  takin<c  out  oOO 
tons  a  month,  running'  from  30  to  40  fier  cent  copper,  and  some  f'old, 
silver,  and  cobalt.  Subseciuently  tlie  workiiiffs  were  taken  over  by 
what  is  known  as  the  ‘‘  Collahuasi  svndicate."  which  opened  up  other 
veins. 

The  climate  of  this  re<;ion  is  (piite  cold.  4'h(‘  thermometer  in  winter 
jfoes  down  to  —24“’  C.  and  in  summer  scarceh'  rises  above  14  C.  In 
June,  July,  and  Auc'ust  snow  falls  to  a  depth  of  from  3  to  C  feet. 

Senor  Muno  ipiotes  the  report  ma<le  by  Mr.  Samuel  Green,  who 
visited  the  mines  in  1S*03: 

“Copper  ore,  in  all  forms  known  to  mineralo<fists,  is  found  in  this 
bonanza  associated  with  a  litth*  limoniti*  and  ipiartz.  On  tin*  surface 
of  all  the  veins  carbonativs  and  silicates  are  tin*  prevailing  forms  of  the 
ores;  deeper  down  they  change  to  red  and  black  oxides  and  after¬ 
wards  to  sulphides.  In  the  Pc'rj^olesi  lodes  are  occasionally  found 
ores  of  as  much  as  72  per  cent  co[)pei‘.  'I'lie  lenj^th  of  the  vein  actu¬ 
ally  worked  is  only  about  38  feet  in  lenj^tii  and  feet  in  width,  pro- 
ducinjf  7)00  tons  of  35  per  cent  copper  a  month.  There  is  also  an 
appreciable  amount  of  silver,  i*old,  and  coltalt." 

Accordinjf  to  the  report  published  on  February  28,  IhOt!,  for  the  six 
months  ending  January  I,  there  were  51,311  tons  27  per  cent  ore  in 
the  r<“serves.  4,llU  tons  22  p(“r  cent  at  tlie  oi-ass,  and  15. !>',*()  tons  12 
per  cent  on  the  dumps,  or  a  total  of  71,411  tons  of  23.35  per  cent 
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iiiotiil.  This  ropreseiits  10,()7»5  tons  of  pure  copper,  which  iit  -€T5  a 
ton  is  over  one  and  a  (piarter  nxillions  pounds  sterlino-.  This  refers 
only  to  the  ore  absolutely  known,  which  is  in  sij^ht  and  tan<?ible.  The 
i;old  and  silver  carried  will  run  from  £‘2  to  £4  per  ton. 


COLOMBIA. 

NICKEL  COINS  AS  SUBSTITUTE  FOB,  PAPER  MONEY. 

The  President  of  the  Republic  of  Colombia  by  decree  dated  October 
IS,  ptot),  hasordei’ed  the  coiuac’e  of  nickel  pieces  in  sulHcient  (luantilies 
to  serve  as  a  substitute  for  paper  money  of  the  denominations  of  1,  2, 
and  5  pesos. 

The  alloy  of  these  coins  shall  be  ix*r  cent  nickel,  and  T.'*  per  cent 
copper,  and  their  wei<>ht  and  diameter  shall  be  as  follows:  For  the 
pieces,  4  j^rams  and  1!)  millimeters,  respectively;  for  the 
pieces,  3  grams  and  It*  millimeters,  respective!}’;  and  for  the 
pieces,  2  grams  and  IT  millijiieters,  respectively.  The  tolerance  or 
allowance  shall  be:  12  milligrams  for  the  coins,  IT*  milligrams  for 

the  coins,  and  IS  milligrams  for  the  coins. 

GOLD  PRODUCTION. 

Jn  spite  of  the  enormous  ({uantilies  of  gold  which  have  been  extracted 
in  Colombia  up  to  the  present  the  gold  and  silver  mines  and  deposits 
are  found  to  be  almost  intact.  According  to  a  statement  pul)lished  in 
i\w.  "  Rriuu’  DipJoiiKttiijii,’"  November  4,  lt*ot),  the  gold  jn  oduced 
in  Colombia  since  the  coiKpiest  up  to  1S8(5  can  be  valued  at  8<‘>31),t»(»**,(M)0 
and  the  silver  at  83.3,00(*,0U0. 

The  total  yield  of  these  two  metals,  distributed  by  Provinces,  is  as 
follows:  Antio(|uia,  8250, 000, 00(*;  Cauca,  §240,000,000;  Panama, 
804.<»t*i>.(»00;  'folinia,  §54,000,000;  Santander,  §15,000,000;  Bolivar, 
§7,000,0(*0;  Cundinamarca,  §l,800,(*0<*;  Magdalena,  §1,000, <*(*<*;  and 
Boyaca,  §200,000,  or  a  total  of  §t!72,0OO,(tOO. 

The  production  according  to  centuries  is  as  i5>llows:  Sixteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  §5:j,000,0(*0;  seventeenth  century,  §17:>,000,000;  eighteenth  cen¬ 
tury,  §205,0()0,000;  nineteenth  century  (up  to  1880),  §208,000,000. 

Of  these  amounts,  §5(X*,0<*<),(*00  came  from  jdacers  and  the  remainder 
from  veins.  With  the  exception  of  Brazil,  Colombia  is  considered 
to  produce  more  gold  than  any  other  South  American  country;  but  in 
comparing  its  size  with  that  of  Brazil,  its  production  is  larger  in 
proportion.

NATIONAL  STAMP  LAW. 

The  '"'‘Bohtin  de  Aldvios  Ri/diix,"  an  ollicial  ])ublication  of  the 
Republic  of  Colombia,  for  the  month  of  August,  contains  the 

text  of  the  new  national  stamp  law.  of  which  the  following  is  a 
trauslatiou: 
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“(July  31,  1906.) 

'‘'‘Decree  No.  dOO.,  series  of  1906.,  codifying  legislative  decrees  No.  32,  of 
May  31, 1906,  and  No.  ^.1,  (f  July  IS,  1906,  and  en>Gutive  decree  N^o. 
S90,  of  July  26,  1906. 

“  Hy  authority  of  section  5  of  legislative  decree  No.  41,  series  of 
l!Ki6,  be  it  enacted  by  the  President  of  the  Republic  of  Colombia  that: 

“Section  1.  The  national  stamp  tax  shall  be  made  etfective  by 
means  of  stamped  paper  and  stamps,  which  shall  be  affixed  to  the 
respective  documents  or  placed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  for  other  cases. 

“Se(’.  2.  From  August  1,  1906,  stamps  required  on  private  docu¬ 
ments,  in  accordance  with  the  respective  tariti',  shall  not  be  affixed 
ther<‘to,  but  instead  shall  be  affixed  and  canceled  by  the  official  agent 
assigned  to  each  locality,  on  a  certiticate  which  said  officer  is  author- 
i/,('d  to  issue  at  the  request  of  the  interested  party. 

“  (1)  'I'he certificate  above  mentioned  shall  be  attached  to  the  resjK!ct- 
i\e  document,  so  that  it  may  have  its  legal  effect;  it  shall  be  issued 
free  of  charge,  but  it  shall  be  void  if  requested  fifteen  days  after  the 
execution  of  the  respective  document. 

“  (2)  Documents  not  having  attached  thereto  the  certiticate  referr<*d 
to  in  the  precediijg  paragraphs  shall  be  void. 

“(d)  The  collector  of  new  revenues  is  hereby  empowered  to  enact 
rules  regarding  these  certificates,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Min¬ 
ister  of  Finance  and  Treasury. 

“Sec.  d.  There  shall  be  but  one  kind  of  stamped  paper,  the  value 
of  which  shall  be  5  centavos  per  sheet. 

“  'Fhe  executive  power  shall  prescribe  the  design  for  stamped  papt'r, 
as  well  as  the  value,  design,  size,  and  other  requirements  of  shape  of 
stamps. 

“  Se(^  4.  The  quotas  pa}' able  for  national  stamped  j)aperand  stamps 
shall  be  those  pre.scribed  in  the  following  tariff: 

[S.  1’.  iiioaiiM  that  stamped  paper  is  reijuired.  O.  P.  means  ordinary  i)aper.  Tlie  seeon*!  column  indi¬ 
cates  the  value  of  the  stamp  to  be  affixed  to  ea(di  sheet.  The  thini  column  indicates  the  value  In 
stamps  rc(iuired  in  proportion  with  value  of  the  document  or  action.  In  the  fourth  column  the 
fixed  value  of  stamps,  when  required,  is  indicated.]

“(3)  In  places  where  the  circulation  of  silver  currency  is  legal,  the 
amount  of  the  stamp  tax  to  be  paid  shall  be  double  the  amount  fixed 
in  the  tariff —that  is  to  say,  2  centavon  silver  per  1  centavo  gold. 

“The  Kxecutive  shall  be  empowered  to  inodif}'  this  ratio  of  exchange 
hetween  gt)ld  and  silver  in  accordance  with  the  fluctuations  of  silver 
in  the  market. 

“  5.  Th(*,  stamp  tax  to  be  paid  on  acts  and  documents,  ad  valorem 

and  in  stamps,  shall  only  be  charged  on  sums  amounting  to  10  pesos 
or  more;  hut  the  use  of  stamped  paper  is  required  on  all  such  acts  and 
documents  on  which  this  requisite  is  prescribed  by  the  tariff,  whether 
the  value  thereof  exceeds  10  pesos  or  not. 

“  In  appraising  the  amount  to  be  paid  in  stamps,  fractions  not 
amounting  to  1  centavo  shall  be  disregarded. 

“  Sec.  0.  Stamped  paper  and  stamps  shall  not  be  used  after  the  period 
of  two  years  for  which  they  have  been  issued.  If  stamped  paper  is 
used  before  the  beginning  of,  or  after,  the  said  two  j’ears,  it  shall  be 
considered  as  ordinary  paper.  However,  indorsements,  transfers,  or 
notes  at  the  foot  of  deeds,  documents,  obligations,  or  promissory 
notes,  etc.,  shall  have  the  same  value  as  if  the\’  had  been  written  on 
legal  stamped  paper. 

“Stamped  paper  and  stamps  to  be  put  in  circulation  on  August  1, 
I!HK),  shall  be  valid  until  December  31,  1908. 

“Sec.  7.  A  document  written  on  other  paper  than  that  required  by 
this  decree  shall  have  no  effect  as  evidence,  whether  it  be  contested  or 
not  by  the  opposing  party,  nuncupative  and  closed  wills  and  their 
wra[)pers,  excepted.  When  wills  of  this  sort  are  jiroduced,  the  inter¬ 
ested  parties  shall  pay  5  pesos  per  sheet,  including  the  wrapper. 

“Sec.  8.  Stamped  paper  shall  be  32  centimeters  long  by  22  centi¬ 
meters  wide,  or  28  centimeters  long  by  23^  centimeters  wide:  the 
stamp  thereon  shall  bear  the  coat  of  arms  of  the  nation,  and  it  shall 
stab*  in  letters  and  numbers  the  period  during  which  its  us(‘  shall  be 
legal,  and  the  value  of  the  sheet.  The  paper  shall  be  of  good  quality. 
It  shall  have  two  longitudinal  lines  for  margin;  the  inside  margin  shall 
be  3  centimeters  wide  and  the  outside  margin  2  centimeters.  Between 
the  two  longitudinal  lines  it  shall  have  transversal  lines,  distant  8  milli¬ 
meters  from  each  other,  leaving  a  space,  at  the  top  and  at  the  foot,  of 
a  width  of  2  centimeters. 

“  Sec.  9.  Ordinary  paper  to  be  used  for  documents  bearing  stamps 
must  l)e  of  the  same  sizes  prescribed  in  the  preceding  section.  If 
such  paper  is  larger  than  said  sizes,  it  shall  pay  as  excess  a  quota 
equivalent  to  that  corresponding  to  a  sheet.  If  such  paper  is  exceed- 
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larger  than  the  prescribed  sizes,  it  shall  pay  a  quota  more  for 
each  size  or  fraction  of  a  size  in  excess. 

“‘Sec.  10.  When  the  supph’  of  stamped  paper  in  a  collecting  office 
shall  have  been  exhausted,  validated  paper  shall  be  used  for  such  acts, 
proceedings  and  documents  required  by  this  decree  to  be  written  on 
stamped  paper.  The  validation  shall  bo  stated  on  a  note  written  by 
the  respective  collector  on  a  sheet  of  paper;  the  date  of  the  validation 
shall  also  be  stated  in  said  note.  A  \0-centavo  stamp  shall  be  affixed 
to  (‘ach  sheet  thus  validated. 

•’The  collector  shall  charge  the  amount  of  the  validated  paper  and 
affix  the  respective  stamp,  which  shall  be  canceled  with  the  note  of 
validation. 

““Sec.  11.  Validated  paper  shall  not  be  received  by  public  authori¬ 
ties,  corporations,  or  officers,  unle.ss  it  is  provided  with  the  proper 
validation  stamp. 

“Should  it  occur  that  both  the  supply  of  stamped  paper  and  stamps 
in  a  collecting  office  has  been  exhausted,  the  collector  shall  state  this 
fact  in  the  note  referred  to  in  section  10,  in  which  case  the  validated 
paper  shall  only  be  valid  during  the  day  of  the  validation. 

“Sec.  12.  Acts,  proceedings,  documents,  or  writings  which  must 
be  provided  with  stamps  shall  have  affixed  thereto  the  amount  of 
stamps  re<iuired  by  thetarilf;  however,  they  may  have  affixed  a  larger 
amount  if  there  are  no  equivalent  .shimps. 

"Sec.  13.  The  payment  and  cancellation  of  .stamps  in  receipts, 
invoices,  deposits,  and  assignments  shall  be  made  by  the  person 
receiving  the  money  or  articles;  stamps  in  checks  shall  be  paid  by  the 
bank  or  the  person  against  whom  it  is  drawn,  and  shall  be  canceled  by 
the  person  cashing  it.  Stamps  on  drafts  and  stocks  shall  be  paid  by 
the  person  issuing  or  indorsing  the  respective  document,  and  canceled 
by  the  party  receiving  it;  stamps  on  promissory  notes  and  other  obli¬ 
gations  shall  be  paid  1)3’^  the  person  giving  the  .securitv",  except  when 
otherwise  agreed  to  by  the  interested  parties, 

“The  cancellation  of  the  stamps  must  be  made,  at  the  moment  of 
signing  the  same,  by  the  person  interested,  except  when  such  cancel¬ 
lation  should  be  made  by'  a  public  officer. 

“‘(1)  When  the  required  stamps  have  not  been  affixed  and  canceled 
in  documents  concerning  private  interests  such  documents  shall  not 
be  valid. 

“(2)  In  transactions  among  private  persons  the  cancellation  shall  be 
made  by'  writing  upon  the  stamp  the  date  thereof  and  the  slgnatui’e  of 
the  person  canceling  the  .shimp.  Public  officers  before  whom  a  docu¬ 
ment  with  stamps  is  pre.sented  shall  cancel  them  with  a  .seal  containing 
the  date,  the  word  ‘canceled,’  a  facsimile  of  the  officer’s  signature 
and  his  title;  .said  seal  shall  be  marked  upon  the  stamps  with  ink  of 
different  color  than  that  of  the  stamps;  the  cancellations  of  stamps  by 
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pul)lic  officers  may  be  made  in  handwriting  while  the  seals  prescribed 
therefor  are  being  made;  before  making  the  cancellation  the  officer 
shall  ascertain  whether  the  stamp  or  stamps  to  be  canceled  correspond 
with  the  resiM'ctive  document.  In  the  Execntiv^e  departments  of  the 
government  such  cancellation  shall  be  made  by  the  assistant  secreta¬ 
ries,  or  the  persons  acting  as  such;  in  corporations  or  offices  having 
secretaries  the  cancellation  shall  be  made  by  them,  and  in  other  offices 
by  the  respective  chief. 

“■(3)  Clerks  of  courts  shall  not  cancel  the  sUunps  affixed  to  any  docu¬ 
ment  until  after  the  first  order  has  been  issued. 

Skc.  14.  I’ublic  documents  executed  while  decree  No.  53  of  11H)5 
was  in  force  and  before  the  promulgation  of  decree  No.  980  of  1905 
shall  be  considered  as  valid,  even  if  the  stamps  required  by  said  pro¬ 
vision  have  not  been  affixed  thereto.  Private  documents  executed 
before  the  date  of  this  decree,  which  are  null  on  account  of  not  having 
the  required  stamps,  may  be  revalidated  by  affixing  thereto  stamps  to 
an  amount  double  that  originally  required,  provided  there  is  no  con¬ 
troversy  in  regard  to  said  documents  and  that  they  have  not  been 
declared  null  by  judicial  judgment. 

“Those  stamps  shall  be  canceled  by  the  collector  writing  in  the 
document  the  respective  note  of  cancellation. 

“  Sec.  15.  The  collector  of  stamp  tax  shall  be  authorized  to  make 
agreements  with  the  banking  establishments  dispensing  with  the  use 
of  stamps  in  business  transacted  through  said  establishments,  and  pro¬ 
viding  that  instead  definite  sums,  to  be  agreed  upon  in  each  case,  shall 
be  paid  in  advance.

“Sec.  17.  When  the  payment  for  public  expenditures  is  made  by 
order  of  the  respective  auditor  in  favor  of  creditors  of  the  Treasury, 
such  order  shall  have  affixed  thereto  stamps,  which  amount  shall  be 
in  accordance  with  its  value.  When  such  payments  are  made  in 
advance  on  accounts  or  pay  rolls  the  stamps  shall  be  affixed  thereto 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  to  affix  them  again  when  the  orders  of 
legalization  are  issued. 

“Sec.  18.  The  prelates  of  the  dioceses  of  the  Republic  and  the 
vicars-general  or  governors  thereof  shall  not  be  subject  to  the  use  of 
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stamped  paper  or  stamps  in  petitions  sent  by  them  to  public  corpora¬ 
tions,  officers,  or  employees,  or  iti  documents  accompanying  said 
petitions. 

Se('.  lb.  Stamped  jiaper  remaining  in  possession  of  private  persons 
without  being  used  at  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  issued 
may  be  exchanged  for  stamped  paper  of  new  issue  within  the  tirst  fif¬ 
teen  days  of  January  of  the  first  year  of  the  new  period. 

“Sec.  20.  The  Executive  is  autliorized  to  make  the  amendments  to 
this  d('cree  that  he  may  deem  m'cessary  for  its  (*xecution  and  enforce- 

IIKUlf. 

“.\ny  doubts  which  may  arise  from  the  application  of  this  decree 
shall  be  submitted  to  the  decision  of  the  Minister  of  Finance  and 
Treasury. 

“Sec.  21.  The  stamp  tax  is  exclusively  national;  therefore,  it  can 
not  be  estiiblished  or  collected  by  departments  of  municipaliti«*s  on 
their  own  account. 

“Sec.  22.  The  Government,  if  necessary  for  the  proper  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  rev'enue  object  of  this  decree,  shall  have  power  to  organize 
a  special  division  for  the  management  thereof,  to  fix  the  salaries  and 
other  expenditures  of  said  division,  and  to  issue  regulations  for  its 
organization. 

“Sec.  23.  The  employees  of  this  rev^enue  shall  have  compulsory 
jurisdiction  in  all  matters  relating  to  the  stamp  tax.

“Sec.  27.  Public  corporations,  officers,  or  employees  failing  to 
cancel  stamps  shall  pay  a  fine  double  the  value  of  each  stamp  left 
uncanceled. 

“Sec.  2S.  Cashiers,  paying-tellers  of  banking  or  industrial  establish¬ 
ments,  and,  in  general,  all  persons,  failing  to  cancel  stsimps  affixed  to 
documents  issued  by  them  publicly  or  privately,  shall  pay  a  fine  from 
50  cmtaroif  to  10  pesos^  plus  the  value  of  stamps  left  uncanceled;  and 
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]»>rsons  receiving  such  docimn'iits  shall  pay  a  fine  of  an  amount  double 
the  value  of  stamps. 

“Sec.  29.  ^Mercantile  societies,  and  in  general  all  persons  whose 
duty  is  to  cancel  stamps,  failing  to  fulfill  this  requisite,  shall  pay  a  fine 
from  oO  fo  10  pemx. 

“Sec.  3i>.  The  payment  of  fines  shall  he  enforced  by  any  of  the  chiefs 
of  collecting  offices,  either  by  personal  knowledge  or  upon  priv^ate 
information  to  be  investigated  by  the  officer  receiving  it.  The  impo¬ 
sition  of  the  p(malti(*s  prescribed  in  law  No,  13  of  190i3  shall  be  made 
by  the  competent  authorities  on  request  of  the  officers  of  the  stamp  tax. 

“Fines  imposed  in  accordance  with  sections  26,  28,  and  29  .shall  be 
paid  to  the  jK'rson  giving  the  information  of  the  violation,  who  .shall 
l»e  entitled  Ix'sides  to  a  reward  equal  to  the  value  of  the  tine. 

“  Sec.  31.  Inspectors  of  the  stamp  tax,  and  other  employees  assigned 
for  the  purpose,  shall  inspect,  once  a  month,  all  documents  transacted 
through  the  establishments  and  offices  mentioned  abov^e,  to  ascertain 
if  the  provisions  of  this  decree  have  been  observed. 

•‘Sec.  32.  All  individuals  having  knowledge,  officially  or  privately, 
of  any  violation  of  the  preceding  sections,  shall  notify  the  fact  to  the 
officer  whose  duty  is  to  impose  the  respc'ctive  penalty. 

“Sec.  33.  Legislative  decree  No.  .53,  of  1905,  relating  to  the  national 
stamp  tiix,  and  law  No.  32,  of  190.5,  except  the  part  relating  to  the 
pawning  establishment  controlled  by  the  State,  and  section  2  thereof, 
which  is  expressly  declared  in  force,  are  hereby  repealed. 

“  All  other  provisions  inconsistent  with  this  decree  are  likewise 
ri'pealed. 

“  Sec.  ,34.  All  provisions  in  force  relating  to  the  stamp  tax  are 
hereby  made  part  of  this  decree. 

“Sec.  35.  This  decree  .shall  take  effect  from  August  1,  1906.

From  the  above  figures  an  exportation  of  945,063  tons  is  indicated 
for  the  first  nine  months  of  1905,  as  compared  with  1,110,685  tons  in 
the  same  period  of  the  preceding  year.  If,  to  the  former  amount  is 
added  172,498  tons,  the  stock  on  hand  at  the  end  of  September,  1905, 
and  to  the  latter,  36,429  tons,  the  stock  bn  hand  on  September  30, 
1906,  the  total  supply  at  the  end  of  the  nine  months’  period  of  the  two 
years  are  shown  to  have  been  1,117,561  and  1,147,114  tons,  respec¬ 
tively.  Adding  to  these  totals  the  local  consumption  and  the  old 
stock,  the  total  production  for  the  nine  months  of  1906  is  shown  to  be 
1,160,230  tons,  as  compared  with  1,149,681  tons  for  the  corresponding 
period  of  1905. 

In  the  above  statement,  the  sacks  are  estimated  as  containing  320 
pounds  and  the  tons  are  long  tons  of  2,240  pounds  each. 


DOMINICAN  REPUBLIC. 

CONCESSION  FOR  THE  SOUTHERN  RAILROAD. 

An  act  of  the  National  Congress  of  the  Dominican  Republic,  dated 
May  15,  1906,  and  published  in  the  Gaceta  Oficial"  of  September  8, 
1906,  approved  the  contract  entered  into  between  the  (rovernment  and 
Me.ssrs.  Buompensikre  &  Valdez,  residents  of  Barahona,  Dominican 
Republic,  for  the  construction  and  exploitation  of  a  railway’  to  be 
known  as  the  “Southern  Railroad”  {Fet'i'ocarril  del  iSur),  which, start¬ 
ing  from  the  jiort  of  Barahona,  shall  pass  through  Canton  Cabnil,  and 
from  thence  to  the  Bao  Stream,  along  the  Renon  road,  and  cro.ssing 
the  Mena  and  El  Ilatico  fields,  by  way  of  Cabeza  de  Toro,  through 
tlie  mountain  of  this  name,  or  the  western  margin  of  the  River  Yaque; 
from  the  Bao  Stream  along  the  western  margin  of  the  River  San  .luan 
to  the  town  of  the  same  name,  which  shall  be  tlie  terminus  of  the  line. 
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which,  however,  may  be  extended  to  the  town  of  lianica  or  to  the 
border,  crossing  the  boundaries  of  the  town  of  Las  Matas.  A  branch 
line  may  also  be  constructed  from  Canton  Cabral  to  Enritiuillo  In’ way 
of  Xeiba.  The  cojistruction  of  the  railroad  must  be  commenced,  in  the 
|)ort  of  Harahona,  within  twelve  months,  and  completed  within  five 
yeai’s  from  the  date  of  the  appi’oval  of  the  concession  by  Congress. 
'Pile  line  shall  be  openeil  to  the  public  tratlic  as  soon  as  it  shall  have 
been  connected  with  ('anton  Cabral,  and  so  on,  whenever  t'ach  of  the 
stations  mentioned  shall  have  been  reached. 

The  concessionaires  shall  deposit  with  the  'Preasury  of  the  Republic 
the  amount  of  ^5,000  American  gold  as  guaranty.  The  Govern- 
iiKMil  constitutes  in  favor  of  the  concessionaires  a  guaranty  of  6  per 
cent  p(‘r  annum  for  every  20  kilometers  under  exploitation,  the  value 
of  which  is  fixed  at  ^10,000  American  gold  per  kilometer.  This 
guaranty  shall  be  in  force  for  the  period  of  twenty-five  years. 

'Ph(*  term  of  the  contract  shall  be  for  fifty  years  from  the  date  of 
tin'  approval, thereof. 

.ECUADOR. 

RATIFICATION  OF  THE  AGRICULTURAL  CONVENTION  OF  ROME. 

The  Acting  President  of  the  Repuldic  of  h^cuador,  in  a  decree  dated 
Si'ptember  2<5,  has  ratified  the  convention  concluded  in  Rome  on 

June  7.  1905,  for  the  organization  of  an  international  agricultural 
institute  at  that  capital.  Hy  the  t)-  'visions  of  the  decree  in  reference 
Ecuador  shall  btdong  to  the  fifth  class  mentioned  in  article  1<»  of  the 
convention.

liy  decree  of  Senor  Don  Ei.ov  Alfaho.  .Voting  President  of  the 
R(*public  of  Ecuador,  dated  March  2)0,  1900,  a  complete  census  of  the 
city  of  Quito,  the  capital  of  the  Republic,  was  taken  on  Ma}’  1.  19(»0, 
under  the  direction  of  Sefior  Don  Luciaxo  'Peu.an  C\.  chief  of  the 
Imreau  of  statistics.  'Ph((  report  of  Sefior 'Peu.an  was  issued  on  August 
1,  1900,  and  fln^  following  figures  are  taken  th(*refrom: 

'Potal  nunib(‘r  of  inhabitants,  50,841;  persons  under  18  vears  of  age, 
19,101;  between  18  and  45  vears.  24,025;  above  45  y<‘ai’s,  7,705;  males, 
22,70;-5;  females,  28,078,  a  proportion  of  128.85  females  to  100  males; 
single,  82,089,  of  whom  12,0>51  are  above  IS  years  of  age*;  marrii'd, 
14.751;  widoAvs  and  widowers,  4,051.  There  are  81,800  above  the  age 
of  7  who  are  al)le  to  read  and  write',  and  10,878  illitei'ate.  Phere  are 
1,791  ])rivate  dwelling  houses  in  tin'  city,  in  which  live  45,552  people, 
or  an  average  of  25.35  persons  in  each  house.  There  are  1,8(55 
fon'igners  in  Quito,  a  third  of  whom  are  in  .schools,  coin’ents,  monas¬ 
teries,  and  houses  of  charity,  leaving  1K14  engaged  in  private  business, 
of  whom  nearly  one-half,  4(55,  are  Colombians;  there  ai'e  48  Germans, 
61  French,  6  English,  85  Italians,  and  17  Americans.

THE  GUAYAQUIL  AND  QUITO  RAILWAY. 

The  president  of  the  (niayaquil  and  Quito  Railway,  Mr.  Archer 
Harman,  of  London,  under  date  of  October  25,  IhOti,  issued  an  official 
stiiteinent  in  reji^ard  to  the  proj^ress  of  the  construction  of  th('  raili’oad, 
from  which  the  following  paragraph  has  been  extracted; 

“  Out  of  the  entire  length  of  the  railway  from  (luayaipiil  to  Quito — 
namely,  280  miles — IhO  miles,  inclusiv-e  of  the  whole  of  the  mountain 
division,  which  crosses  the  Ohimborazo  Mountain  (11,800  feet),  are 
to-day  completed  and  in  operation  as  far  as  Mocha,  in  the  Ambato 
Valley.  Of  the  remaining  90  miles — namely,  the  IMateau  division  - 
the  grade  and  masonry  are  finished  into  Quito,  and  rails  are  being  laid 
at  the  rate  of  4,000  to  5,000  feet  per  day:  rails,  ti('s.  bridges,  and  all 
of  the  material  necessary  to  complete  tin'  line  into  Quito  being  on 
hand  and  paid  for.  The  phj’sical  condition  of  the  railway  and  of  the 
ecpiipment  is  good.  The  above  facts  have  been  checked  and  veritied 
during  the  last  three  months  by  expert  rej)resentatives  of  influential 
American,  French,  and  Holland  banking  houses,  who  have  been  in 
Ecuador  to  investigate  the  economical,  financial,  and  physical  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  State,  in  view  of  a  possible  unification  of  its  debt.  While 
their  report  has  not  as  yet  been  communicated  to  the  railway  company, 
we  are  confident  that  whatever  its  conclusions  may  be,  the  statements 
as  af)ove  will  be  corroborated  in  their  entirety  when  the  report  is  made 
public  during  November  next.’’ 


HAITI. 

COMMERCIAL  TREATY  WITH  FRANCE  EXTENDED. 

Mr.  He  NRY  W.  Furniss,  Fnited  States  minister  to  Haiti,  reports, 
uiuh'r  date  of  October  10,  that  the  Republic  of  Haiti  and  the  French 
Republic  have  concluded  an  agreement  to  again  prorogue,  provision¬ 
ally,  the  commercial  convention  made  duly  :>1,  1900,  betw'een  Haiti  and 
I' ranee,  and  that  the  following  d«>cr(‘e  has  been  proclaimed: 

“The  commercial  convention  signed  duly  31,  1900,  between  the 
Republic  of  Haiti  and  France  is  maintained  in  force  for  another  period 
of  three  months— from  October  31,  1906,  to  January  31,  1907.’’ 

NEW  SHIPPING  REGULATIONS. 

Minister  H.  VV’^.  Furnish  forwards  from  Port  an  Prince  cop}'  of  a 
n<*w  Haitian  law  making  an  addition  to  the  customs  laws  as  follows: 

“The  differences  of  surplus  that  shall  be  found  shall  immediately 
form  the  nucleus  of  a  supplementary  account  for  which  the  State 
should  demand  the  judicial  condemnations  foreseen  by  the  repression 
of  smuggling.  The  State  shall  only  take  provisional  security  by 
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attachment,  bail,  or  any.  othei'  means  on  the  values,  merchandises, 
and  property'  of  the  exporter,  notwithstanding  opposition  of  appeal. 

’’The  agents  of  steamship  lines  established  in  Haiti  shall  be  required, 
under  penalty  of  withdrawal  of  their  licenses,  without  prejudice  of 
all  other  penalties,  to  transmit  regularl}’.  little  by  little,  within  a 
maximum  delay  of  three  months,  the  weight  given  on  which  the 
freight  of  all  commodities  shipped  from  Haiti  has  been  collected  at 
the  port  of  designation.” 

HONDURAS. 

ARBITRATION  TREATY  WITH  SPAIN. 

On  August  3.  IBOG,  an  arbitration  treaty  was  concluded  and  signed 
at  the  city  of  San  Sebastian,  Spain,  by  the  plenipotentiaries  of  the 
Republic  of  Honduras  and  the  Kingdom  of  Spain. 

MEXICO. 

FOREIGN  COMMERCE  IN  AUGUST,  1906. 

According  to  figures  issued  l)y  the  Statistical  Division  of  the  Treas¬ 
ury  Department  of  the  Republic  of  Mexico,  the  foreign  commerce  of 
the  Republic  for  August,  19015,  and  for  the  first  two  months  of  the 
current  fiscal  year,  1906-7,  was  represented  by  the  following  valua¬ 
tions,  the  figures  for  the  corresponding  periods  of  the  preceding  year 
being  also  given  for  purposes  of  comparison: 

The  total  value  of  importations  during  the  two  months  under  review 
was  §31,730,562.51  in  Mexican  currency,  as  declared  in  the  custom¬ 
houses,  an  increase  of  §6,169,737.04  as  compared  with  the  j)receding 
year. 

The  exports  for  the  two  months  were  valued  at  §37,424,166.22, 
showing  a  decrease  of  §3,808,734.40  as  compared  with  the  same  period

EXPORT  DUTY  ON  SILVER  MONEY. 

'The  Presidc'iit  of  the  Kepuhlic  on  November  10.  lOOb,  siy;ned  a  decree 
placinji’  an  export  tax  of  10  per  cent  on  Mexican  silver  inoni'}’  in  (pianti- 
ties  wreater  than  10  })esos.  However,  a  provision  of  the  decree  allow.s 
pi'i-sons  wishino;  to  avoid  the  tax  on  I'xiiortation  to  do  so  by  depositing 
with  the  Kxchangi'  and  Currency  C'ommission,  for  coinage,  gold  in 
bars,  not  of  native  production,  or  foreign  coined  gold,  of  an  amount 
('<iuivalent  in  value  to  the  silver  exported.  The  Legal  parity  of  gold 
and  silver  is  75  centigrams  of  pure  gold  to  the  peso.  The  gold  received 
Ity  the  I'A'change  and  C'urrency  Commission  will  he  coined  for  the 
account  of  the  pi'rson' so  depositing  it. 

SILVER  BASIS  OF  THE  STAMP  AND  CUSTOMS  TAXES  FOR  DECEM¬ 
BER,  1906. 

The  usual  monthly  circular  issued  by  the  'rreasury  Department  of 
the  Mexican  (Tovernment  announces  that  the  legal  price  per  kilogram 
of  pure  silver  during  the  month  of  December,  lltot),  is  $4<>.o4,  accord¬ 
ing  to  calculations  provided  in  the  decree  of  March  25,  1905.  This 
jirice  will  be  the  basis  for  the  payment  of  the  stamp  tax  and  customs 
duties  when  silver  is  used  throughout  the  Republic.

On  Oc'tobor  ol,  1000,  u  contract,  the  text  of  which  is  contained  in 
the  official  pul)lication  of  tlie  State  of  Michoacan  of  November  18, 
1000,  was  entered  into  Ixdwecn  the  Government  of  the  Mexican 
Kcpublic  and  tlic  Mexican  Flume  atid  Ijiunber  Company,  authorizinji 
the  latter  to  construct  and  exploit  for  the  term  of  ninety-nine  years  a 
railroad  in  the  State  of  Michoacan.  startiii”'  from  the  C^nirio  Station 
of  the  National  Railroad  of  Mexico,  and  terminating  at  a  point  near 
Las  Cruces,  by  way  of  Indairarapeo. 

Four  kilometers  of  the  line  must  be  completed  within  the  first  t’car, 
and  .a  kilometers  within  each  subseiiuent  year,  so  that  the  entire  line 
sliall  be  completed  within  four  yeaivs. 

The  company  shall  pay  monthly  the  amount  of  50  pe><(»<  for  the  rffil- 
road-inspection  fund.

RAILROAD  REPORTS,  1906. 

Tlic  report  of  the  International  Railroad  of  Mexico  for  the  si.x 
months  ended  June  dO,  1000.  shows  the  net  earninijs  of  tlie  line  to 
have  increased  nearly  a  half  million  dollars  or  d6.‘22  per  cent,  while 
the  total  receipts  increased  24.52  per  cent.  The  commercial  tounajjfe 
handled  during'  the  half  year  incnaisi'd  127, dOS  tons,  or  21.72 per  cent. 
Kvery  impoi  tant  commodity  shipped  shows  an  increase  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  coal  and  coke.  The  cause  of  the  decline  of  the  two  articles 
named  was  the  scarcity  of  laborers  in  the  mining  regions,  a  condition 
being  rapidly  overcome  by  the  introduction  of  Japanese.

NEW  STEAMSHIP  SERVICE  IN  CONNECTION  WITH  THE  TEHUAN¬

Honolulu.  Twelve  ships  will  be  put  on  the  new  route,  live  of  them  to 
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pi}'  ItetwooM  New  York  and  C'oatzacoaleos  and  seven  between  Salina 
Cruz.  San  Franeiseo.  and  Ilonolnlu.  Hetween  New  York  and  Coatza- 
eoaleos  regular  weekly  sailings  will  be  maintained,  while  between 
Salina  Cruz  and  Honolulu  the  trips  will  be  made  every  twelve 
days.  Oil  this  service  the  vessels  will  go  direct  from  Salina  Cruz  to 
Honolulu,  stopping  on  the  return  route  at  San  Francisco.  The  com¬ 
pany  has  ten  boats  in  commission  and  three  more  are  in  course  of 
construction. 

Another  possible  development  is  the  establishment  of  a  regular 
service  between  New  Orleans,  V'eracruz,  and  Coatzacoalcos,  it  being 
part  of  the  contractual  obligations  of  the  company  to  handle  sugar 
exported  from  Hawaii  to  the  F^nited  States. 

*  CHICLE  WOOD  FOR  RAILROAD  TIES. 

In  developing  a  foreign  mai  ket  for  native  products  Mexican  prop¬ 
erty  holders  are  desirous  of  utilizing  the  wood  of  the  chicle  tree  as 
ties  for  railroads.  It  is  stated  that  the  wood  is  one  of  the  hardest 
known  and  is  impervious  to  the  action  of  water  and  the  elements,  so 
that  the  life  of  an  ordinary  cross-tie  is  from  to  lio  years,  as  against 
4,  the  usual  life  of  the  tie.  'I'lie  wood  is  almost  as  hard  as  tiint  and  the 
steel  used  in  preparing  it  for  the  market  must  he  of  the  best  temper 
known.  It  is  being  extensively  used  in  road  building  in  Yucatan  and 
other  parts  of  Mexico,  and  it  is  desired  to  make  its  value  generally 
known. 

WHEAT  RAISING  IN  COAHUILA. 

United  States  Consul  Victor  L.  Duuaime,  of  Saltillo,  states  that 
Coahuila  holds  the  third  place  among  the  States  producing  the  largest 
amount  of  wheat  in  Mexico.  He  writes: 

•’In  this  consular  district  alone  the  crop  for  this  year  is  estimated 
to  be  about  1,0()0.(IU(»  buslnds.  The  yield  generally  averages  from  10 
to  15  bushels  to  tlie  acre.  Winter  red  wheat  is  sown  in  October  and 
the  crop  gathered  the  following  May  or  dune.  'I'he  (luality  compares 
favonibly  with  United  States  wheat.  The  price  ranges  from  S-.oO  to 
per  bushel  Mexican  currency  (§1.25  to  §1.50  United  States  cur¬ 
rency).  About  one-third  of  this  crop  is  grown  by  irrigation.  The 
wages  paid  to  workmen  for  harvesting  ranges  from  75  cents  to  §1  a 
day  Mexican  currency  to  .50  cents  United  States  currency). 

‘"This  branch  of  agriculture  is  yet  entirely  in  the  hands  of  Mexican 
ranchmen.  Owing  to  the  introduction  of  modern  agricultural  imple¬ 
ments  the  area  is  being  increased  each  year.  'Fhe  large  steam  plows, 
cultivators,  thrashers,  and  engines,  and  almost  every  kind  of  improved 
farming  machinery  now  aid  in  the  preparation  of  a  greater  amount  of 
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virgin  soil,  not  umlertak('ii  before  owino’  to  the  erucle  fiieilities.  This 
iuiprovecl  system  of  eeonomie  eiillivation  by  labor-savinj^^  maehineiy 
has  proved  to  be  so  protitalde  and  attraetive  that  landowners  are  now 
direetinj*'  tlieir  attention  to  this  braneh  of  a<>'rieulture  with  much  more 
ener«;y  and  activity.  ConsetpientI}’  the  value  of  a';ricultural  land  is 
advaneinj'’  appreciably  and  the  farminjr  sections  are  becoming  more 
thickly  settled  and  prosperous,  'rraveling  modern  steam  thrashing 
machines  are  in  general  use. 

‘‘  In  this  vicinit\'  there  are  d  modern  rolling  mills  running  l)y  steam 
and  '.t  stone  mills  operated  by  watej'  power.  The  Hour  the}'  produce 
is  of  an  excellent  (piality  and  linds  a  ready  sale  in  all  parts  of  the 
Kei)ublic,  so  much  so  that  a  large  amount  of  wheat  is  imported  here 
from  the  rnited  States,  keeping  these  mills  in  constant  operation  day 
and  niglit  to  sin)ply  tlie  demand  for  the  line  grade  of  Hour  which  this 
locality  has  acquired  a  reputation  for.  It  is  shipped  in  burla})  sacks, 
2  bags  containing  about  2(H)  pounds  or  1  barrel  of  Hour,  the  demajid 
usually  exceeding  the  supply. 

“Wheat  straw  furnishes  the  principal  food  for  the  animals,  there 
being  no  hay  raised  here.  Owing  to  some  peculiarity  of  the  soil  it 
contains  suHicient  nutritive  element  to  replace  hay  in  feeding  stock, 
on  which  they  thrive  and  keep  in  good  health}'  condition.  The  price 
of  wheat  straw  ranges  from  ^lo  to  ^20  Mexican .  currency  (^5  to  ^10 
ITiited  States  currexscy)  per  ton,  owing  to  its  abundance  and  proximity 
to  market. 

“The  duty  on  imported  wheat  was  removed  entirely  during  the  Hrst 
six  months  of  this  year,  and  during  this  period  the  importation  was 
much  larger  than  any  pri'vious  year.  The  importation  of  American 
wheat  into  ^lexico  during  the  last  twelve  months  amounted  to 
!s2,(HH>,(HH>  gold,  demonstrating  that  this  is  the  nearest  available  mar¬ 
ket  for  American  wheat.  The  supply  here  is  never  equal  to  the 
demand,  and  this  will  prove  a  proHtable  Held  for  American  wheat 
ex})orlers.  The  railroads  entering  ^lexico  are  all  of  the  standard 
gauge,  and  are  fully  ecpiipped  for  the  handling  and  prompt  delivery 
without  change  to  points  of  delivery." 

CONSULAR  TRADE  REPORTS. 

The  CMnsul-General  of  Mexico  at  New  A"ork  reports  that  during 
the  month  of  ()ctob(‘r.  19(^H»,  Kl  vessels  proceeding  from  Mexican  ports 
entered  the  harbor  of  New  A'ork  City,  bringing  !)2,.5(K»  packages  of 
merchandise.  During  the  same  month  the  vessels  clearing  from  the 
port  of  New  York  numbered  10,  carrying  200,59!)  packages  of  mer¬ 
chandise  consigned  to  Mexican  ports.  The  imports  in  detail  from 
Mexico  to  New  York  iii  October,  190t>,  were  as  follows:

PANAMA. 

AGRICULTURE  IN  THE  REPUBLIC. 

Accordiiif’’  td  official  statistics,  the  Kepublie  of  Panama  contains 
about  20,781,000  acres  of  land,  of  which  alamt  70,450  acres  are  under 
cultivation.  The  cultivated  lands  are  planted  as  follows,  viz:  1,147 
acres  in  cocoa,  1,177  acres  in  coffee,  37.000  acres  in  bananas,  13,030 
acres  in  cocoanuts  (which  does  not  include  the  coeoanut  palms  grow¬ 
ings  wild  on  tlie  San  Bias  coast),  1,185  acres  in  rubber  (which  does  not 
include  rubber  trees  in  the  district  of  Darien  or  those  growing  wild 
in  the  province  of  Veraguas),  1,005  acres  in  sugar  cane,  and  about 
14,0(M)  acres  in  rice,  corn,  yams,  sweet  potatoes,  and  other  vegetables, 
which  is  divided  principally  into  small  farms  of  1  to  10  acres  each. 
The  number  of  these  small  farms  is  estimated  at  2,000.  Farms  of  less 
value  than  ^luO  gold  pay  no  taxes;  those  above  such  valuation  ])ay  taxes 
of  0  ])er  cent  to  the  (lovernment. 

The  soil  of  the  Republic  of  Panama  is  veiy  fertile,  especially  the 
lirst  and  second  bottom  lands,  where  almost  anvthing  will  glow  and 
mature.  The  uplands  are  also  productive,  and  especialh’  ailaptive  to 
colfee  growing.  The  climate  is  similar  to  that  of  Costa  Rica  in  the 
lowlands  and  river  valleys,  with  a  temperature  of  70^  to  1)0^  F.  in 
the  shade;  in  the  mountainous  districts  it  is  cooler  in  proportion  to 
the  elevation.  During  the  latter  eight  months  of  the  year  there  is  a 
rainfall  of  from  2  to  22  inches  per  month,  while  on  the  Pacific  side  of 
the  Isthmus  and  in  the  interior  the  rainfall  is  moderate. 

The  countiy  produces  many  varieties  in  large  (juantities  of  valualde 
hard  woods,  such  as  rosewood,  maria,  lignum-vita',  cedar,  mahogany, 
cocobolo,  ete. ;  also  dyewoods,  resinous  trees,  medicinal  and  com¬ 
mercial  plants,  cereals,  edible  roots,  and  such  vegetables  as  sweet 
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j)otiitt)es,  cabbaj^e,  }'ams,  lottuco,  l»eans,  pumpkins,  tomatoes,  water¬ 
melons,  eueumbers,  and  tropical  I'ruits. 

The  supply  of  vegetables  raised  on  the  Islhmus  does  not  meet  the 
demand;  eonsetpiently  much  of  this  product  is  shipped  in  from  Jamaiea, 
New  York,  and  New  (Irleans,  and  even  then  there  is  a  great  insulK- 
cieiK  V  of  this  most  necessary  iirticle  of  diet  which  can  not  be  sup¬ 
planted  by  the  canned  article.  The  prices  charged  for  produce  in  the 
markets  of  Colon  are  higher  than  in  any  other  place  in  the  Kepublic. 

iNlodern  truck  farms  situated  in  the  Canal  Zone  along  the  line  of  the 
I’anama  Railroad  would  undoubtedly  become  prolitable  investments 
and  would  contril)ute  much  toward  solving  the  food  problem  on  the 
fsthmus  proper,  which  continues  to  be  a  dilKcult  proposition.  The 
sta))lc  products  raised  by  the  natives  consist  chiefly  of  ^  ams,  bananas, 
yuca,  maize,  rice,  beans,  plantains,  and  cocoanuts.  Sugar  cane  grows 
well  on  the  alluvial  lands.  To  oldain  the  cane  juice  the  cane  is 
crush(‘d  by  homemade  woodcui  machines,  although  occasionally  one 
sees  a  primitive  iron  mill  in  use.  The  cane  juice  is  boiled  and  poured 
into  small  wooden  molds;  after  hardening  it  is  rolled  up  in  leaves, 
whereupon  it  is  ready  for  market.  A  little  soft,  dark  sugar  is  some¬ 
times  made,  and  largt'  ([uautities  of  rum  are  manufactured  from  the 
sugar  cane. 

The  methods  of  planting  as  practiced  by  the  natives  are  extremely 
crude.  Modern  agricultural  implements  and  machinery  are  unknown, 
consecjuently  one  sees  no  idowing  nor  harrowing  of  the  soil.  In  the 
Province  of  Chiri(jui,  which  is  the  banner  agricultural  province  of  the 
Republic,  conditions  are  Ix'tter,  but  still  even  there  the  farming  me- 
thoils  arc  antiquated  and  without  system.  As  this  country  awakens  to 
its  possibilities  in  the  agricultural  line  there  will  be  a  tine  opening  for 
American  farm  implements  and  machinery. 

The  native  nu'thod  of  starting  a  farm  on  virgin  soil  is  by  felling  the 
trees  and  cutting  the  undergrowth,  which  is  then  allowed  to  lie  dur¬ 
ing  the  diy  season  and  subsecpiently  burned  off.  After  this  clearing- 
off  process  is  fini-^hed,  holes  are  punched  in  the  ground  with  a  pointed 
stick,  into  whii-h  se<'d  are  dropped,  nothing  being  done  in  the  way  of 
cultivation.  Some  of  the  more  industrious  planters  loosen  the  soil 
for  each  plant  separabdy,  about  (5  inches  in  diameter  by  1:2  inches 
deep,  and  into  this  hole  the  seeds  are  then  laid  or  the  young  plants 
embedded,  as  the  case  may  be.  Veiy  little  attention  is  given  to  keep 
the  weeds  down.  When  this  is  practiced,  however,  it  is  accomplished 
h}'  using  the  machete,  a  very  long  knife,  which  the  natives  wield  veiy 
dexterously.  More  frequently,  however,,  it  is  a  battle  for  life  l)etween 
the  tame  plants  and  the  wild  jungle.  When  corn  is  planted  and  the 
larger  jungle  plants  are  kept  cut  down  and  the  corn  gets  the  better  of 
the  small  jungle  plants,  as  much  as  40  to  80  bushels  to  the  acre  arc 
sometimes  harvested.  The  native  farmer  seldom  plants  an  entire  acre 
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ill  coni  or  liny  other  one  iirodiict.  desiring-  only  to  raise  I'nouj^h  prod¬ 
uce  for  his  own  iinnicdiate  use.  Often  a  family  of  t>  or  1(»  adults 
will  cultivate  a  farm  of  only  '.i  to  t»  acri's.  'I'he  wants  of  the  people 
are  few  and  easily  satistiial. and  very  little  of  their  produce  is  brought 
to  market,  which  depends  chielly  upon  tin*  small  (’hinese  truck  gar¬ 
dens  for  vegi'tahles  and  small  coasting  saillioats  for  wild  fruits. 

I'he  products  of  the  fori'st  are  procurial  with  great  dilliculty.  owing 
to  tin*  lack  of  roads  through  the  almost  impenetrahle  jungle,  and  most 
of  the  valuable  woods  and  other  fori'st  jiroducts  that  lie  adjacent  to 
the  navigable  streams  and  rivers  have  already  bi'en  exploited.  I’ene- 
trating  the  forest  is  also  dangerous  on  account  of  tin*  great  number  of 
wild  beasts  in  the  jungle  and  alligators  and  reptiles  in  the  swamps. 
I'he  jungle*  and  swamps  teem  with  countless  varieties  of  tlsh  and  game, 
among  the  latter  de(*r.  wild  hogs,  turkeys,  pigi'ons.  paiTridges.  wood¬ 
cock.  rabbits,  tajiirs.  monkeys,  pumas.  h*opaids.  and  even  tigt*rs  and 
lions. 

Labori'is  an*  paid  from  tkt  to  c<*nts  gold  per  day  for  clearing 
virgin  lands  and  getting  them  ready  for  planting.  I'lie  cost  jier  acre 
of  ch*ai  ing  \  irgin  land  is  atiout  gold.  'Phis  exc(*ssive  cost  is  owing 
chi(*lly  to  the  slow  method  employed  and  the  lack  of  and  inability  to 
use  other  imiilemeuts  than  tin*  machete.  The  jirospectivi*  American 
planter  who  wishes  to  clear  the  land  himsi*lf  would  do  well  to  lie  pro¬ 
vided  with  (*xtra  heavy  stump  jumper  disk  plows  and  extra  jiowerful 
stump  pullers.  With  these  implements  the  cost  of  clearing  would  be 
very  much  reduc(*d.  and  especially  so  if  the  nativ(*s  were  instructed 
how  to  us(*  such  imjilements.  for  the  cost  of  labor.  <!(i  to  so  c<>nls  gold 
])er  day,  is  very  moderate. 

'i'he  Panaman  (iovernment  does  not  sell  public  lands,  but  simply 
leases  them  in  tracts;  1  to  lo  acres  can  be  leased  yi'arly  for  .')0  cents 
gold  p(*r  acre;  larger  tracts  of  a  thousand  acres  can  l>e  leased  yearly 
for  isiOO  gold  p(*r  tract,  'i'he.se  prices  refi'r  only  to  virgin  lands. 
Private  lands  for  farming  pui‘pos(*s  are  sold  on  a  conventional  liasis, 
no  fixed  pric(*s  being  put  upon  such  lands,  'I'ln*  above-nn*ntioned 
leases  can  be  obtained  ftir  at  least  ten  years,  with  (irivilege  of  ri'iiewal. 
'I  he  Isthmian  (’anal  ( 'ommission  also  h'ase.-,  farm  lands  for  short  periods 
at  moderate  prices.  'I'lie  diaft  animals  used  for  farming  and  other 
purposes  are  small,  hut  what  they  hu'k  in  size  and  strength  is  made  uj) 
for  by  theii*  hai’diness  and  the  small  cost  of  maintaining  them. 

Domestic  fowls,  such  as  poultry  and  ducks,  are  not  rais(*d  to  any 
great  extent,  at  least  not  in  the  district  of  Colon,  where  they  are 
scarce  and  command  exorbitant  ju  ices.  Most  of  the  live  jioultiw  is 
imjiorted  from  Cartagena,  Colombia,  and  from  New  Orleans,  and, 
due  to  freight  rates,  munieijial  tax,  and  high  jirotit  jiercentages,  the 
retail  cost  is  from  Ito  cents  to  ^l.TiO  gold  »‘ach,  with  the  result  that  chick¬ 
ens,  which  form  jiart  of  the  daily  food  in  other  South  .\merican  and

West  Indiiin  eouiitne.s,  are  rarebits  in  this  (listriet.  Fresh-laid  eg^s 
are  ol)taiiiahle  in  tlie  interior  of  the  Kepublie,  but  in  the  territory 
adjoining  the(\inal  Zone,  and  ospeeiall}' in  Colon,  they  are  very  scaree. 
They  retail  at  from  8  to  5  cents  gold  each,  and  are  chiefly  cold- 
storagi*  eggs  shipped  in  from  New  York  and  New  Orleans. 

Last  spring  the  Fanaman  Oovernment  engaged  the  services  of 
Dr.  D.  II.  Luei,  a  well-known  Venezuelan  agriculturist,  who  will  estab¬ 
lish  a  school  of  agriculture.  This  gentlenuui  has  just  returned  from 
a  visit  through  the  provinces,  where  he  has  studied  the  agricultural 
conditions  and  needs  of  tlie  country,  and  is  now  drawing  up  a  report 
of  his  investigations,  which  will  soon  be  presented  to  the  (lovernment. 
’I'he  National  Assembly,  now  in  session,  has  just  passed  the  second 
nwlingof  a  law  which  will  permit  the  free  introduction  of  machinery, 
.stills,  and  apparatus  for  making  sugar,  molas.ses,  and  sirup,  and  for 
rectifying  alcohol.  According  to  oflieial  infoiination  the  National 
.\ssembly  will  als<>  revi.s(>  and  enact  new  laws  which  will  tend  to 
stimulate  and  arouse  national  interest  in  the  developmcmt  of  the  great 
agricultural  resources  of  this  fertile  countiw  which,  though  lying 
dormant  for  so  many  years,  will  eventually  awaken  to  bring  j)eaee, 
happiness,  and  prosperity  to  the  young  lvej)ublie.  'rhe  days  of  revo- 
lutitm  are  ])assed,.and  in  time  the  national  desire  for  oHice-holding  will 
subside,  and  the  Panamanians  will  turn  to  the  cultivation  of  the  .soil, 
which  w  ill  prove  as  great  a  blessing  to  the  Kepublie  of  Panama  as  it 
has  to  the  si.stt'r  Kepublics  of  .\rgentina,  Brazil,  and  C’hile.  She  has 
untold  w  ealth  in  her  soil,  which  with  pi'oper  d(*velopment  will  place 
hei'  in  the  front  rank  of  the  agricultural  countriesof  South  Amei'iea.

Followinj;-  is  the  latest  sratcment,  from  ligures  compiled  by  the 
Ibireau  of  Statistics,  United  States  Department  of  C'ommerce  and 
Labor,  showing  the  value  of  the  trade  between  the  United  States  and 
Latin- American  countries.  The  report  is  for  the  month  of  October, 
11)00,  with  a  comparative  statement  for  the  corresponding  month  of  the 
previous  year;  also  for  the  ten  months  ending  October,  11)00,  as 
compan'd  with  the  same  ])eriod  of  the  preceding  year.  It  should  be 
explained  that  the  ligures  from  the  various  custom-houses,  showing 
imports  and  exports  for  anv  one  month,  are  not  received  at  the  Treas- 
ur\'  Department  until  about  the  20th  of  the  following  month,  and  .some 
time  is  neces.sarily  con, sinned  in  compilation  and  printing,  .so  that  the 
returns  for  October,  for  example,  are  not  published  until  sometime 
in  December.

The  tij>nros  of  the  Biiretm  of  Stiiti^tics  sratiii*^  tin*  total  of  imports 
and  exports  for  tin*  month  of  October,  and  for  ten  months  of  the 
calendar  year,  exceed  all  previous  records.  'I'he  imports  for  the  sin¬ 
gle  month  amounted  to  ^118,lSh.l78.  In  the  previous  month  of  Sep¬ 
tember  imports  were  valued  at  tind  last  March  they

last  year,  when  the  ligures  reached  ^l!>b,7:iS,;VJ(l.  Tin*  October  figures 
last  year  were  18104, 872, 97tb  showing  iin  increase  this  yt'ar  of  S82.!f77,- 
tS54.  For  the  teii  months  the  export  record  is  fai-  beyond  that  of  any 
previous  year,  exceeding  that  of  last  year  by  ^lt>S,2(>(>.468.  though  that 
Avas  considerably  higher  than  ever  liefore  for  the  corresponding  period. 
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I'lii.s  year's  total  for  ten  months  is  Si, 425, 184,757,  last  year's  was 
Sl,25«5.1t24.354,  and  the  highest  previous  record,  that  for  the  ten  months

ANNUAL  MESSAGE  OF  THE  PRESIDENT. 


The  President  of  the  Pnited  Stiites,  oii  Deceiidier  4.  traii.s- 

niitted  to  Coii<ire.ss  his  aiiiiiitil  inessajie,  from  which  tlie  followiiio- 
e.xtracts  are  piihlished: 

**Thc  Second  Tiiteniational  Conference  of  Amei'ican  Hepnhlics, 
held  in  ^Mexico  in  the  \ears  provided  for  the  holdino-  of  tin* 

third  confei’ence  within  live  years,  and  connnitted  the  tixinj^  of  tin* 
time  and  phu-e  and  the  arranjpement.s  for  tlie  conference  to  the  j^ov-* 
erninjo  hoard  of  the  Bureau  of  American  Hepnhlics,  composed  of  the 
representatives  of  all  the  American  nations  in  Washinchin.  That 
hoard  discharjfed  the  duly  im}M)sed  upon  it  with  niiirked  lidelity  and 
liainstakinjr  care,  and  upon  the  courteous  invitation  of  the  PnitiHl 
States  of  Brazil,  the  conference  was  held  at  Hio  de  Janeiro,  contin- 
uin<j  from  the  2Jd  of  July  to  the  2ttth  of  Auj^ust  hist.  ^lany  subjects 
of  common  interest  to  all  the  American  nations  were  discussed  hy  the 
conference,  and  the  conclusions  reached,  emhodied  in  a  series  of  reso¬ 
lutions  and  proposed  conventions,  will  he  laid  before  you  uixm  the 
(*oniin}r  in  of  the  final  report  of  the  American  dei(‘«jntes.  They  con¬ 
tain  many  matters  of  importance  relatinj^  to  the  extension  of  trade, 
the  incn'ase  of  communication,  the  smoothing-  away  of  harriers  to  five 
intercourse,  and  the  promotion  of  a  better  knowh'doe  and  c'ocxl  under- 
.standinji  between  the  different  countries  represented.  The  meetings 
of  the  conference  W’cre  harmonious  and  the  conclusions  were  reached 
with  substantial  unanimity.  It  is  interesting;'  to  observe  that  in  the 
sncci'ssive  conferences  which  have  been  held  the  representativ*'s  of  the 
diflerent  American  nations  have  been  learning-  to  work  to^'etlu'r  etfect- 
ively.  for,  while  the  First  Conference  in  Washin»>-ton  in  I  SSI),  and  the 
Second  ConfiuTuice  in  Mexico  in  1001-2,  occupied  many  months,  with 
much  time  wasted  in  an  univ<»ulated  and  fruitless  di.scussion,  the  Third 
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Coiiferenco  at  Rio  exliii)itcd  nuicli  of  the  facility  in  the  px-actical  dis¬ 
patch  of  business  which  chai’actei'izes  pertnanent  deliberative  bodies, 
and  completed  its  labors  within  the  peiiod  of  six  weeks  orijrinaily 
allotted  for  its  sessions. 

‘•Quite  apart  from  the  specific  value  of  tlie  conclusions  reached  by 
the  conference,  the  example  of  the  representatives  of  all  the  Ameri¬ 
can  nations  enjjsi'^inf^  in  harmonious  and  kindly  consideiation  and 
discussion  of  subjects  »)f  common  intei’est  is  itself  of  jjreat  and  sub¬ 
stantial  value  for  the  promotion  of  i-easonable  and  consi  lerate  treat¬ 
ment  of  all  international  (piestions.  The  thanks  of  this  counti'v  are 
due  to  the  (Tovernment  of  Bi’azil  and  to  the  people  of  Rio  de  danciro 
for  the  fjenerous  hospitality  with  which  our  delej^ates,  in  common 
with  the  othei’s,  were  received,  entertained,  and  facilitated  in  their 
work. 

”  Incidentilly  to  the  meeting  of  the  conference,  the  Secretary  of 
State  visited  the  city  of  Rio  de  .laneii’o  and  was  coi’dially  received  by 
the  conference,  of  which  he  was  made  an  honoi’ary  president.  The 
announcement  of  his  intention  to  make  this  visit  was  followed  by  most 
courteous  and  ui’gent  invitations  from  neaily  all  the  countries  of 
South  Amei'ica  to  visit  them  as  the  guest  of  their  (loveinments.  It 
was  deemed  that  by  the  acceptance  of  these  invitations  we  might 
appropi-iately  express  the  I’eal  respect  and  friendship  in  which  we  hold 
our  sister  Repul)lics  of  the  southern  continent,  and  the  Secretary, 
accordingly,  visited  Brazil,  Uruguay,  Argentina,  Chile,  Bern.  Pan¬ 
ama,  and  Colombia.  He  I’efrained  from  visiting  Paraguay,  Bolivia, 
and  Eiaiador  only  becxiuse  the  distance  of  their  capitals  from  the  sea- 
boai’d  made  it  impracticable  with  the  time  at  his  disposal.  He  carried 
with  him  a  message  of  peace  and  friendship,  and  of  sti’ong  desire  fox- 
good  understanding  and  mutual  helpfulness;  and  he  was  evervwhei-e 
received  in  the  spirit  of  his  message.  The  membei-s  of  government, 
the  pi-ess,  the  learned  professions,  the  nxen  of  business,  axid  the  gx-eat 
masses  of  the  people  united  everywhei’c  in  emphatic  i-i'sjKxnse  to  his 
friendly  expx'essions  and  in  doing  honor  to  the  counti-y  and  cause 
which  he  i-epi-esented. 

‘‘  In  man}'  parts  of  South  America  there  has  been  much  xnisundei-- 
standing  of  the  attitude  and  purpo.ses  of  the  ITiited  States  toward  the 
other  Amei-ican  Rejmblics.  An  idea  had  become  px-evalent  that  our 
assertion  of  the  Monx-oe  Doctrine  implied,  or  cax-ri<Hl  with  it.  an 
assumption  of  superiority,  and  of  a  i-ight  to  exei’cise  .some  kind  of 
protectox-ate  over  the  countries  to  whose  territoi-y  that  doctrine 
applies.  Nothing  could  be  farther  fi-om  the  truth.  Yet  that  impx-es- 
sion  continued  to  be  a  .serioxxs  barrier  to  good  understanding,  to 
friendly  intercour,so.  to  the  inti-oductiou  of  American  capital  and  the 
extension  of  American  ti’ade.  The  impx'e.ssion  was  so  widespread 
that  apparently  it  could  not  be  x-eached  by  any  ordinai-y  means. 
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“It  was  part  of  Secretary  Root's  mission  to  dispel  this  unfounded 
impression,  and  there  is  just  cause  to  believe  that  he  has  succeeded. 
In  an  address  to  the  tliird  conference  at  Rio  on  the  3lst  of  July — an 
address  of  such  note  that  I  send  it  in,  togetlier  with  this  messaj^e — 
he  said: 

“‘IVe  wi>h  for  no  victories  hut  those  of  peace;  for  no  territory 
except  our  own;  for  no  soverei»»iity  except  the  sovereij^nty  over  our¬ 
selves.  AVe  deem  the  independence  and  etjual  rights  of  the  smallest 
and  weakest  meml)er  of  the  familv  of  nations  entitled  to  as  much 
respect  as  those  of  the  greatest  empire,  and  we  deem  the  ohservance 
of  that  respect  the  chief  guaranty  of  the  weak  against  the  oppression 
of  the  strong.’  We  neither  claim  nor  desire  any  rights  or  privileges 
or  powers  that  we  do  not  freely  conc(‘de  to  every  American  Republic. 
We  wish  to  increase  our  prosperity,  to  extend  our  trade,  to  grow  in 
wealth,  in  wisdom,  and  in  spirit,  lint  our  conception  of  the  true  way 
to  accomplish  this  is  not  to  ])ull  down  others  and  profit  by  their  ruin, 
but  to  help  all  friends  to  a  common  prosjierity  and  a  common  growth, 
that  we  may  all  become  greater  and  stronger  together.  Within  a  few 
months  for  the  tirst  time  the  recogni/i'd  possessors  of  every  foot  of 
soil  upon  the  American  continents  can  bt*.  and  J  hope  will  be,  n'pre- 
sented  with  the  acknowledged  rights  of  eipial  sovereign  states  in  the 
great  World  Congress  at  The  Hague.  This  will  Ik*  the  world's  formal 
and  tinal  acci'ptance  of  the  declaration  that  no  part  of  the  American 
continents  is  to  be  deemed  subject  to  colonization.  Let  us  pledge  our¬ 
selves  to  aid  each  other  in  the  full  performance  of  the  duty  to  humanity 
which  that  accepted  declaration  implies,  so  that  in  time  the  weakest 
and  most  unfortunate  of  our  Repul>lics  may  come  to  march  with  ecpial 
step  by  the  side  of  the  stronger  and  more  fortunate.  Let  us  help  each 
oth<*r  to  show  that  for  all  the  races  of  men  the  liberty  for  which  we 
have  fought  and  labored  is  the  twin  sister  of  justice  and  peace.  Let 
us  unite  in  cn'aling  and  maintaining  and  making  effective  an  all- 
American  public  opinion,  whose*  power  shall  intluence  intt*rnational 
conduct  and  prevent  international  wrong  and  narrow  the  causes  of  war, 
and  forever  preserve  our  free  lands  from  the  l)urden  of  such  arma- 
juents  as  an*  nmssed  behind  the  frontiers  of  Kurope  and  bring  us  ever 
nearer  to  the  perfection  of  orderi'd  libt'rty.  So  shall  come  security 
and  prosperity,  production  and  trad**,  wealth,  learning,  the  arts,  and 
ha])piness  for  us  all.' 

“These  words  appear  to  have  been  received  with  acclaim  in  eveiw 
part  of  South  America.  'I'hey  have  my  hearty  approval,  as  1  am 
sure  th(‘3’  will  have  yours,  and  I  can  not  be  wrong  in  the  conviction 
that  they  correctly  represent  the  sentiments  of  the  whole  American 
people.  I  can  not  better  characterize  the  true  attitude  of  the  United 
States  in  its  assertion  of  the  Monroe  Doctrine  than  in  the  words  of  the 
distinguished  former  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs  of  .Argentina,  Doctor 
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I)ka(;o.  in  his  speech  welconiinjr  Mr.  Root  at  Buenos  Avres.  He 
s])oke  of — 

‘•‘'I’lie  traditional  policy  of  the  I’^nited  States  (which)  witlioutaccon- 
tuatinjjf  superiority  or  seekino-  preponderance,  condemned  the  o})pres- 
sion  of  the  nations  of  this  })art  of  the  world  and  the  control  of  their 
de>tiiiies  )»y  the  j^reat  Powers  of  Europe.’ 

“It  is  oratifvinjr  to  know  that  in  the  jj^reat  city  of  Buenos  Ayres, 
upon  the  arches  which  spanned  the  streets,  entwined  with  Arj^entine 
and  American  fla}>s  for  the  reception  of  our  representative,  tlu're  were 
emhlazoned  not  oidy  the  names  of  IVasuingtox  and  Jefeeusox  and 
Mahsuai.l,  hut  also,  in  appreciative  recojfnition  of  their  services  to 
the  cause  of  South  American  independence,  the  names  of  James 
.Mo>uoe,  John  C^^txt'y  Adams,  IIexuy  Clay,  and  Rit  nAitD  Rush. 
We  take  especial  pleasure  in  the  jjraceful  courtesy  of  the  Covern- 
inent  of  Brazil,  which  has  oiven  to  the  heautifvd  and  stately  huildinjj 
first  used  for  the  mectinj^  of  the  conference  the  name  of  ‘  Palacio 
Monroe.’  Our  jjrateful  acknowledj^'inents  are  due  to  the  (loveriunents 
and  the  people  of  all  the  countries  visited  hy  the  Secretary  of  Stati'  for 
the  courtesy,  the  friendship,  and  the  honor  shown  to  our  country  in 
their  jrenerous  hospitality  to  him. 

‘•In  my  messayi'  to  you  on  the  nth  of  Deceinher,  lhO.5.  I  called  your 
attention  to  the  emharrassinent  that  niiifht  he  caused  to  this  (iovern- 
nient  I)y  the  assertion  hy  foreij^n  nations  of  the  rij^dit  to  collect  l)y 
force  of  arms  contract  debts  due  by  American  Republics  to  citizens  of 
the  collecting  nation,  and  to  the  danger  that  the  process  of  compulsory 
eollection  might  result  in  the  occupation  of  territory  tending  to 
become  permanent.  1  tlien  said:  • 

“‘Our  own  (lovernment  has  always  refused  to  enforce  such  con¬ 
tractual  obligations  on  behalf  of  its  citizens  l)y  an  aj)peal  to  arms.  It 
is  much  to  be  wished  that  all  foreign  (Joverninents  Mould  take"  the 
same  vioAV.’ 

“  riiis  sul)ject  was  one  of  the  topics  of  consideration  at  the  confer¬ 
ence  at  Kio,  and  a  resolution  Mas  adopted  by  that  conference  recom¬ 
mending  to  the  resp('ctive  Governments  represented  ‘to  consider  the 
advisaliility  of  asking  the  Second  I’eace  Conference  at  The  Hague  to 
exiunine  the  (piestion  of  the  compulsory  collection  of  public  debts, 
and  in  g«meral,  means  tending  to  diminish  among  nations  conllicts  of 
purely  ])ecuniarv  origin.' 

“This  resolution  Mas  supported  by  the  representatives  of  the  United 
States  in  accordance  M’ith  the  folloMing  instructions: 

*“  It  has  long  been  the  established  policy  of  the  United  States  not 
to  use  its  armed  forces  for  the  collection  of  ordinary  contract  debts 
due  to  its  citizens  by  other  governments.  We  have  not  considered 
the  use  of  force  for  such  a  puri)ose  con.sistent  M’ith  that  respect  for 
the  independent  sovereignty  of  other  members  of  the  famih'  of 
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nations,  which  is  the  most  irnixjrtant  principle  of  international  law 
aiid  the  chief  protection  of  weak  nations  against  the  oppression  of  the 
strong.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  practice  is  injurious  in  its  general 
elfect  upon  the  relations  of  nations  and  upon  the  welfare  of  weak  and 
disordered  States,  whose  development  ought  to  he  encouraged  in  the 
interests  of  civilization;  that  it  oilers  frecpient  temptation  to  hullying 
and  oppression  and  to  unnecessarv  and  unjustitiahle  warfare.  We 
regret  that  other  powers,  whose  opinions  and  sense  of  justice  we 
esteem  highly,  have  at  times  taken  a  ditl'erent  view  and  have  per¬ 
mitted  themselves,  though  we  heliev(‘  with  reluctance,  to  collect  such 
debts  by  force.  It  is  doubtless  true  that  the  nonpayment  of  public 
debts  may  be  at*companied  by  such  cireiimstances  of  fraud  and  wrong¬ 
doing  or  violation  of  treaties  as  to  justify  the  use  of  force.  This  Gov¬ 
ernment  would  be  glad  to  see  an  international  consideration  of  the 
subject  which  shall  discriminate  between  such  cases  and  the  simple 
nonperformance  of  a  contract  with  a  private  person,  and  a  resolution 
in  favor  of  reliance  upon  peaceful  means  in  cases  of  the  latter  class. 

“‘It  is  not  felt,  however,  that  the  conference  at  Rio  should  under¬ 
take  to  make  such  a  discrimination  or  to  resolve  upon  such  a  rule. 
Most  of  the  American  countries  are  still  debtor  nations,  while  the 
countries  of  Europe  are  the  creditors.  If  the  Rio  conferenci*,  there¬ 
fore,  were  to  take  such  action  it  would  have  the  appearance  of  a  meet¬ 
ing  of  debtors  resolving  how  their  creditors  should  act,  and  this  would 
not  inspire  respect.  The  true  course  is  indicated  by  the  tei'ins  of  the 
programme,  which  proposes  to  request  the  Second  Hague  Conference, 
where  both  «-redltors  and  debtors  will  be  assembled,  to  consider  the 
subject.' 

“Last  ,lune  trouble  which  had  e.xisted  for  some  time  between  the 
Ri'publics  of  Salvador,  Ciiiatc'inala,  and  Honduras  culminated  in  war — 
a  war  which  threatened  to  be  ruinous  to  the  countries  involved  and 
very  destructive  to  the  commercial  interests  of  Americans,  Mexicans, 
and  other  foreigners  who  are  taking  an  inqiortant  ])art  in  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  the.se  countries.  The  thoroughly  good  understanding  which 
exists  between  the  Cnited  States  and  ^Mexico  enabled  this  Government 
and  that  of  Mexico  to  unite  in  elfective  mediation  between  the  war¬ 
ring  Republics:  which  meditation  resulted,  not  without  long-continued 
and  patient  ellort,  in  bi'inging  about  a  meeting  of  the  representatives 
of  the  hostile  powers  on  board  a  Cnited  States  warship  as  neutral  ter¬ 
ritory,  and  jieace  was  there  concluded;  a  peace  which  resulted  in  tin* 
•saving  of  thou.sands  of  lives  and  in  the  prevention  of  an  incalculable 
amount  of  misery  and  the  destruction  of  ])roperty  and  of  the  means  of 
livelihood.  The  Rio  Conferema?  passed  the  following  resolution  in 
reference  to  this  action: 

‘‘  ‘  That  the  Third  International  American  Conference  shall  address 
to  the  Presidents  of  the  Cnited  States  of  America  and  of  the  Cnited 
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States  of  Mexico  a  note  in  which  the  conference  which  is  l)ein^  held 
at  Hio  expresses  its  satisfaction  at  the  happy  results  of  their  mediation 
for  till'  celebration  of  peace  between  the  l{e[)ublics  of  Cniatemala, 
Honduras,  and  Salvador.’ 

•'This  all'ords  an  excellent  example  of  one  way  in  which  theintluence 
of  the  Hnited  States  can  ])roperh'  be  exorcised  for  the  benetit  of  the 
peoj)les  of  the  Western  Hemisphere;  that  is,  by  action  taken  in  c(mi- 
cert  with  other  American  republics  and  therefore  free  from  those 
susj)icions  and  prejudices  which  mijjht  attach  if  the  action  were  taken 
by  one  alone.  In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  exendsc  a  j)owerful  influ¬ 
ence  toward  the  substitution  of  considerate  action  in  the  spirit  of 
justice  for  the  insurrectionary  or  international  violence*  which  has 
hitherto  been  so  ‘•reat  a  hindrance  to  the  development  of  many  of  our 
nei«:hbors.  Repeated  examples  of  united  action  by  seve'ral  or  many 
American  Republics  in  favor  of  peace,  by  urgin<^  cool  and  reasonal)le. 
instead  of  excited  and  bellij^erent,  treatment  of  international  contro¬ 
versies,  can  not  fail  to  promote  the  jifrowth  of  a  oeneral  public  oi)inion 
amon<(  the  American  nations  which  will  elevate  the  standards  of  inter¬ 
national  action,  strengthen  the  sense  of  international  duty  amon<^ 
‘governments,  and  tell  in  favor  of  the  pea«  e  of  mankind.

“In  my  last  messaj^e  I  advised  you  that  the  Emperor  of  Russia  had 
tidven  the  initiative  in  bringinjr  about  a  second  peace  conference  at 
The  IIa»'ue.  Under  the  guidance  of  Russia  the  arrangement  of  the 
preliminaries  for  such  a  conference  has  been  progD'ssing  during  the 
past  year.  Progress  has  necessarily  ))een  slow,  owing  to  the  great 
numl)er  of  countries  to  be  considted  upon  eveiy  <|uestion  that  lias 
arisen.  It  is  a  matter  of  satisfaction  that  all  of  the  American  Repub¬ 
lics  have  now,  for  the  lirst  time,  been  invited  to  join  in  the  proposed 
conference.”

“By  the  special  and  highl}*  appreciated  courtesy  of  the  Govern¬ 
ments  of  Russia  and  the  Netherlands,  a  proposal  to  call  The  Hague 
Conference  together  at  a  time  which  would  conflict  with  the  Confer¬ 
ence  of  the  American  Republics  at  Rio  de  Janeiro  in  August  was  laid 
aside.  No  other  date  has  3’et  been  suggesti'd.  A  tentative  programme 
for  the  conference  has  been  pi'oposed  by  the  Government  of  Russia, 
and  the  subjects  which  it  enumerates  are  undergoing  careful  examina¬ 
tion  and  considei-.ition  in  preparation  for  the  conference.” 

ANNUAL  ESTIMATE  OF  GOVERNMENT  EXPENSES  1907-8. 

Estimates  of  the  appropriations  requii’ed  to  run  the  Government  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1908,  ^yere  transmitted  to  Congress 
Dec-emlier  3,  1900,  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  They  reach  a 
grand  total  of  ^089,028,54:3,  as  compared  with  the  estimates  submitted 
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for  the  liseal  year  i;>06-7,  which  amounted  to  151.  This 

shows  an  apparent  increase  of  about  ^<>3,000,000.  The  actual  appro¬ 
priations  for  tlie  year  lSH>6-7,  includin*^  deticiencies  and  miscellanies, 
which  were  not  estimated  for,  were,  however,  ^7ul,55l,5*)d,  or  about 
t^ll,b0o,000  more  than  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  believes  will  be 
necessaiy  for  11MI7-S. 

The  total  is  divided  amon»j  the  various  departments  of  the  (lovern- 
ment,  as  follows:  Leoislative,  ^5,(518,175;  Executive,  So2.571, 5)10.80; 
judicial,  ^5)80.120;  foreign  intercourse.  S3, 254, 077. 72;  militaiy, 
S7l),t)50,102.24;  naval,  Sll5,444,!)50.33;  Indian  Affairs,  S7, 5)70,1(58.23; 
pensions,  Sl38. 243,000;  public  works,  S5)5, 8(55,540. 75*;  postal  service 
deficiency,  indefinite;  miscellaneous.  S5)), 244,088. 57;  permanent 
annual  appropriations,  Sl45), 880,320. 

The  estimat(‘s  for  the  military  establishment  show  an  increase  of 
nearly  810,000,000;  for  the  Navy,  an  increase  of  about  87,000,000;  for 
pensions,  a  decrease  of  about  83,000,000,  and  for  permanent  annual 
appropriations,  an  increase  of  over  St),000,(K)0. 

FACTORY  CENSUS  OF  1905. 

Tlie  factoi-y  census  of  continental  ITiited  Stab's  aiul  Alaska  in  15)05 
is  summed  up  in  a  monograph  just  issued  l)y  the  Census  Bureau. 

“The  census  of  15)00  showed  512,254  industrial  establishments,  with 
5,5108,40(5  wa<,a'-earners,  and  ])roducts  valued  at  8155,004,400,143.  For 
the  1905  census,  however,  certain  industries,  such  as  custom  millinery, 
custom  tailoring,  dressmakiufj,  taxidernn",  cobblinjr.  carpentering^, 
and  custom  grist  and  saw  mills  were  omitted.  The  net  result  there¬ 
fore  was  an  advance  in  the  five  years  from  207,5(52  to  21(5,2(52  in  the 
number  of  manufactories;  from  4,715,023  to  5,470,5521  in  the  number 
of  wage-earners,  and  from  85i,b05(.7555,799  to  82,(511,540,532  in  their 
wages;  and  from  8l  1.41 1,121,122  to  814,802,147,087  in  the  value  of 
products. 

“  Women  wage-earners  are  reported  for  31(5  of  the  3559  classes  of 
industries,  and  increased  in  numbers  from  5)18,511  in  15)00  to  1,0(55,884 
in  the  census  of  15)o5.  The  greatest  increase  is  shown  for  the  manu¬ 
facture  of  tobacco,  cigars,  and  cigarettes.  New  York  State  leads  in 
the  employment  of  women,  with  garment  making  most  prominent. 
4'he  American  factory  women,  including  girls  over  1(5,  earned  in  15)05 
the  sum  of  8317,279,008.  or  a  per  capita  of  almost  825*8,  against  an 
average  annual  wage  for  men,  1(5  3'ears  and  over,  of  about  8534, 
though  the  limitations  of  this  census  prevents  fixing  these  wage  means 
as  accurate.

EXPORTS  OF  CANNED  GOODS  1905-06. 

Fijjures  of  the  liureau  of  Statistics  of  the  Department  of  Commerce 
and  Labor  of  the  United  States  record  the  exportation  of  over  ^18, 000, 000 
worth  of  canned  foods  in  the  liscal  year  just  ended,  IDOO,  against  about 

1,<)00,(MX)  in  18!H),  an  increase  of  over  00  per  cent  in  that  time.  They 
include  such  articles  as  canned  beef,  about  ))1  million  dollars;  canned 
fruits,  2.4  millions;  canned  salmon,  practically  1  millions;  milk,  chietly 
conden.sed  and  canned,  nearly  2  millions;  canned  pork,  H  millions; 
canned  vegetables,  over  a  half  million;  while  sundry  less  important 
articles  ])ring  the  total  recorded  canned  goods  above  18  million  dollars 
for  the  year.  In  addition  to  this,  it  is  i)robable  that  the  lard,  butter, 
and  certain  other  articles  of  this  character  exported  to  tropjeal  coun¬ 
tries  or  to  parts  of  the  world  which  can  only  be  reached  b}'  long  voy¬ 
ages,  are  also  sent  in  sealeel  or  air-tight  packages. 

In  addition  to  this  18  million  dollars'  worth  of  exports,  as  distinctly 
designated  as  caniK'd  foods,  there  is  about  Ij  million  dollai’s'  worth  to 
Hawaii,  Porto  Rico,  and  Alaska,  whh-h  is  not  included  in  the  statement 
of  exports,  although  the  ^350,000  woiili  .sent  to  the  Philippines  is  so 
included,  .since  the  Ibireau  of  Statistics  still  includes  the  trade  with  the 
Philippines  in  its  ligures  of  foreign  commerce. 

A  decade  ago  the  value  of  canned  fruits  sent  out  of  the  United  States 
was  but  14  million  dollars,  against  24  millions  in  1!)))C;  and  the  total  of 
canned  pork  and  other  canned  meats  (exclusive  of  beef),  which  now 
aggregate  nearly  3  million  dollars,  was  a  decade  ago  of  so  little  impor¬ 
tance  that  it  was  not  se^raratelv  enumerated  in  the  statement  of  exports, 
but  simply  grouped  under  the  general  designation  of  “all  other;" 
while  the  exportation  of  milk,  most  of  which  goes  in  condensed  and 
canned  form,  was  a  decade  ago  about  one  quarter  of  a  million  dollars 
in  value,  and  now  is  nearly  2  million  dollars  annually. 

The  distribution  of  the.se  articles  of  canned  food  shows  a  steady 
trend  toward  the  Tropics,  but  that  in  certain  of  the  standard  food  sup- 
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plies,  sueh  as  beef,  pork,  saliiion,  and  fruits,  the  European  countries  are 
also  d raw in<^  upon  the  United  Shites  to  a  considerable  extent.  Of  the 
canned  beef  exports  of  IbOtl,  which  amounted  as  a  whole  to  ^d,4:>0,44fi, 
the  United  Kinj^doni  took  $1,431, 01*5  in  value;  while  the  next  lar<;est 
customers  were  liritish  Africa,  $.')13,43r);  Japaij,  $‘J3I.1S5;  (lermany. 
$l<i().730,  and  Belgium,  $155,017.  Mexico.  Cuba,  the  West  Indies, 
and  the  South  American  countries  were  also  considerable  purchasers 
of  this  class  of  merchandise,  in  suin>  ranging  from  $-J5.(M)0  to  over 
$50.  ODD. 

Of  canned  fruits,  the  total  exportation  of  which  was.  in  lOUtt. 
$2,34S,0G4,  the  United  Kingdom  is  also  by  far  the  largest  customer, 
takitig  in  1005.  the  latest  year  for  which  ligures  are  available. 
$’2,05S,505  out  of  a  total  exportation  in  that  year  of  $*2,541,525.  In 
canned  salmon,  of  which  the  exportations  range  nearly  4  million  dol¬ 
lars  annually,  the  United  Kingdom  is  the  largest  purchaser,  taking, 
in  1005,  $1,872,002  out  of  a  total  export  of  $3, 035. 40)0  of  canned 
salmon  in  that  year.

EXPORTS  OF  FARM  PRODUCTS  AND  OILS,  OCTOBER,  1906. 

The  exports  classed  l)v  the  United  States  Bureau  of  Statistics  as 
‘*  domestic  products,”  which  include  oidv  breadstulfs.  food  animals  and 
provisions,  cotton  and  mineral  oil,  show  an  increase  for  the  month  of 
October  of  $22,447.5<(1  over  the  same  month  last  yea**,  the  total  being 
$108,772,248.  Of  this  increase  $18,705,032  is  to  be  credited  to  cotton, 
though  the  average  export  price  was  only  half  a  cent  a  pound  above  that 
of  list  vear,  being  10.7  cents,  against  10.2,  The  increase  in  (juantitv 
was  from  880,305  to  1,170,827  bales,  and  in  value  from  $47,100,508  to 
$05,871,540.  Tlie  inei’ease  in  the  value  of  all  lireadstutl's  exported  in 
O<;tober  was  from  $15,255,071  last  year  to  $18,088,710  this,  or  $3,733,- 
048  in  amount.  There  was  an  increase  in  the  value  of  exports  of  meat 
and  dairy  products  of  $023,050,  and  a  decrease  of  $005,871  in  those  of 
live  cattle,  sheep,  and  hogs,  indicating  a  loss  of  $342,812  in  the  item 
of  ‘•provisions.”  There  was  also  a  decrease  in  the  value  of  mineral 
oil  exported  of  $352, *203,  or  from  $7,2.54,714  to  $0,002,421. 
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Tlio  vtiluo  of  cotton  exports  was  the  hij^hest  for  the  month  in  recent 
years,  hiiiher  than  in  1H04,  tlioui;h  tlic  tpiantity  was  somewhat  less. 
The  jjfain  in  breailstulls  was  more  than  accounted  for  In’  wlieat,  which 
increased  from  ^3, (5 1.'), IBS  in  ()ctol)er  last  year  to  ^S, 400, 085  this. 
There  was  also  an  increase  in  corn  from  582,431,054  to  $3,;i87,^SS,  but 
oats  fell  oil'  from  Sl.782,<)08  to  ^301, {>50,  and  Hour  from  8tl,15>7,Ot!!*  to 
!s5,(!00,S4:?.  Kor  ten  months  of  the  cahmdar  year  the  total  increase  in 
this  class  of  exports  was  ^78,718, liOl,  or  from  J8(, 04. 228,070  to  $082,- 
‘.♦10,331.  In  this  jjfaiti  cotton  lijfures  for  only  $3,055,301,  while  bread- 
stutl's  account  for  $47.334,7<>2,  and  meat  and  dairy  products  for 
$25,877,053.

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PARCELS  POST  CONVENTION  WITH  PERU. 

A  convention  reliitinjy  to  the  exchanj^e  of  parcels  post  coneluded 
ludween  the  United  States  and  Peru  took  etlect  on  Septcinher  ,1.  IhOO. 

'I'lie  convention  provides  in  part  that  tliere  shall  l)e  admitted  to  the 
mails  exchan<;ed  thereunder  articles  of  merchandise  and  mail  matter, 
except  letters,  ])ost  cards,  and  written  matter  of  all  kinds  that  are 
admitted  uiuh'r  any  cond.tions  to  the  domestic  mails  of  the  country  of 
t)ri”in,  except  that  no  parcel  must  exceed  S50  or  its  eipiivalent  in  value, 
11  j)ounds  in  weicht.  nor  the  following  dimensions:  (Ireatest  length 
in  any  direction,  3  feet  (>  inches;  greatest  length  and  girth  comhined, 
(!  feet,  and  must  he  so  wrapped  or  inclosed  as  to  })ermit  the  contents 
to  he  easily  (*xamined  hy  customs  otlicers  and  hy  postmasters  duly 
authorized  to  do  so. 

The  customary  provisions  regarding  prohibited  importations,  suh- 
jecting  the  packages  to  customs  duties  and  customs  n'gulations  for  the 
protection  of  the  customs  revenue,  and  declarations  appear  in  this 
ct)nvention. 

Undelivered  and  refused  i)ackages  must  he  returned  diiH'ctly  to  the 
dispatching  ollice  of  exchange  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from 
their  receipt  at  the  office  of  destination. 

When  the  contents  of  a  parcel  which  can  not  he  delivered  are  liable 
to  deterioi’ation  or  decay  they  iiiay  he  d(‘st roved  at  once,  if  necessary, 
or,  if  expedient,  sold  without  previous  notice  or  judicial  formality  for 
the  luMielit  of  the  right  pc'rson. 

NATIONAL  CONVENTION  FOR  EXTENSION  OF  FOREIGN 
COMMERCE. 

A  convention  has  been  called  to  meet  in  the  city  of  Washington  on 
danuary  1-1,  IhuT,  in  order  to  consider  and  devise  measures  for  the 
eidai^u'inent  of  the  export  trade  of  the  United  States,  and  to  promote 
a  foreign  demand  for  the  products  of  its  farms,  workshops,  and  mines. 
The  governors  of  the  several  States  of  the  Union  are  invited  to  appoint 
each  ten  delegates  to  the  convention,  and  all  national.  State,  and  local 
associations  interested  in  the  objects  of  the  convention  are  invited  to 
send  each  live  delegates. 

'I'lie  committee  from  the  New  York  Board  of  Trade  and'rranspoita- 
tion  having  charge  of  the  matter  announces  that  lion.  Euiiu  Boot, 
Secretary  of  State,  will  address  the  convention  upon  the  subject  of  his 
recent  trip  to  South  America. 

CONDITIONS  OF  THE  PANAMA  CANAL  CONTRACTS. 

In  the  call  for  tenders  to  he  submitted  to  the  United  States  (rovern- 
ment,  on  December  12,  li)U(i,  for  the  completion  of  the  Panama  Canal, 
it  is  stated  that  the  contract  is  to  be  undertaken  on  a  ^)ercentage  basis 
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upon  the  iTii>on:il)le  cost  of  tin*  uctuul  constriictivc  work  as 

tixod  l>y  a  coininission  of  live  ('njiineors.  Two  of  these  enoineers  are 
to  chosen  hv  the  contractor  and  liiree  l>y  the  Canal  Commission,  or 
two  hy  the  C’omiuission.  the  third  Commission  member  Ijeinjj  its  chief 
engineer. 

Tl»e  specilications  ask  for  the  conij)letion  of  an  No-fyot  lock-level 
ship  canal,  having  a  minimum  depth  of  41  feet,  and  a  minimum  width 
at  the  bottom  of  ;1()0  feet  between  deep  water. 

Proposals  will  be  received  from  any  association  of  contractors; 
single  contractors  are  not  thought  to  have  a  sutliciently  wide  oi’ganiza- 
tion.  Proposals  must  be  accom])anied  by  a  certilied  check  for 
^iJoo.ooo  or  its  ctiuivalent,  and  the  suc4-essful  bidder  must  enter  into  a 
guarantee  of  S3dk>o.(MM».  the  contract  to  be  closed  within  sixty  days  of 
its  acceptance. 

The  C'omiuission  will  suj)ply  traction  in  the  shape  of  the  Panama 
Railway,  and  will  furnish  all  the  raw  material  put  into  the  work  as 
well  as  fuel,  electricity,  and  all  power.  With  the  exception  of  the 
minor  tools  the  C\)mmission  will  also  sui)ply  all  the  plant  and  machinery 
re<iuired  in  the  construction. 

Nine  hours  labor  per  day  are  specitied  as  the  maximum  for  American 
citizens  employed  on  tin'  works.  The  contractor  %vill  receive  monthl}’ 
payments  covering  the  cost  of  the  actual  constructive  work  for  the 
preceding  month,  and  also,  at  the  close  of  each  year  two-thirds  of  the 
agreed  ixM-centage  of  the  actual  cost  of  work  done  each  year..^If,  at 
the  close  of  the  work,  the  actual  co-<t  exceeds  the  estimate,  a  deduction 
of  o  per  cent  will  be  made  on  the  percentage  due  tin*  contractor.  If 
the  costs  an'  below  the  estimate,  an  additional  sum  will  be  paid  to  the 
contractor  eipial  to  one-third  of  the  dilference  between  the  actual  cost 
and  the  estimate.

d'ho  type  of  canal  proposed  by  the  minority  of  the  consulting-  board 
is  to  form  a  summit  level  about  8.5  feet  above  the  level  of  the  sea, 
which  is  to  be  reached  by  a  tlijjht  of  locks  built  at  Gatun,  on  the 
Atlantic  side,  by  one  lock  at  Pedro  Miguel,  and  two  others  at  La  Hoca. 
on  the  Pacific  side.  The  locks  arc  all  to  be  in  duplicate. 

The  summit  h'vel  wilt  be  formed  liy  the  construction  of  a  large  dam 
at  (Jatmi  and  a  small  one  at  Pedro  Miguel.  A  second  lake,  with  a 
surface  elevation  of  5.5  feet,  will  be  formed  on  the  Pacific  side,  l*etween 
Pedro  ^liguel  and  Panama  Hay,  b\’  the  construction  of  a  dam  at  La 
Hoca,  across  the  mouth  of  the  Rio  Grande,  and  another  dam  between 
Soca  Hill  and  high  ground  near  Corozal. 

From  the  Caril)bean  S('a  to  the  mouth  of  tin*  Mindi  River  a  channel 
is  to  be  excavated  having  a  bottom  width  of  500  feet  and  a  depth  td' 
45  feet  below  jnean  tide.  From  the  mouth  of  the  Mindi  to  the  Gatun 
locks  the  width  and  depth  are  to  be  the  same  as  from  the  sea  to  the 
mouth  of  the  river. 

'Phe  Gatun  locks  are  to  be  built  in  dui)licate.  The  lift  will  l»e  over¬ 
come  by  a  flight  of  three  locks  of  28;\  feet,  or  by  two  locks  of  42.V  feet 
each.  The  Gatun  dam  will  reach  from  a  point  near  the  Clatun  Hills, 
on  which  the  im-ks  are  to  be  located,  to  the  hill  8,50D  feet  westward, 
in  which  the  spillway  will  be  built.  The  object  of  this  dam  is  to  form 
a  reservoir  in  which  the  floods  of  the  Chagres  will  be  received.  Its 
area  will  be  ap])roximately  110  s<piare  miles.  Works  for  rc'gulating 
the  level  t)f  the  lake  will  l)e  situated  in  the  hills  that  lie  tnidway 
between  two  extremes  of  the  dam.  They  will  consist  of  a  system  of 
gates  constructed  on  foundations  of  concrete.  The  gates  will  l»e  almost 
coimter])arts  of  those  used  on  the  t'hicago  Drainage  (’anal. 

From  the  Gatun  locks  to  San  Pablo,  a  di.stance  of  about  15  miles,  only 
a  small  ainount  of  excavation  will  be  re»iuii  ed.  'Phe  width  of  the  canal 
will  be  al>out  feet,  and  the  depth  45  feet.  The  growth  for  5o  feet 
along  the  shores  is  to  Iks  remov(‘d.  Ftirther  up  the  lake,  as  the  amount 
of  excavation  neces.sar\'  to  obtain  a  depth  of  45  feet  increases,  the  width 
of  the  channel  will  be  decreased,  tirst  tt)  800  feet,  then  to  .500,  then  to 
300  from  Oliisjx)  to  Las  C’ascades.  a  distance  of  about  11  miles,  where 
the  Culebra  cut  begins. 

'Phe  channel  from  Matachin  to  Has  Obispt)  may  be  narrowed  to  loo 
feet.  From  Las  Cascades  to  Paraiso,  a  distance  of  4.7  miles,  the  width 
of  the  channel  will  be  200  feet.  'Phis  is  the  most  dillicult  work  of  the 
whoh*  canal  construction.  From  Paraiso,  the  end  of  Chdebra  cut  to 
the  Pedro  Miguel  lock,  a  distance  less  than  2  miles,  the  channel  will 
be  300  feet  wide.  'Phe  Pedro  Miguel  lock  will  have  a  lift  of  30  feet, 
and  will  be  iti  duplicate,  with  approach  walls  at  each  end.  From  the 
lock  for  a  distance  of  1.87  miles  the  channel  will  be  .500  feet  wide  and 
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vill  tlioii  be  inereasecl  to  1,000  feet  for  a  tlbtanec  of  3.C»1  miles  to  Sosa 
Hill,  on  the  shore  of  Panama  Pay,  where  the  Sosa  locks  will  he  built. 
These  locks  will  lx*  in  two  tli<;hts.  with  lifts  of  27V  feet  each,  and  will 
be  in  duplicate. 

A  dam  will  be  constructed  across  the  Pio  (Jrande  from  San  duan 
Hill  to  Sosa  Hill,  another  from  Sosa  Hill  to  Corozal  Hill,  and  a  small 
dam  from  C’orozal  Hill  to  the  hiyh  ground  eastward.  These  dams 
will  form  a  lake  known  as  Sosa  Lake.  It  will  have  an  area  of  8  sipiarc 
miles,  and  will  be  provided  with  regulation  works  for  dischar<;ing'  the 
surplus  water. 

From  the  Sosa  locks  to  deep  water  in  Panama  Pay,  a  distance  of 
•1  miles,  the  channel  is  to  have  a  bottom  width  of  500  feet  and  a  depth 
of  50  feet  below  mean  tide.  The  mean  rise  and  fall  of  the  tide  is  about 
15  feet. 

The  Panama  Railroad  will  l)e  relocated  throu^liont  almost  the  entire 
distance  from  the  mouth  of  the  Mindi  Kiver  to  Panama,  and  some 
lu'avy  embankments  will  be  rtspiired  to  cross  c»*rtaMi  partfi  of  (Jatnn 
Lake. 

THE  WEALTH  OF  THE  COUNTRY. 

Accordinj^  to  estimates  made  by  the  C'ensus  Pureau  of  the  Fnited 
States,  the  total  wealth  of  the  country  in  1004  was  ^100,881,415.000. 
This  is  an  increase  over  the  estimate  of  H»00  of  nearly  21  pel'  cent 
and  04  pt'r  cent  more  than  the  estimate  for  istlO. 


URUGUAY. 

BOUNTY  FOR  THE  PRODUCTION  OF  SUGAR. 

In  order  to  encoura^^e  and  iiu-rease  the  snj;ar  production  of  the 
country,  the  National  Assembly  of  the  Oriental  Republic  of  Uruguay, 
in  an  act  passed  April  3,  lOoO,  has  provided  that  a  bounty  shall  be 
paid  for  the  cultivation  of  beet  sugar  and  tlie  production  of  national 
sugar,  under  the  following  conditions  and  reipiisites: 

'I'he  liounty  shall  be  50. out*  pexns  the  tirst  year,  40,000  p  rxnx  the 
.second  year.  ;->0,000  pixax  the  third year,  and  20,000  p,x(>x  in  the  fourth 
and  tifth  vears.  The  right  to  this  bounty  shall  cease  after  the  tifth 
year.  Persons  wisliing  to  be  entitled  to  the  benelits  of  this  law  must 
produce  300. (too  kilograms  of  sugar  during  the  first  year,  400,0(t0  dur¬ 
ing  the  second  year,  Too, 0(t(t  during  the  third  year,  l.l(Kt,boO  during 
the  fourth  year,  and  l.5O0,0(J0  during  the  fifth,  and  shall  be  compelled, 
besides,  to  cultivate  from  the  tirst  year  3o0  hectares  of  land  with  beet 
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Crude  sugar  imported  for  retining  shall  pay  duty,  with  a  diseount 
of  0  per  cent  on  its  net  weight. 

Cntil  the  end  of  the  year  1915  a  ditferential  on  the  amount  of  duties 
j)ayahle  of  not  less  than  67  mills  per  kilo  on  crude,  and  78  mills  per 
kilo  on  refined  sugar,  shall  be  allowed  domestic  over  imported  sugar. 

Seeds  of  saccharine  plants,  coal,  machinery,  etc.,  for  the  manufac¬ 
ture  of  sugar,  shall  be  e.xempted  fi'om  the  payment  of  inn)ort  duties. 

INTERNAL  DEVELOPMENT  AND  FLUVIAL  NAVIGATION. 

Cnited  States  Consul  John  "NV.  O’IIaka,  in  describing  an  im])ortant 
movement  Uruguay  has  undertaken  to  open  up  a  vast  fertile  territory 
to  development  and  trade,  writes  from  Montevideo  that  the  important 
Kio  Negro  rises  in  Brazil  and  flows  across  Uruguay,  emptying  into 
the  I’^ruguay  Kiv’er  about  160  miles  north  of  Buenos  Ayres  and  near 
Fray  Bentos,  where  the  extensive  Liebig  factories  are  located.  This 
river,  which  has  until  recenth’  been  but  little  used,  is  one  of  great 
commercial  importance,  as  it  divides  this  country  into  two  parts 
almost  ecpial  in  area,  and  traverses  a  portion  of  the  country  hitherto 
almost  inaccessible  bj-  reason  of  its  lack  of  commercial  communication, 
d'he  Uruguay  Central  Kailway  runs  northward  from  Montevideo, 
crossing  the  Kio  Negro,  and  from  this  point  extends  to  the  Brazilian 
line  by  two  branches. 

West  of  this  point  the  river  has  bi'cn  navigated  and  the  country  has 
}>oen  thereby  provided  with  a  means  of  transportation  in  competition 
with  the  railroad,  and  also  with  additional  means  of  communication 
with  the  local  and  general  markets.  Two-thirds  of  the  country  lies  to 
the  east  of  I’aso  de  los  Toros,  the  point  where  the  railroad  crosses  the 
river,  and  there  is  no  other  railroad  within  100  miles  of  the  river. 
Few  bridges  have  been  built  or  highwa3's  made,  so  that  for  lack  of 
communication  with  proper  markets  much  of  the  best  land  in  Urugnav, 
the  eastern  and  central  portion,  has  been  but  little  developed.  The 
soil  is  exceedingl}"  fertile  and  the  climate  almost  tropical.  It  is  said 
that  this  section  is  especialh’  adapted  to  the  raising  of  a  very  tine 
(jualit  v  of  tobacco;  also  to  the  growing  of  oranges,  lemons,  tigs,  grapes, 
and  peaches. 

d'he  advantages  that  the  opening  of  this  river  to  navigation  would 
l)ring  tt)  this  countiy  have  been  long  understood,  freciuentl^’ di.scussed 
and  projected,  but  not  until  recently  has  the  enterprise  been  under¬ 
taken.  When  the  general  conversion  law  of  Jannaiy  23,  190»),  was 
passed  and  an  Executive  order  issued  for  the  application  of  the  balance 
remainitig  after  providing  for  the  pav  ment  of  those  items  for  which 
special  provision  had  been  made  in  the  law,  the  President  of  the  Kepnb- 
lic  directed  that  the  sum  of  §1500,000  U  ruguayan  gold,  ccpial  to  ^517,(>00 
American  gold,  be  expended  for  the  improvement  of  the  rivers  of  the 
Bull.  No.  C — (Ml - 
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country.  The  idea  of  the  Kxecutive  was  to  open  up  the  new  and  fer¬ 
tile  countr}’,  and  public  attention  was  at  once  directed  to  the  Rio 
Nc;>r().  The  work  was  soon  put  into  practical  form.  Four  new  river 
steamers,  two  for  f  rei»^ht  and  two  for  passenc^ers,  have  l)ecn  pun-hased; 
two  of  them  arc  now  in  use  and  the  others  are  beinj^  tith'd  up  in  the 
shipyards  at  Faso  de  los  'I'oros.  The  Ciovernment  launch  has  explored 
the  river  as  far  east  iis  the  mouth  of  the  Kiver  Tacuarembo,  a  distance 
of  some  24c  kilometers,  or  144  miles.  The  report  of  the  explorations 
has  been  submitted  to  the  Prc'sident  and  is  regarded  with  great 
satisfaction.

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PROGRESS  OF  RUBBER  CULTURE  IN  BRITISH 

.  INDIA. 

Tlu'  vice-consul  at  Calcutta,  in  a  report  to  his  home  jjovern- 

ment,  states  that  the  increasinj^  demand  for  ruhher  has  affected  the 
exports  from  Calcutta,  the  (piantity  shippi'd  from  that  port  during’ 
the  past  season  having  exceeded  all  previous  records  since  the  1S92-93 
season.  The  shipments  aggregated  3,205  hundred  weight,  with  a  total 
value  of  nt'arly  750.(KM)  rupees,  an  increase  of  3(5.1  per  cent  on  the 
weight,  and  of  nearly  50  per  cent  in  value  over  the  preceding  3’ear. 
The  British  Isles  take  over  Oo  per  c«Mit  of  the  Calcutta  rubber,  though 
formerly  the  Cnited  States  was  the  principal  buyer. 

Rubber  cultivation  is  making  rapid  strides  throughout  British  India, 
in  Ceylon  alone  the  area  devoted  to  its  growing  amounting  to  60,000 
acres,  while  in  the  Malay  Peninsula  it  is  estimated  that  .50,000  acres 
product'  th('  plant.  A  company  has  recently  bt'en  formed  to  exploit 
important  concessions  in  Burmah,  and  the  area  of  cultivation  is  also 
being  extended  in  Mysore.  Travancore,  and  A.s.sam.
